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EDITOR HEDLY KILLS A MAYOR. 


John R. Richards of Bunker Hill Is 
Shot by the Editor of a 
Local Paper. 


Carlinville, III., June 12.—{Special.]—Today 
F. T. Hedly, editor of the Gazette in Bunker 
Hill, met on the street John R. Richards, 
Mayor of the city, and after an altercation 
shot him twice with a revolver, one shot 
taking effect in his arm, the other entering 
the side of his body between the ribs.

CLEVELAND I$ T0 WRITE A HISTORY. 


Refuses a Tempting Offer from a Syn- 
dicate Because of the Labor 
Involved. 


New ‘York, June 12.—I Special. I- 4A dis- 
patch from Washington says ex-President 
Cleveland has recently had under consider- 
ation an offer made him by one of the lead- 
ing literary syndicates for a series of ar- 
ticles on current topics to appear at the rate 
of two a month. The price to have been paid 
for this work was $60,000 a year, or $2,500 for

Street Sprinklers Must Leave Dry 
Spaces of Four Feet Next to 
Curbs for Wheelmén.

FEWER WOMEN SEEN ON BICYCLES. 


Question Discussed if the Craze Is 
Dying Out—Royal Family as En- 
_ thusiastic as Ever. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, June 12.—[Copyight, 1897, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The question whether cycling as a 
fashionable craze, especially among women, 
is dying out is eagerly discussed. From 
careful observation in the West End and of 
cycie riders in Hyde Park I can say that one 
sees far fewer really smart people awheel 
this season than last in London. 

This may be attributed, however, more to 
fears engendered by a series of fatal acci- 
dents in London streets, which are now 
choked with traffic beyond all previous ex- 
perience, than to any falling off in patronage 
of the cycle by society women. They still 
Yide, but only in the country. Smart cycle 
clubs outside of London, such as Hurling- 
ham and Sheen House, attract as fasnion- 
able company on any fine afternoon as any 
institution of the kind here has ever done. 

The affection of the royal family for the 
cycle is in no way diminished. Princess 
Henry of Battenberg has just become a 
member of the Cyclist Touring club, a 
gigantic organization in the interest of 
tycling tourists, to which the subscription 

‘Is only five shillings a year and which has 
some 40,000 members. There is no club- 
house, the members never associating, but 
they wear a badge which entitles them to 
special rates at hotels throughout the three 
kingdoms, and they are supplied with the 
road books of the club, which give exhaustive 
information concerning routes to all parts 
and the character of the roads down to the 
most minute details.

MORAL ART CRUSADE IN FRANCE. 


Bill Is Being Considered Which Will 
Bar Certain Works from Mu- 
seums and Libraries.

London, June 12.— There is serious alarm 
in all circles of the French capital at the 
avowed intention of the Parliamentary com- 
mittee, which is now dealing with the Ber- 
enger bill, to restrict not only the sale, but 
the possession of certain classes of litera- 
ture and works of art. Acknowledged works 
such as are exhibited in the Louvre and 
some classical literature will be placed on 
the black list. 

This will bring the directors of the mu- 
seums and national library within the 
statute. Litterateurs and collectors are in 
consternation, as the early adoption of the 
law appears to be certain. The Journal 
Des Debats describes the proposal as odious, 
especially the part dealing with the bare 
possession of works which are alleged to 
be of a doubtful character. The list drawn 
up includes over a hundred masterpieces of 
the most illustrious authors of France, and 
imprisonment for a month to two years and

ARCHBISHOP JANSSENS IS DBAD. 


Sails from New Orleans for a Vacation 
and Dies on Board a 
Steamer. 


* 


New Orleans, La., fune 12.—[Speciai. ]— 
The death of the Rev. Francis Janssens, 
Archbishop of New Orleans, was announced 
very unexpectedly today and created great 
surprise, as it was thought he was in good 
health. The Archbishop, who was still 
quite a young man, unknown to his friends 
had been slightly ill for some time past. 
Last Wednesday morning he sailed fer New 
York on the steamer Creole, intending to go 
to his home in Holland and recuperate. 
The vessel had hardly passed the mouth of 
the river when he became very ill, and on 
Thursday morning he died, while the vessel 
was yet in the Gulf of Mexico. 

He was accompanied by the Rev. Joseph 
Thebault, the Chancellor of the diocese, who 
was his constant companion. He com- 
plained of illness throughout the day and 

retired about half-past 7 o’clock. Half an 
hour later he sent for the Chancellor and 
told him he was going to die. He suffered all 
night until about 5 o’clock in the morning, 
having two fainting spells in the mean- 
time. Then he esked the Chancellor to hear 
his confession. Immediately afterwards he 
fell into a faint and remained unconscious. 
He then grew cold and pleaded to have his 
extremities rubbed. About 5:45 he realized 
that the end was near and asked the Chan- 
cellor to administer the last sacrament, 
which was done. He prayed, and then asked 
for an indulgence for a happy death, and 
after a few moments asked to be lifted out of 
his berth so he could kneel. 

His request was complied with, and even 
when he was almost cold in death he knelt 
by his bedside, lifted his eyes to heaven. and 
said: I am ready, thanks be to God.“ 

His head fell over on his chest, and he was 
unconscious. He was lifted into the berth 
and in a few moments died. 

That afternoon the incoming steamer 
Hudson was hailed and the body transferred 
to the latter. The Hudson arrived at the 
jetties this morning, when the first news of 
the Archbishop's death was received. 

Archbishop Janssens was one of the most 
eminent of the Catholic dignitaries in Amer- 
ica. His jurisdiction extended over Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Texas, and Indian Territory. He was born 
at Tilburg, Holland, 54 years ago. His fam- 
ily was of the nobility and very wealthy. 
He was. educated at Bois-Le Duc and the 
University of Louvain, and ordained priest 
Dec. 21, 1867. He at once came to America, 
was attached to the cathedral at Richmond, 
Va., was later Vicar General of the diocese 
of Baltimore under Archbishop Gibbons and 
Bishop Keane, and in January, 1880, was 
made Bishop of Natchez. When Mgr. Le- 
ray, Archbishop of New Orleans, died in 
1887, Bishop Janssens was chosen as his 
successor. 

His broadness of views in temporal mat- 
ters and his close sympathy with the people 
mage him intensely popular.

FALL 3,000 FEET TO DEATH | 


AIRSHIP CATCHES FIRE WHILE HIGH 
ABOVE THE EARTH. 


Dr. Woelfert, the Celebrated German 
Aeronaut, and a Companion Lose 
Their Lives in Making an Experi- 
ment at Berlin Before a Large 
Crowd—Balloon Takes Fire in Mid- 
air and They Fall Nearly a Mile 
Fragments of Machine Drop. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.]} 

Berlin, June 12.—-[Copyright, 1897, by W 
R. Hearst.]—The celebrated aeronaut, Dr. 
Woelfert, who for two years had been en- 
gaged in endeavoring to perfect navigable 
airships, and who last year, on the occasion 
of the great Berlin industrial exposition, 
made many successful ascents, today met 
a frightful fate. 

Dr.. Woelfert had been busily 000 000 for 
the last two months on an improved airship 
which eliminated all of the objectionable 
points interfering with the steering of the 
vessel. Learned papers over his signature 
on this subject had appeared in the scientific 
magazines of Europe, and the scientists ap- 
peared to be at last confident that the great 
problem of the ‘century had been solved by 
this indefatigable inventor. The aeronaut 
announced that he would make the first pub- 
lic ascent with his invention this evening 
at 7 o'clock from the Tempelhof Common. 


+ Neamerous Friends Present. 

The time for the ascent was awaited with 
anxious expectancy by Dr. Woelfert's nu- 
merous friends, and especially by the offi- 
cers of the aeronautic division of the Ger- 
man army. 

Hours before the ascent today crowds of 
sightseers had assembled on the Tempelhof. 
Dr. Woelfert and his assistant, who was to 


accompany him in the car of the balloon, 


seemed to be in happy spirits. The pair 
sang and joked during their preparatory 
work. The officers of the military ballocn- 
ing division assisted them in filling the bal- 
loon with hydrogen. 

At 7 o’clock all was m readiness for the 
great trial trip of whdt was anticipated 
would induce a revolution in aerial naviga- 
tion. Dr. Woelfert entered the car followed 
by his young assistant, and, with a few part- 
ing words to his friends, waved his hands 
in adieu as the ropes were cut in twain. 

What surprised those who stood near 
enough to be able to hear him were his words 
just as his car left terra firma: Either the 
ascent will be successful or I will be a 
corpse,“ was the exclamation heard distinct- 
ly by the officers and those who stood near- 
est to them. | 

Balloon Takes Fire. 


After the balloon reached a height of 
about 3,000 feet it suddenly stopped rising. 
In the same instant huge tongues of flames 
darted from all sides of the balloon, a loud 
explosion was heard far and wide, and a 
few seconds later the air balloon seemed 
transformed into a flying mass of fire. 
Burning pieces of the bag, which was made 
entirely of net, fell among the spectators. 
The car, which was also ablaze, detached 
itself from the balloon. and descended with 
fearful rapidity to the ground. As soon 
as it reached the earth the crowds rushed 
toward it. Both of the occupants were 
found dead and their bodies horribly burned, 

The cause of the fatality was found to be 
an explosion of the benzine used in the 
steering gear mötor. 


The test of Woelfert’s flying machine has 
been watched with interest by scientists all 
over the world. In fact, the experiment 
which ended so disastrously was the great- 
est test to which flying machines have ever 
been put, and had it proved a success it 
would have revolutionized the mode of travel 
in all parts of the civilized world. 


Americans Invited to Test. 


Many scientists in this country were in- 
vited to be present at the test. Professor 
Langley, the American inventor, was among 
those invited. He did not attend, however, 
as he was of the opinion that as long as the 
benzine storage tank was near the motor the 
machine would never be safe as a means of 
travel. According to Professor Langley the 
benzine was likely to explode at any time un- 
less this tank could be placed at one of the 
further ends of the balloon, where the heat 
caused by friction of the propellers could 
not reach it. 

When the Woelfert machine was first tried 
in April it proved to be practical, and so en- 
thusiastic were the German military author- 
ities over it that some time ago Dr. Woelfert 
was employed by the German army. During 
the Berlin exposition last year Dr. Woelfert 
was one of the greatest attractions. He ex- 
hibited several of his airships, and on many 
occasions made ascents to great heights. 
The machine which blew up today, however, 
was unlike any that he had ever made. Dr. 
Woelfert said that it was by far the most 
practical one he had ever invented, and, ac- 
cording to him, it could be steered against 
the wind at any altitude. 


Airship Elliptical in Shape. 


The airship was elliptically built, the mo- 
tive power being of a kind of double-bladed 
ship’s propeller having a diameter of about 
three yards. It was placed right in front 
of the basket, while below the car was an- 
other propeller for upward and downward 
movements. According to previous experi- 
ments these propellers made 500 revolutions 
a minute. The engine, which was of eight- 
horse power, was run with benzine. The 
balloon was thirty yards long and ten yards 
in diameter in the center. The basket at the 
bottom of the balloon was five yards long 
and capable of holding two or possibly three 
men. 

Dr. Woelfert made the first public ascent 
in this balloon May 20 from the Royal De- 
partment of Military Aeronauts’ drill 
grounds. So successfully was the ascent 
made that the scientists who assembled to 
watch the experiment were delighted, and 
the Emperor was asked to seé the ascent of 
today. 

Dr. Woelfert had made fifty-three ascents 
in a few years, and never had an accident 
before. He was 40 years old, and during his 
earlier life was a practicing physician. 


ENGLAND CHANGES ON SEAL QUESTION 


Representations of Ambassador Hay 
Cause That Government to Con- 
sider the Question. 


London, June 12.—There is reason to be- 
lieve that in consequence of the representa- 
tions made by Colonel John Hay, the United 
States Ambassador, to the Foreign Office 
the attitude of the British government with 
regard to the reopening of the Bering Sea 
question has undergone some modification, 
and that, whereas some weeks ago it was 
believed Lord Salisbury was averse to the 
question being discussed until the date ar- 
ranged by the Paris award—viz:: next year— 
at the present moment there is a disposi- 
tion to discuss matters now. Inquiry at the 
Foreign Office fails to elicit what this 
change exactly Is. The greatest reticence is 
displayed in the matter also at the American 
embassy, the officials declining to discuss 
the matter. 

John W. Foster, who is now in St. Peters- 
burg, is expected back in London on July 1. 
He did not call at the Foreign Office during 


‘the few days he was in London, but he had 


conferences with Cofnel Hay, and on the 
day previous to his departure he had an 
interview of nearly an hour with Mr. Liebes 
of the North American Commercial com- 
pany, who has been in communication with 
the embassy during Mr. Bayard's term of 
office regarding the false statements said 
to have been made by Canadian sealers re- 
specting the sex of their catch. 

During the interview Mr. Foster asked as 
to the proposition he was to lay before the 
Russian government. He replied that he 
would not know until he got to St. Peters- 
burg. Mr. Foster was informed by Mr. 
Liebes that his going to Russia and any 
arrangements he might make there would 
not be binding upon England, as Great 
Britain, so far as he could learn, would do 
nothing in the matter until the five ea

J assure you if we be compensated for our 
vessels the question can be settled in ten 
minutes.’ I asked.“ Mr. Liebes continued, 
Have you authority to speak for any 
one besides yourself?’ to which Mr. Bos- 
cowitz said: ‘All the Canadians will be very 
glad to be bought out.. 

I suppose you will expect a very large 


‘profit,’ said I, to which reply was made: 


No, as the business has not been very 
profitable, we shall be glad to get out of it.“ 

Mr. Liebes having recounted this to, Mr. 
Foster, the latter replied: * Even if such a 
proposal were made I doubt very much if the 
United States would ever vote money for 
such a purpose.’ 

Mr. Liebes said in answer: I do not think 
there is any other way of settling the mat- 
ter. On the one side we have the ownership 
of property and on the other side have legally 
the right to destroy it. Unless the parties 
interested can be compensated in some way 
by receiving part of the profits or by being 
bought out it cannot be settled. As far as 
the North American company ts concerned, 
we do not care either way. But if we get no 
seals we cannot be expected to pay our sub- 
sidy to thé United States government.“ 

Mr. Liebes further told Mr. Foster that he 
had received from his own people on the 
islands early this month reports showing 
that seals were much scarcer than ever, and 
that the take this year will only be a third 
of last year’s. This Mr. Foster said he knew 
perfectly and added that he understood the 
Canadians were not making any money. 

The Russian agent who has been in London 
trying to find out whether there is any truth 
in the assertion that a large percentage of 
the pelagic skins lying in London are fe- 
males, found that about 80 per cent of them 
were females.

Liverpool, June 12.—The colonial Premiers, 
including the Canadian Premier, Mr. Wril- 
fred Laurier, and Mrs. Laurier, were the 
guests this evening of the Liverpool Cham- 
ber of Commerce in the concert-room of 
St. George Hall. 

The Duke of Devonshire, President of the 
British Empire league, made an address, in 
the course of which he said: 

While we continue to believe that free 
trade is the best and wisest policy for this 
country, we can all see that the virtues and 
regults which were expected to follow free 
trade have not been realized, and the pro- 
priety of its universal adoption has been 
falsified.’’ 


ACTION IN PANAMA SCANDAL 10 END. 


Ex-Minister Bathaut, Who Was Re- 
cently Arrested, Is Now Unex- 
pectedly Released. 


London, June 12.—Ex-Minister Baihaut, 
who was recently arrested in connection 
with the Panama fraud disclosures, was 
unexpectedly released yesterday. This is 
taken to mean that no further criminal pro- 
ceedings will be taken against the Panama 
people. 

The shareholders of the Suez Canal com- 
pany, on the motion of the Prince of Aren- 
berg, have decided to erect a heroic statue 
to the late Count de Lesseps, the engineer 
of the canal, at Port Said. The cost of the 
monument will be about 250,000 francs. 


I$ MR. SINGER'S DEATH A MYSTERY? 


Story from California Says His Son Is 
Looking Into the Matter 
Now. ‘ 

Los Angeles, Cal., June 12. [Special. —E. 
T. Singer of Chicago arrived in the city a 
day or two ago and is registered at the Van 
Nuys. From remarks made by Mr. Singer 
it is believed that his mission to Calitornia 
is to make an investigation of the death of 
his father, H. M. Singer, which occurred at 
Pasadena in Decenfber last. 

H. M. Singer, who was a man of consider- 
able wealth, moved from Chicago to t’asa- 
dena over five years ago. He identified him- 
self with the place and made a number of 
investments, one of the heaviest of which 
was putting $110,000 in the Mount Lowe 
railway and taking that amount of the bonds 
of the company. The road was built, and 
while it was a great thing for Southern 
California as an advertisement it was 4 
financial failure, and those who had invested 
in the enterprise lost their money, or a great- 
er part of it. Mr. Singer was one of the 
heaviest individual losers. He had always 
taken a great interest in the road, and aside 
from the loss of the money was greatly an- 
noyed at the failure 

He was an old man and his health failed 
rapidly. He died in December last, the cause 
of the death being meningitis, but many of 
his friends considered it was from mortifi- 
cation and chagrin at the failure of his pe: 
project. The body was embalmed and 
shipped to Chicago for burial, and there 
the matter énded. 

Since Mr. Singer’s arrival he has been 
quoted by a Pasadena paper as saying he 
was not satisfied with such information of 
his father’s final illness and death as he 
had, but that he is in search of further in- 
formation. He is further quoted as saying 
that a post mortem examination of his fa- 
ther’s remains has been or will be made, 
which of course will necessitate the exhuma- 
tion of the body at Chicago. 

When Mr. Singed was seen he positively 
refused to discuss the matter in any shape 
and would neither affirm nor deny the state- 
ments attributed to him by the Pasadena 
paper. 

J am out here to look into this business, 
that is all,” he said. ‘‘ I have not told any 
one anything, nor will I do so. It is a mat- 
ter which I positively decline to discuss in 
any manner.“ 


Telegraphic reports from California yes- 
terday, said to have originated at Pasadena, 
gave the first intimation Chicago people re- 
ceived that E. T. Singer had died from any 
other than natural causes. E. T. Singer 
was an old, wealthy, and highly respectable 
citizen of Chicago, and his best friends here 
deny there is any ground for such a belief. 

Among the Chicagoans who attended Mr. 
Singer's funeral at Pasadena is Theodore 
lieineman of the Western Stone company, 
who says: 

„Mr. Singer died from the effects of a 
fall and the fact that his condition was ren- 
dered worse by sleeping in a cold, damp 
room in a hotel before he had recovered 
from the shock caused by the fall. 1 do not 
believe any member of his family thinks 
there is a particle of truth in the rumor.” 

C. P. Kimball, executor of the estate of 
E. T. Singer, said: 

“The story that the body has been ex- 
humed and an examination made I know 
is false. The body is locked in the vault 
at Lockport, III., and I have the key. There 
is nothing in the story.“ 

E. T. Singer was best known to Chicago 
people as senior of the big stone firm of 
Singer & Talcott, which was absorbed by 
the Western Stone company some years 
ago. He was also prominent in politics 
fifteen years ago. His fortune, distributed 
among his heirs after his death, amounted 


to $500,000.

GEN. GOMEZ WRITES 70 GEN. WEYLER 


Commander of the Cuban Army Re- 
fuses to Consider the Spaniarda’s 
Terms of Peace. 


Havana, June 9%.—[Spectal Correspond- 
ence.]|—A copy of a letter from General 
Gomez to Weyler has been shown to me in 
Havana. It is an answer to certain pro- 
posals of peace made to Gomez from Sancti 
Spiritus by Weyler’s agent. 

“Instead of giving answer to your 
agents,“ says Gomez, I give answer to 
you, because you are the real author of 
these cynical proposals. 

“You snould remember who you are, and 
who I am, before entertaining the hope that 
Lam capable of giving up this struggle and 
shamefully accepting any kind of condi- 
tions that would mean the continuance of 
Spanish power in Cuba. 


Would Never Surrender. 

y the will of the Cuban people I took 
arms, for the second time in my life, to 
liberate the island, and I will not abandon 
my resolution uniess it is the will of the 
Cuban people that I do so. Even if the day 
should come when-I- should not see a single 
Cuban at my side I would not surrender to 
you, nor to any Spanish General, but I 
would leave forever this unhappy island. 

IJ am sure this will newer cur. In this 
glorious fight for freedom the Cubans are 
resolved rather to die in battle than to be 
again the slaves of the Spaniards. I shall 
make the same answer to any other Spanish 
General who makes me similar proposals. 

But with regard to you I wonder how 
you dared to approach me. If you have a 
conscience still, you know that your very 
name is horrible to.the Cubans and to any 
man on earth having the sentiments of a 
Christian. Try to crush me with all the 
power of Spain you have in your hands, con- 
tinue your fiendish work of extermination 
against the Cuban people, but do not insult 
me, do not insult Cuba, by believing us so 
debased as to be willing to treat with you.“ 


Werler Received the Letter. 

This remarkable letter was sent toeSancti 
Spiritus by a Spanish prisoner and was re- 
ceived by General Weyler. Gomez sent sev- 
eral copies of it to the Cuban agents in that 
town and Havana. The letter bears the date 
of May 15, and its existence has been care- 
fully concealed by the Spanish authorities. 

From his headquarters at La Reforma. in 
Santa Clara Province, General Gomez has 
issued a decree forbidding the countrymen 
and pacificos, concentrated by Weyler’s or- 
ders near the towns, to give help to the 
Spanish soldiers in the capture and killing 
of cattle. The Cuban army has received 
strict orders from Gomes to kill any coun- 
tryman found doing so. 


FAMINE IS NOW FELT IN HAVANA. 


Meat Sells for $1 Per Pound and We- 
ler Says He Doesn’t Care if 
People Have None. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Havana, June 12.—[Via Key West. ]}—Fam- 
ine is now felt in Havana. La Lucha today 
urges the government to allow the importa- 
tion of cattle from abroad, as there is no meat 
in the capital. A pound of meat of in- 
ferior quality is sold today for$1l. The situa- 
tion in the suburbs is terrible. 

Gen. Weyler said to a commission that 
called to show him how desperate is the sit- 
uation: 1 don’t care very much if the 
people of Havana don’t eat meat. In time 
of war meat is a luxury. What I do say 
is that I regret to see the government at 
Madrid turning sentimental. I am ready 
to leave, and another may come to give 
you what you want. But if I should remain 


war by exterminating the Cubans, which is 
the only remedy for the evils of the island.” 

It is positively known here that the 
Cubans entered the City of Puerto Principe, 
and did what they pleased for several days. 
They retired later, but the city is practical- 
ly beselged by them. 

The Spanish battalion of Pizarro has re- 
fused to accept its pay in paper money, and 
so has another Spanish battalion at Ciego 
DeAvila. 

At LaMarced, Pinar del Rio Province, the 
Spanish forces under Brigadier DeOriente 
have been defeated by the insurgents, and 
compelled to retire to Olsaga. They left on 
the field three officers and fourteen soldiers 
dead, carrying with them twenty-nine 
wounded. 

A tarin was blown up by the insurgents 
yesterday near Alguisa. The explosion was 
heard in Havana. This news is concealed 
by the press censor on account of the bad 
effect which the attacks of the insurgents 
in Havana Province and near the capital 
make on the Spaniards themselves. I saw 
after midnight a great many wounded men 
brought secretly from the places where the 
train was destroyed. Several dead were 
left in the country. 


SPAIN TO PAY MRS. RUIZ INDEMNITY. 


„It It Is Shown to Be Justified,’” Says 
Canovas, “ Justice Will Be

Madrid, June 12.—The Spanish Premier, 
Senor Canovas del Castillo, in an interview, 
is reported as saying that the alleged de- 
mands of the United States in the case of 
Dr. Ricardo Ruiz, the American citizen who 
expired in the jail at Guanabacoa apparent- 
ly from injuries received there, must be ex- 
aggerated.

New York, June 12.—[{Special.]—The Ward 
line steamer Valencia, which was fired on 
by a Spanish gunboat in a Cuban harbor, ar- 
rived in port this morning. 

Captain Skillings, under instructions from 
the vessel's owners, would only say that two 
shots were fired at the steamer by a Spanish 
man-of-war in the harbor of Guantanamo, 
May 27. From passengers it was learned 
the Valencia had cleared on May 27 from 
Guantanamo. About noon, after saluting 
the forts, at the entrance of the harbor, the 
flags were lowered as the steamer passed 
outside of the port. 

The Spanish man-of-war Maria Mercedes 
was seen approaching, but no particular at- 
tention was paid to it. A blank shot was 
fired from the Spaniard, followed by a solid 
shot, which fell under the stern of the 
Valencia. Captain Skillings ordered the 
steamer's colors displayed and proceeded 
without further molestation from the man- 
of-war.

QUICK TIME FOR EUROPEAN MAILS. 


Improvement in Time for West-Bound 
Mail Arriving by the Ocean 
Steamships. 


New York, June 12.—[Special. ]—Beginning 
July 1 Chicagoans will receive their mail 
from European correspondents in less time 
by many hours than heretofore. The saving 
in time will be effected by having all incoming 
steamers met at quarantine by a govern- 
ment steamboat, which will take off their 
mails and bring them to the city. Here light 
mail wagons will be waiting, which will 
hurry the city mail to the postoffice, and a 
portion of the outgoing mail to the Grand 
Central Station. The steamboat will itself 
carry the remainder of the outgoing mail to 
the piers of the. Pennsylvania, Baltimore 
and Ohio, and Erie railroads. At present 
the mails are brought from quarantine by 
tugs owned by the steamboat. companies 
and taken to the postoffice, from which they 
are sent out to the railroad depots. Under 
the new arrangement Western mails will 
not be taken to the postoffice for distribu- 
tion, but direct from the steamers to the 
railroads.

May Return to the Old Fold. 

Members of the Episcopal Church will 
be ready to predict that Bishop Cheney’s 
following will again knock for admittance 
to the old fold, in my opinion,” said the 
Rev. E. S. Fairchild, 51 St. Clair street, who 
has, though himself a Presbyterian, filled 
one of the Reformed Episcopal church pas- 
torates. “ This does not logically follow, but 
of course there is room for some such sur- 
mise, I, of course, am not as well informed 
as some of those whose whole lives have 
been spent in the old Episcopal Church and 
the reformed branch. 

“Bishop Cheney regards the question as 
trivial, but nevertheless he is unwilling, as 
the dispatches show, to submit to dictation. 
I do not think the decision will produce any 
rupture, though it is possible it will act as 
an entering wedge, and that resulting friction 
may drive the Eastern and Western branches 
of the church apart. 

“The surplice and gown discussion ap- 
pears to have been started soon after the 
church was organized, though it was not 
hinted at in the controversy which caused 
the split in the older church. Three funda- 
mental points were involved. Episcopacy 
was rejected as a matter of divine right; but 
maintained as an ancient and desirable form 
of church polity. The idea of a priesthood 
was rejected and also that baptism is in- 
variably followed by regeneration. 

The use of surplices is regarded by the 
Eastern majority as a sacerdotal practice 
and they say that if it is allowed other con- 
cessions in the same line will be demanded. 

The decision, as I understand it, is that 
future ordained ministers will be allowed the 
use of a black gown only, but I may be mis- 
taken in my construction. No doubt, sur- 
plices will continue to be used in this diocese. 
I do not know that Bishop Cheney has ever 
made a ruling on the subject, but being an 
invited guest, I naturally use the vestment 
that is customary in the diocese.’’ 


Cheney Not to Resign as Bishop. 

New York, June 12.—There was an atmos- 
phere of uncertainty pervading the General 
Council of the Reformed Episcopal Church 
at its opening this forenoon. What the out- 
come of the council’s action yesterday will 
be—whether it will injure the church or not— 
was discussed all through the auditorium. 

Bishop Cheney, about whose likelihood of 
resigning there were some rumors, was in 
the council chamber today. It is not thought 
that he will resign as Bishop. 

The report of the Treasurer showed a lack 
of funds and the salaries of some of the old 
Bishops were temporarily reduced. 

A resolution was adopted declaring that 
the sentiment that had gained ground among 
people that the Christian religion is not the 
one only exclusive and imperial religion for 
all races of men, but is only one among re- 
ligions, be declared contrary to the teach- 


ings of God. 
OMAHA MINISTER'S GENEROUS GIFT. 


Gives a City Block asa Site for an Or- 
phan Asylum for the 
Lutherans. 


Mansfield, O., June 12.—At today’s meeting 
of the Lutheran synod the report of the 
Board of Trustees of the Tressler Orphan 
Home at Loysville, Pa., was submitted by 
the President, the Rev. W. H. Dunbar of 
Baltimore. It showed that during the last 
two years sixty children have been admitted, 
making the present number 149. Owing to 
the low finances the home was compelled to 
make a temporary loan and is now in need of 
immediate financial assistance. President 
Dunbar stated that there is no provision for 
taking care of orphan children under 6 
years of age. 

Ex-Mayor Charles A. Shieren of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., Jumped to his feet and said he 
was trustee of three similar institutions of 
similar nature, and felt that this institu- 
tion at Loysville should be enlarged that 
the children under 6 years of age could be 
taken care of. To this end he notified the 
synod that he would subscribe any amount 
designated for the addition of a nursery to 
the institution.

BRYAN AND ‘TAMMANY LEADERS. 


Former Presidential Candidate Spends 
au Uncomfortable Day in 
New York. 


New York, June 13.—[{Special.]—William 
J. Bryan's visit to New York today and its 
bearing on the coming Mayoralty campaign 
is variously viewed by the local press. The 
Sun, under the uncomplimentary headline, 
“ Gag Is Applied to Bryan,” says: 

“ William J. Bryan got here yesterday and 
saw John C. Sheehan and Elliot Danforth. 
Between his unwillingness to offend the 
State and local Popocratic leaders, who may 
have something te do with the selection of 
delegates to the next national! convention of 
the party, and his natural inclination to 
talk about national political questions, he 
spent a not very enjoyable day, although 
after hushing him up Mr. Sheehan gave him 
a dinner at Delmonico’s.”’ 

According to the Sun Mr. Bryan, after be- 
ing coached by Tammany Boss Sheehan, 
refused to mention silver and the local cam- 
paign in the same sentence, in fact, declining 
to talk on local issues. Asked why, he said: 
Local self-government is a Democratic 
principle, and I think it would often give 
offense for an outsider to interfere. The

POSTMASTER’S DAUGHTER ARRESTED. 


Girl in Poor Circumstances Suspected 
at Oakland, III., but Postmaster’s 
Daughter Confesses the Crime. 


Oakland, III., June 12.—-[ Special. I—At a 
late hour last night Postoffice Inspector M. 
M. Price arrested Miss Elvira Hunt, daugh- 
ter of Postmaster William Hunt of this city, 
for rifling the mails, Miss Hunt being assist- 
ant postmaster: For a number of months 
letters containing money sent from this city 
failed to reach their destination, while let- 
ters containing money addressed to resi- 
dents of this city failed to materialize. 
These becoming numerous complaint was 
filed with the postal authorities, who sent 
Inspector Price here to discover the cause. 

No suspicion attached to Postmaster Hunt, 
as he is a man of means, nor was his daugh- 
ter, whom he named as deputy, suspected, 
but many thought Anna Cossins, a poor girl 
employed in the office, was the guilty one, 

Price fixed up four decoy! letters, all con- 
taining $1 bills. These were addressed to 
C. E. Shaw, Paris. Price then rode out of 
town on the Clover Leaf mail train, but 
found none of the letters, In that mail, two 
of which should have beer dispatched on 
that mail. 

He returned to Oakland, and waited for 
the evening mail to ga out to Paris. After 
the pouch had been delivered to the train 
the Inspector Held the train while he ex- 
amined the mail. None of the decoy letters 
was found in the pouch. He then came 
back to the postoffice, and secured one of 
the decoy letters, two, of which had been 
tampered with, while the fourth letter was 
gone. Miss Hunt acknowledged to the In- 
spector that she had destroyed this letter, 
but had sent the money, a $1 bill, which 
Price had marked, to an Indianapolis firm 
for goods of some kind. 

This letter the Postoffice Inspector inter- 
cepted by a telegram to the Indianapolis 
postmaster before it was delivered. The 
girl confessed to him that she had been 
tampering with the mail since last Septem- 
ber, and during that time hundreds of dol- 
lars have been lost to parties living in and 
near this city. 

Postmaster and daughter appeared before 
the United States commissioner at Danville 
today, and gave bonds for her appearance 
in the federal court. Postmaster Hunt is

Committee to Report a Pian-—Sev- 

eral Schemes Are Submitted by Sen- 
ators—One Is te Let McKinley De- 
_ eide the Matter—Others Favor Ab- 
_ Fogation of Treaty, Which Is Such a 
Good Thing for Trusts, They Say. 


Washington, D. C., June 12.—The Repub- 
nee caucus, after considering the Ha- 
waiian reciprocity provision for an hour at 
its second session, decided to refer the mat- 
ter, together with various propositions which 
had been submitted, to the Republican mem- 
vors of the Committee on Finance to formu- 
late a proposition which shall be submitted 
to a future caucus if not satisfactory to all. 

The Republican Senators were in confer- 
ence two hours at the first caucus and de- 
voted the entire time to an effort to agree 
upon a course of action to be pursued with 
regard to the Hawalian reciprocity treaty 
In connection with the sugar schedule of the 
tariff bill. They dispersed to meet again at 
4:30 in the afternoon. 

There were a half-dozen different proposi- 
tions submitted to the caucus, the principal 
of which were the following: 

By Senator Frye, to leave it absolutely to 
the President to say what shall be done 
with the treaty and providing against any 
interference with the provisions of the treaty 
pending an: action he may take. 

By Senator Allison, a proposition very 
much in the same line as Senator Frye's, 
but intimating more clearly to the President 
the opinion of Congress that the treaty 
ahould be modified. 

- By Senator Perkins, a provision giving no- 
tice that unless something more is done 

within a year to continue the treaty in force 
that it shal! be dbrogated. 

By Senator Nelson, to abrogate the treaty 
absolutely after one year's notice and giv- 
ing the notice as a provision in connection 
, with the sugar schedule. 

Nelson Against the Treaty. 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota led the fight 
in favor of the abrogation of the treaty. 
He declared that the whole treaty was a 
very one-sided bargain for the United 
States. Taking the sugar imported from 
Hawail in 1896, he said the exceptions from 
duty by reason of the treaty under the Sen- 
ate bill would be $8,504,028. This, said the 
Minnesota Senator, was a donation to the 
sugar men. He said that the gift of $8,500,- 
000 that would be given to the sugar trust 
under the present bill had better be given 
as a bounty to the sugar producers of this 
country, which would soon enable this coun- 
try to produce its own sugar, as Germany 
and France were doing. 

Senator Frye said that the House provi- 
sion was ample on the Hawaiian question 
to meet the demands of equity, with an 
additional provision authorizing the Presi- 
dent to enter into negotiations for a modi- 
fication of the treaty. He stated that Presi- 
dent McKinley was prepared to enter upon 
such a negotiation, and added that the Ha- 
walians were willing to meet him half-way 
in the work. He made a vigorous defense 
of the treaty and of the policy of maintain- 
ing the closest sort of relations with Ha- 
wali, which had been settled and civilized 


by Americans. 
Senators Davis, Chandler, Hoar, and oth- 
ers spoke for the maintenance of the treaty. 
Senator Thurston announced himself to 
be decidedly in favor of abrogation, though 
he was, he said, a believer in the wisdom 
of annexing the Hawaifan Islands to the 
United States. He said that if the present 
arrangement, which gives the Hawaiian 
sugar trust an annual gratuity of $9,000,000, 
was to be continued in connection with the 
yesterday voted to the American 
trust, which amounted to not less than 
$5,000,000 a year, it would be utterly im- 
possible to defend the course of the Repub- 
lican party. He said he had made his cam- 
paign last fall largely on the charge that 
the Demoeratic party had sold out to the 
trust, and he did not view with equanimity 
the present prospect with regard to Re- 
publican legislation.

It is well known that the Hawaiian repre- 
sentatives are losing no opportunity to im- 
press upon Congressmen and other public 
men the necessity of speedy action in the 
direction of the annexation of the islands, 
lest the chance be lost to the United States. 
It is probable that the Minister profited by 
his t to Judge Day to make some repre- 
sentations in that line, and perhaps to sug- 
gest outlines for a treaty. 

In the controversy between Japan and the 

little island republic, if it appears that Ha- 
wall is but insisting upon exercising a right 
in the regulation of emigration, Hawaii will 
no doubt receive the support of this govern- 
ment to that extent at least. 

The Senate today listened to a speech by 
Senator Vest of Missouri arraigning the 
sugar schedule, and saying that the spec- 
ulators in sugar stock understood the value 
of the schedule to the trust, if the Republic- 
an Senators did not. Mr. McEnery of Louis- 
jana, who had voted against the party on 
many tariff schedules, then made a long and 
strong speech in defense of his position and 
in favor of protection. 

A vote was then taken on the Jones 
amendment to remove in effect the Dutch 
standard of classification, and it was re- 
jected by 29 yeas to 32 nays.

Thornton’s Letter to Moran. 


To maintain his asserted rights and offi- 
cial standing in the proceedings Mr. Thornton 
two days ago sent a letter to Mr. Moran in 
which he speaks of having been told by Mr. 
Kraus he would like to have him and Mr. 
Mayer attend the cases and adds: 

I replied I had no objection, and would be very 
glad to have your cotperation, but that it must be 
distinctly understood that so far as the city was 
concerned the litigation must be under my direc- 
tion. Ahy papers to be filed must first be sub- 
mitted to the law department of the city and be 
sanctioned by myself, and any action taken should 
be with my consent and under my general direc- 
tion. Also that it must be understood that for 
the services of yourself, and Mr. Mayer, and such 
gentlemen that might represent you in the litiga- 
tion no charge whatever should be made to the 
City of Chicago. Mr. Kraus expressed himself as 
satisfied with the conditions then named, and 
which I here recite, and understands that in no 
event are you or your assistants to receive any re- 
muneration whatever for the service which you 
may render in the case. 

Thornton Explains His Position. 

But the developments of yesterday, it 
seems, will shut Mr. Thornton out of having 
anything whatever to do with the board’s 
case, Its answer will not be submitted to 
him. He can stand as the representative of 
the city and Superintendent Kipley, whose 
attorney he is. In defense of his attitude In 
wishing to raise the question that the civil 
service act is unconstitutional, Mr. Thorn 
ton said: _ 

** While the Supreme Court is passing on 
the civil service law it might as well settie 
the entire matter once and for all by ren- 
dering a decision on the constitutionality of 
the act. This will relieve the City Treasurer 
and Controller from all responsibility in 
paying employés certified by the civil serv- 
ice law. Many of the most prominent law- 
yers in the city have expressed serious 
doubts as to the validity of the civil service 
act and there will be no better opportunity 
to get an expression of opinion on the ques- 
tion from the Supreme Court than at pres- 
ent. The city will present its case in full 
and demand that a decision be rendered at 
the earliest possible time. We shall oppose 
every effort to have the decision delayed.”’ 

It is understood the case will be argued 
next Tuesday. John W. Ela and Levy 
Meyer probably will make the arguments on 
behalf of the board, while Assistant Corpo- 
ration Counsel Hill and Haines are to ap- 
pear for the city. 

Answer for Joseph Kipley. 
In his answer for Joseph Kipley Mr. 


Thornton writes: 

These respondents are informed by counsel 
learned in the law as they here insist, that the sald 
act was and is unconstitutional and void, for the 
following reason; that the said act purports to con- 
fer judicial powers and authority to make and 
enforce judgments and decisions of a non-judicial 
body descri and set forth in said act as the 
“Civil Service Commission, for which reason, 
this respondent submits whether he in the capacity 
in which he is herein and hereby impleaded. 
should further act, especially in the performance 
of the matters and things which it is alleged in 
said petition he has not done and not performed, 
and whether he should make any further answer 
unte sald petition, and he claims the same benefit 
and advantage as to matters and things hereinbe- 
fore stated and set forth, as if he had demurred to 


the said petition. 


Other Points for Kipley. 


The opinion of Mr. Thornton, dated May 
5, to Mayor Harrison, and the opinion of the 
commission issued May 22, declaring the 
positions of Assistant Superintendent of 
Police and Inspectors to be under the 
classified service, are cited. Then he con- 


tinues: 

And this respondent insists that in all their 
(the commissioners’) actings and doings, and in 
their refusal to act in their respective official 
capacities, as is complained of, and stated and 
set forth in said petition, they, the said respond- 
ents, have respectively followed the construction 
of the several provisions of said act applicable 
thereto as given to them and ‘as found by them, 
by the legislative and judicial departments of 
said city, with the sole desire and intent to carry 
out and perform all the duties prescribed by and 
to meet all the requirements of the said act con- 
cerning civil service. 

This respondent neither admits nor denies that, 
by the rules as aforesaid, said Civil Service Com- 
missioners in or during the year 1895 classified the 
offices of Assistant Superintendents of Police, 
Inspectors of Police, and Captains of Police, as 
stated in said petition; but he positively denies 
that the said positions were thereby or could be 
brought within the terms and provisions of the 
said civil service act. 

Respondent Joseph Kipley, as Superintendent 
of Police, admits that he has caused to be created 
vacancies in the said several positions in the De- 
partment of Police, and caused the same to be 
filled, acting, however, in so doing according to 
the true intent and meaning of all the existing 
rules and regulations of the said Civil Service 
commission, as well as of the said act to reg- 
ulate the civil service of cities.’ 

And this respondent avers that in all matters 
complained of by the said petitioner, wherever 
and whenever he has acted, it has been solely for 
the purpose of performing the duties appertaining 
to his said office, according to the constitution 
and statutes of the State of Illinois, and as pre- 
scribed by the ordinance of the City of Chicago. 


CIVIL SERVICE TEST RAISES A ROW. 


Majority of the 390 Candidates Charge 
Favoritism in Extending the 
Time for Completing Papers. 


The civil service examination at the Hyde 
Park High School building yesteday came 
near ending in a row. Many angry candi- 
dates protested to Chief Examiner Rogers 
there had been bold favoritism shown by 
certain deputies in extending the time limit 
for a few candidates, and to quiet the uproar 
that official promised the matter would be 
referred to the commission for adjudication. 

The 890 applicants were told that one 
hour exactly would be allowed candidates 
for the completion of their papers. In just 
one hour the chief examiner called time, 
and, after ordering the twenty deputies to 
collect the papers, he left the room. 

Here is where the difficulty began, ac- 
cording to the dissatisfied ones. After 
more than two-thirds of the papers had been 
taken in charge the operations of the dep- 
uties ceased, it is said, and the rest of the 
candidates were allowed twenty-five min- 
utes additional, in which time all of them 
finished their papers. 

Pandemonium reigned when the chief ex- 
aminer reéntered the room., 

This affair is more like a ward caucus 
than a civil service examination,“ shouted 
the examiner, ‘‘and I have never in my 
experience as an examiner witnessed such 
disgraceful conduct.” 

This remark was met with howls and 
order was restored only on the promise of 
the examiner to refer the matter to the 
commission. A number of candidates 
threaten to personally protest the matter 
to the Civil Service commission. 

The examination was for the following 
positions: Chief clerks, pay-roll clerks, 
special assessment clerks, expert clerks in 
the City Engineer’s office, registrar in the 
water bureau, real estate expert clerks, 
bookkeepers, accountants, cashiers, tellers, 
paymasters, license officers, and recorder of 
deaths. 


|NEW FACES FOR BILLS. 


ENTIRELY DIFFERENT DESIGNS FOR 
SILVER CERTIFICATES. 


Secretary Gage Intends to Have the 
Next Ones More Businessiike as 
Well as More Artistic and Distinet— 
Backs Will Likely Be Unchanged— 
Gen. Lew Wallace Suggested for 
Spanish Mission—Origin of Crow- 
ther-Billinger Quarrel. 


Washington, D. C., June 12.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Gage has come to the conclusion 
that it will be a better plan to have entirely 
new designa made for the faces of the $1, $2, 


and $5 silver certificates than to carry outa 


suggestion about changing the plates from 
which the present notes are being printed. 
Ever since the certificates of these denomi- 
nations were issued from the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing complaints have been 
made by banks and business people gener- 
ally that the notes were not distinct enough, 
but looked more like patent medicine adver- 
tisements than United States Treasury obli- 
gations. When Secretary Gage assumed 
control of Uncle Sam's financial department 
one of the first subjects brought to his atten- 
tion was the necessity for a change in the 
faces of these silver certificates. No ob- 
jection was urged against the backs, with 
the vignettes of distinguished Americans 
conspicuous on each side, and it is not likely 
that they will be disturbed under the new 
arrangement contemplated by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 


->- 
A conference was held at the Treasury De- 
partment this afternoon between Secretary 
Gage and Director Johnson of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, at which the sub- 
ject was discussed in all its details, and a 
number of communications from leading 
financial institutions throughout the country 
were read. It was the opinion of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that while it was de- 
sirable to’ have the faces of these silver 
certificates made attractive, still there 
should be more of a contrast given than an 
artistic sketch. Furthermore it was urged 
it would not be advisable to have light and 
dark faces on certificates of the same de- 
nominations, for this would lead to confusion 
and might also be an encouragement to 
counterteiting. ö

Instructions were accordingly given Direc- 
tor Johnson to have sketches prepared at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing for en- 
tirely new designs for the faces of the cer- 
tificates of the denominations under consid- 
eration. It may be two or.three weeks be- 
fore these sketches are completed sufficiently 
to be shown the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and in the meanwhile no more certificates 
will be printed from the present plates. 
After the designs are submitted to Secretary 
Gage it is quite likely that there will bea 
necessary delay for a couple of months be- 
fore thé plates can be prepared for printing 
the new notes. There will be more obliga- 
tion expressed on the faces of the new notes 
and less whirling Dervish figures, nude or 
otherwise, the idea being to make the new 
certificates business like as well as artistic. 

— 

A subject of gossip here this evening was 
the assault at St. Joseph, Mo., on Major Bit- 
tenger of the Herald by ex-Congressman 
Crowther. This was the culmination of a 
fight over the St. Joseph postoffice, which re- 
sulted in the appointment and contirmation 
of Frank Atkinson, a friend of Major Bit- 
tenger. Ex-Congressman Crowther ostensi- 
bly had a candidate for this office named 
Albus, but it was charged that he wanted the 
place for himself. Atkinson was championed 
not only by Major Bittenger but by National 
Committeeman R. C. Kerens of Missouri, 
and this selection only added fuel to the 
flame so far as Crowther wasconcerned. It 
was during Crowther’s absence from Wash- 
ington that the appointment of Atkinson 
was made, and it only intensified the bitter 
feeling which exists between the Filley and 
anti-Filley factions in Missouri. 


Major Bittenger is a devoted adherent of 
National Committeeman Kerens and de- 
servedly popular with the administration. 
In fact, the President wanted him to take 
the St. Joseph Postoffice, but he said he had 
come to Washington in the interest of Mr. 
Atkinson for the position and would not be 
a party to anything looking like treachery to 
his friend. This sort of talk pleased the 
President, and he unhesitatingly declared 
that he proposed to do the best thing in his 
power for Major Bittenger and practically 
told him to pick out a place in the consular 
service. It was suggested that Consul Gen- 
eral to Montreal, Canada, would be ac- 
ceptable to Bittenger, and assurances were 
given him that he should have the position.

General Lew Wallace of Indiana has been 
suggested for the Spanish Mission. With- 
out waiting to ascertain his wishes in the 
matter his friends are pointing out his spe- 
cial fitness for the work. They say General 
Wallace meets exactly the ideal the Presi- 
dent has described for the appointment. He 
is a Spanish scholar and, in addition to his 
knowledge of the language, possesses a 
thorough understanding of the Spanish char- 
acter. He has Hved among Spanish-speak- 
ing and Spanish-descended people, and his 
success in Turkey demonstrated his fitness 
for delicate diplomatic business. Nobody, 
even of the Indiana contingent, professes to 
have the assurance that the General will 
accept if asked to go to Madrid. There is 
such a strong sentiment, however, that he 
would handle the negotiations successfully 
that his name will be presented to the Presi- 
dent upon his return from Nashville. 

—— 

A report was received at the Postoffice 
department today from the Des Moines office 
relative to experiments in that city with 
letter boxes on street cars. When mail 
street cars proved a success the idea was 
suggested to put mail boxes on the cars, and 
Des Moines was selected for the test. Ex- 
periments began April 19, 1897, and, accord- 
ing to Postmaster Hunter’s statement, the 
service was an unqualified success. There 
was a gratifying increase in the volume of 
business,“ says Postmaster Hunter, ‘“* espe- 
cially so in view of the fact that only fifteen 
cars were equipped with these mail boxes. 
This was owing to the inability of the Post- 
office department to furnish more boxes at 
this time. A great deal of comment’ was 
made in regard to the service and in the 
district reached the appreciation is uni- 
versal. This office is daily in receipt of 
numerous petitions to extend the service to 
other lines, and as the success of the ex- 
periment is assured this extension should 
be granted.“ 


CHASE THIEF IN YEHICLES AND AFOOT 


Passersby Pursue a Bundle-Snatcher, 
Who Escapes Among Trains at Six- 
teenth and Clark Streets. 


A parcel boy from one of the big down- 
town stores gave chase to a man who had 
despoiled him of a package at Armour ave- 
nue and Nineteenth street yesterday after- 
noon,and was joined by 100 men and women 
and twice as many urchins. ' 

The thief finally escaped among the cars 
in the railroad yards at Sixteenth and Clark 
streets, after dropping the bundle, which 
contained a valuable silk dress pattern. 

The boy had left his wagon to deliver the 
bundle when the man ran up to him, and, 
snatching it from him, ran east in Nine- 
teenth street to Clark. E. K. Perkins, a 
painter of 2550 Cottage Grove avenue, was 
passing in a buggy, and, inviting the boy to 
jump in with him, gave chase.

KIPLEY TAKES IT BACK. 


CHIEF ADMITS GAMBLING AND Is. 
SUES A CLOSING UP ORDER. 


Head of the Police Department Called 
Into Conference with the Mayor, 
Which Is Thought by Some to Have 
Opened His Eyes—Detectives Serve 
Midnight Notice and Proprietors 
Act Quickly—Immunity for Favor- 
ites—List of Resorts. 


In an order issued in the early hours of 
yesterday morning General Superintendent 
of Police Kipley recognized the fact that 
there was gambling going on in Chicago—a 
fact that he had been vehemently denying 
for two weeks, The order was one for all 
gambling-houses to close up and stop oust- 
ness. All were obeying it last night so far 
as is known except the managers of the 
place at 175 West Madison street. 

The order was issued by the Chief after a 
conference with the Mayor, who may have 
convinced his head policeman that gam- 
bling-houses were really and truly open 
and that in denying the fact the Chief was 
only making a laughing stock of himseif. 

The Chief's order was given to Policemen 
Mackey and Quinn, who are traveling from 
headquarters on gambling.“ They report 
to the Chief and probably have imparted 
some of their knowledge to him. 

They knew just where to go with the or- 
der. They first sought the resort nearest 
to the City Hall. That was at 91 Clark 
Street, where there happened to be little 
going on. 

At 119 Clark street there was a brisk busi- 
ness in stud and craps and the order to close 
fell with a disheartening sound on the own- 
ers of the place, but they closed up. 

The same word was borne to the room in 
the rear of Webb’s ticket office, and there 
was an immediate cashing in. 

The pair of detectives found things lively 
enough at George Hankins’ place, 148 Clark 
street, where the order was at once obeyed. 
Its force was also felt among the throngs 
around the House of David. 


Word Goes Down the Line. 


After that the word passed down the line 
south to. Thirty-ninth street, to the West 
Side, and to the Stock-Yards district faster 
than the two police messengers could carry 
it, and before daylight the clatter of the 
stud poker and crap chips was stilled and in 
the few places where faro was being dealt 
the boxes were turned down.

The fraternity did not know exactly how 
to figure on the order. Some of the owners 
thought the order was the result of a mid- 
night spasm of virtue, which seized the 
Chief when he learned that gambling was 
really in full blast, despite his vigorous 
protestations of two weeks to the contrary. 
So some of them opened up again as early 
as 9 o’clock yesterday morning. The police- 
men with the order were down on the men 
who had the temerity to do this, heavily and 
hurriedly. Again and once more they closed. 

Last night the police once more gave it 
out that every place was closed, but they 
had evidently not paid a visit to Refchold’s 
old place, 175 West Madison street. 

Gambling was in full operation there, 
with crowds surrounding faro, crap, and 
stud poker games. Patsy King is the 
manager of the place, which is also said to 
be backed by a couple of Aldermen. 

There were lookouts on duty to scan the 
faces of would be patrons, but it was not 
difficult to get through the saloon and billiard 
hall below. 


Angry at King’s Immunity. 


The proprietors of other gambling places 
on the West Side were angry that King's 
place was allowed to run, and at Jackson 
boulevard and Halsted street, where all 
was dark, an attaché of the place explained 
the discrimination as follows: 

“They want to freeze some of us out and 
let a few have the games and the profits. 
They want to tax us $1,000 a month to run 
this place and then they want to weed the 
rest of them out. That place on Madison 
street had a hard time to keep open tonight. 
An Alderman is backing it and he had to get 
a great big hump on himself today. We will 
open up all right in a few days.” 


Waited on the Election. 


For several weeks the houses have been 
operating in a condition of uncertainty. 
They expected the Mayor to define himself 
on the gambling proposition immediately 
the judicial election was over.

In front of one place on the first floor on 
Clark street a man stood on Friday night 
with his thumb pointing over his shoulder 
towards a rear room, and with the old, 
familiar song of Come on, boys!“ on his 
lips. 

Besides, there is a lack of harmony among 
the gamblers over the possession of one or 
two old stands. 

The last week witnessed the arrival in 
the city of many gamblers and gambling- 
house employés from the miming camps 
and small towns of the West. 

The closing of the gambling shops is a 
great boon to saloonkeepers who have slot 
machines in their places. Since the return 
of a lot of slot machines to persons dragged 
before him by Justice Wood the owners are 
reaping a harvest. 

A new style of machine with “ paying 
colors.“ is found in several places, and the 
games are the briskest on record.

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Moore, who 
drew up the bill, “that before another 
session of the Legislature arrives contract- 
ors for public improvements under special 
assessments anywhere in the State who are 
to receive their compensation in install- 
ments, will probably greatly feel the need 
of some provision which will make their 
bonds or vouchers marketable at or near 
their face value. It is certain that under 
recent decisions of the Supreme Court bonds 
or vouchers issued by municipal corpora- 
tions on installment assessments have been 
shorn of a large part of their value. The 
contractors do not ordinarily expect to hold 
these themselves, and capitalists and bank-

But under these decisions no one can 
tell with any asusrance what attack may 
be made on the validity of the assessments 
before the bonds mature. The validity of 
the ordinance may be questioned on the ap- 
plication for judgment in any year until the 
last installment is due. The question 
whether this will sueceed is always open 
and under the present law there is no way 
of knowing with certainty that the bonds 
or vouchers may not be completely over- 
turned by some adjudication on the ordi- 
nance long after the improvement is made. 
In that case the bonds or vouchers are utter- 
ly worthless. They are payable only as 
the city received the money, and when the 
proceeding has been held void there can be 
no further collections. 

These uncertainties have lately greatly 
reduced the value of these bonds or vouchers 
in the market, and it seems to me will be- 
fore ‘long, under present conditions, make 
it impossible to find a purchaser at any rea- 
sonable price. The contractor, then, must 
either take the bonds and hold them and 
take the risk of loss himself, or he must 
sacrifice them at what price he can and must 
take this into account in making his bid for 
the work. This loads the burden on the 
property-owner. 

The special assessment bill lately passed 
by the Legislature was drawn with a view, 
among other things, to remove as far is 
possible this difficulty and make 
these bonds payable with some. cer- 
tainty, so they may bring 
value at the start. This can be done, it has 
seemed to me, without prejudicing the rignt 
of the property-owner to contest within a 
reasonable time the sufficiency of the assess- 
ment proceeding. | 

Under present conditians installment 
assessments are likely to be ruinoug to 
somebody. Either the property-owner will 
be obliged to pay too much for the work, or 


the contractor be obliged to lose money, or 


in case he shall have sold his bonds the pur- 
chaser to run the risk of having them de- 
clared worthless in his hands. 

In the most recent decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, one of which appeared within 
a couple of weeks past, it is still maintained 
that the validity of the ordinance is open 
to question on the application for judgment 
on any installment. 

In one well known instance the Park 
Commissioners of West Chicago put down 
a valuable improvement on Douglas Park 
boulevard, costing in the neighborhood of 

00,000. After the first two installments 

ad been paid the assessment was attacked 
in the Supreme Court, and the application 
for judgment and e ordinance held in- 
valid. The work had been done and the 
contractors stood to either lose their money 
or lay the burden on the purchasers of the 
bonds. None of those bonds at the present 
time is of any value except as placing on 
the Park Commissioners the collection of 
the amount by other assessments if possible. 

“There has been an effort made to raise 
another fund by a second assessment to pay 
them, which has lately been adjudicated in 
the lower court against the Park Com- 
missioners. As the situation now is the 
contractors have put in their work and 
materials and are left to hold the bag.“

than harfdsomely engraved stock certificates 
to satisfy him.

He claimed it was introduced in good faith, 
however; that there was $10,000,000 back of 
it, that tlie company proposed to supply gas 
to the general public at 50 cents per 1,000 
feet, and that altogether it contained more 
substantial benefits to the public than any 
of those under consideration. 


Thinks Maltby Ordinance Invalid. 


g. C. Eastman, N. A. Partridge, and W. 
W. Case, the special subcommittee of the 
Committee of One Hundred which was 
appointed for the purpose of further- 
ing the passage of the Maltby or- 
dinance, had a consultation with Cor- 
poration Counsel Thurnton yesterday re- 
warding the terms of the ordinance. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the ordinance was 
invalid for the reason that it provides that 
the franchise is ‘granted for the special 
purpose of selling or transferring to a cor- 
poration which has no existence. He also 
held that the provision to make the city a 
quarter owner amounts to nothing, as the 
owners of the majority of the stock had 
it in their power to do as they please, and 
there was no way in which the minority 
holders could protect their interests.

ASK BAIL FOR LUETGERT. 


COUNSEL FOR THE SAUSAGEMAKER 


BEFORE JUDGE GIBBONS. 


Habeas Corpus Proceedings Invoked 
in Behalf of the Prisoner Charged 
with Wife Murder—State Objects to 
Request of Defense and a Further 
Hearing Is Set tor Wédnesday— 
Court Criticises Lax Rules in Cap- 
ital Cases, 


Adolph L. Luetgert, accused of the mur- 
der of his wife, Louisa, in his sausage fac- 
tory on Saturday night, May 1, appeared 
before Judge Gibbons of the Criminal Court 
yesterday morning. The occasion for the 
prisoner’s presence was the habeas corpus 
proceedings brought for the purpose of argu- 
ing the question of bail. Aftera preliminary 
skirmish by counsel on both sides the case 
was continued until Wednesday and the 
prisoner was remanded to jail. 

The sausagemaker’s appearance yesterday 
plainly told of the effect jail life is having 
upon his sturdy physique. He did not look 
well physically. Traces of mental suffering 
appeared upon his countenance. 

When the case was called the State had 
present Watchman Frank Bialk and Ober- 
ofsky, the smoker,“ whose hands were 
burned while breaking up the crude potash 
which, the authorities claim, was used by

Assistant State's Attorney McEwen pro- 
duced plats showing the interior of the bu'ld- 
ing, the dimensions of its different parts, and 
photographs of the vat, the smokehouse, 
elevator, and such other parts of the plant 
which enter into the case. 


Tripp Talks for Luetgert. 
Attorney Arnold Tripp made the opening 


statement in behalf of the defendant, While 


als associate, Attorney Vincent, critically 
examined the drawings and other exhibits 
of the State. Lawyer Tripp undertook to 
explain to the court the nature of the evi- 
dence introduced before Justice Kersten in 
the prelimirary investigation. Mr. McEwen 
frequently took issue with hini on the con- 
struction of the evidence. 

Judge Gibbons remarked that the rule as 
do admitting defendants to bail in capital 
cases was being applied with less stringency 
than at the common law, and requested 
whether the State had any recommenda- 
tion to make. To this the Assistant State's 
Attorney answered that the circumstances 
of the case were plain. They had not been 
disputed or explained; the proof fested in 
the circumstances, which were evident, and 
from those circumstances the presumption 
of the guilt of the defendant was great, and 


that being the condition, the defendant was 


not entitled to bail under the law. 

Mr. McEwen argued that the public had 
rights in this extraordinary case which were 
greater than the inconvenience of the de- 
fendant or any individual; that the defend- 
ant was the creator of a set of mysterious 
and deadly circumstances at a time when 
Mrs. Luetgert disappeared. Then the ques- 
tion arose, Did Luetgert introduce her into 
these circumstances? 


Those Two Telltale Rings. 


Mr. McEwen insisted that the presence 
of the two rings, positively identified and 
constantly worn by Mrs. Luetgert, estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of any mind, in con- 
nection with all the other circumstances, 
that she came to her end in the factory. 

If the defendant was innocent he could 
readily explain the array of circumstances, 
which he had failed to do. 

Replying to Mr. McEwen, Attorney Vin- 
cent said the rings were but a small circum- 
Stance, and Judge Gibbons remarked that 
notwithstanding their smallness they were 
plainly of great importance, and that the 
identification furnished of them was too 
serious to be lightly passed over. 

During the course of Attorney Vincent’s 
remarks he took occasion to refer to In- 
spector Schaack in a way, which brought an 
interruption from Judge Gibbons, who said 
that he wished counsel would avoid unnec- 
essary use of names. 

Attorney Vincent replied that the In- 
spector’s connection in the case was direct. 


Tilt Over Schaack’s Name. 


„Judge Vincent is entirely correct,“ in- 
terposed the Assistant State’s Attorney. 
Inspector Schaack is one of the well-rec- 
ognized offenses to crime in the Criminal 
Court of Cook County.“ 

My statement was justified,’’ retorted 
Attorney Vincent 

O, certainly,” replied Mr. McEwen. 
„There's no such thing as committing crime 
in Schaack's district. All the crimes over 
there are created by Schaack.“ 

Attorney Vincent then resumed his argu- 
ment. After both sides had talked the mat- 
ter over, further hearing was finally set 
for 9 o’clock on Wednesday morning in 
Judge Dunne’s courtroom. Much of the 
evidence introduced before Justice Kersten 
‘will be again gone over. 

It is understood the State has materially 
strengthened its case since Luetgert was 
committed.

DISCHARGE DRIVES A MAN INSANE. 


Herman Boetgle Threatens to Kill His 
Family and Himself to Avert 
Starvation. 


Discharge from work turned a peaceful, 
sober, and inoffensive man into a raving 
maniac yesterday and it took six policemen 
to prevent him from committing murder and 
suicide at his home and take him to the de- 
tention hospital. 

Herman Boetgle is a bricklayer, & years 
old, living with his wife and three children 
at 374 Thomas street. Neighbors say he is a 
sober man, and industrious when he has 
work to do. 

Boetgle came home yesterday evening at 6 
o’clock and greeted his wife and children as 
usual, though rather sadly. He gave his 
wife the money he had earned and told her 
he was discharged by the foreman for per- 
sonal reasons. For the first time since his 
wife can recollect he burst into tears and 
all efforts of his wife and children to console 
him were useless. 

His wife sent for Boetgle’s brother. The 
brother was there but a second when with 
a shriek Boetgle, with glaring eyes, rushed 
to his brother demanding that he get a pistol 
for him, saying he would prevent his family 
from starving and would end all. Not re- 
ceiving the revolver he rushed into the front 
room to a bureau where the revolver lay. 
His brother rushed after him as the raving 
man was opening the drawer to secure the 
revolver. 

A policeman and several neighbors, hearing 
Mrs. Boetgle’s cries, came in and found the 
men in a fierce struggle on the floor. While 
the policeman, neighbors, and the brother 
were struggling with the madman the patrol 
wagon arrived with several policemen. 
After a half-hour’s struggle the man was 
placed in the wagon and bound with ropes. 

In the cell he grew still worse, howling and

During the voyage through the park many 
a bicyclist yelled “ Throw it in the lake,” 
and one person with an eye to the fit sug- 
gested that the statute be placed in the 
exact t where the caravels first cast 
anchor the summer of the World's Fair 
—in the outer harbor beyond the Peristyle, 
in forty feet of water. 

Meanwhile the South Park commissioners 
are undecided as to the final disposition of 
the body. They may set it up in an unfre- 
quented part of Washington Park as a warn- 
ing to vagrant birds and sculptors, and 
they may melt it up or toss it into a junk 
heap. 

It was reported last night that Ferdinand 
W. Peck was to hasten back from Nash- 
ville on Monday and there were rumors that 
a clash would ensue between the friends of 
Columbus and his victorious persecutors, 
the South Park Commission. What truth 
may be in this story is a matter for the 
future.

Doom Not a Surprise. 

The doom of poor old Christopher was 
not unexpected. It was signed, sealed, and 
delivered when the Lake-Front Park passed 
from the city into the hands of the South 
Park commissioners. 

James W. Ellsworth, the President of the 
board, always held a bitter dislike for Chris- 
topher. ‘ 

A hideous atrocity,“ said Mr. Ellsworth. 
forgetting for the moment that, although 
Christopher did not look pretty, he had dis- 
covered America and cost, the World's 
Fair commission $50,000 and did lots of 
other notabie things. 

But the commissioners vowed that if ever 
Christopher came into their hands they 
would hang him by the neck until he was 
dead, dead, dead. 

The time came. The lake front passed 
into the keeping of the South Park commis- 
sioners. Columbus wabbled on his pedestal 
and great and good friend Ferdinand W. 
Peck shed tears. For Mr. Peck was the 
friend of the silent guardian of the lake 
front. It was he who had the Worid's Fair 
commission give the $50,000 to get Chris- 
topher up on the pedestal. It was also he 
who succeeded in having the contract for 
the graven image awarded to an unknown 
sculptor. 


Done During Peck’s Absence. 


But yesterday Mr. Peck was in Nashville, 
Tenn., attending the exposition, and only the 
chambermaids of the two hotels at whom 
Christopher has gazed so long and so fondly 
wefe present to witness the execution and, 
the subsequent last sad rites. 

The gallows was erected early in the 
morning. Two great uprights, each seven- 
ty-five feet high, were firmly planted in the 
ground on each side of the victim, and then 
from their tops a block with tackle was 
fastened. From this ropes descended and 
swung idly in the wind, awaiting the dread- 
ful hour of execution. 

At 2 o’clock the funeral procession, which 
had been fo med at Washington Park, ap- 
proached, headed by Henry Wilder, the 
South Park Superintendent of Construction, 
who had been deputized to act as chief exe- 
cutioner. One of his assistants mounted the 
top of the scaffold and let down the ropes, 
and other hands fastened them sécurely 
around Christopher’s neck and under his 
shoulders. 


Crowd Sees Columbus Swing. 


Five hundred people stood breathlessly 
watching the spectacle. One end of the 
iron cable, which was fastened about Co- 
lumbus' neck, was passed through a winch, 
and ell was ready. 

“Christopher Columbus,“ murmured a 
man down in the front row, have you any- 
thing to say why tke sentence of the law 
should not be passed upon you?” There 
was no reply. 

“Then farewell, and may you rest in 
peace. 

„Sheriff Wilder took his position in 
front. He held his hat aloft and then let 
it drop. The rope tightened about the neck 
of the unfortunate Columbus as he slowly 
swung into space. The chambermaids in 
the Auditorium wept, and Clerk Paul Gores 
turned his head away and moaned. 

For over an hour the once mighty Colon 
swung in space. Then a corps of doctors 
in blue jumpers and carrying axes made an 
examination and pronounced him dead. He 
lay prone upon the ground, he who had once 
looked coldly over the heads of thousands. 

A toller climbed upon the prostrate form 
and another sat upon that still, sad face. 
The work of the executioners was complete. 
No greater indignity could be shuwn than 
was illustrated by that man stamping full 
upon the rotund stomach of Columbus. The 
left hand, which for years has been tightly 
clenched and held in a manner indicating 
bad digestion, was more tightly drawn, and 
the long hair seemed to fall still farther 
down that noble back, 

After the body had lain for half a dozen 
hours the sea voyage was begun—a last, sad 
voyage of discovery undertaken in humility 
and finished in ludicrous degradation,

Scandal in Russian Army. 

A series of trials was completed on Thurs- 
day in Moscow of some military officers 
guilty of strange offenses. The Hussian 
peasant has long practiced mutilations to 
incapacitate him from military service, but 
the officers in question devised means of 
freeing the recruit after he had entered the 
ranks for sums varying from $25 to $200. A 
clerk, who made out the returns, conspired 
with the junior doctors in charge of the mili- 
tary hospital to effect the release of privates 
by producing certain diseases. 

A private, desirous of escaping service, 
applied at the hospital, where the conspira- 
tors, by means of drugs, produced various 
sicknesses, ending with a weakening of the 
heart’s action. The chief doctors then 
signed certificates that the recruit was un- 
fit for service. The plot was discovered on 
the death of the clerk, who shot bimself, 
leaving information to his Colonel and nam- 
ing his accomplices. 

Eight men were sentenced to punishments 
ranging from civil annthilation, with two 
years’ service in the disciplinary battalions, 
which is regarded as equivalent ww slow 
death, to a sentence to eight months in the 
Same service without loss of rights. 


International Leprosy Congress.

Thereis and 
always has been a rush of wealthy citizens 
of the United States to serve their country 
abroad.“

Program in Chaotic State. 

So far as the official program of the jubilee 
events is concerned, there is a scandalous 
state of unpreparedness. It is usually the 
case in this country that when great cere- 
monials are in charge of court officials they 
are hopelessly bungled, but the jubilee cele- 
bration promises to be the worst in this 
respect than was ever known. 

The official order of the procession issued 
yesterday assigns places to the troops only. 
Nothing has as yet been decided about ar- 
rangement of the vast number of guests 
who will appear somewhere in the parade. 
There is the same confusion in regard to 
the decorations and the illuminations. There 
is no general plan, such as always governs 
the displays of continental capitais. Art- 
ists of the guild and academy offered vol- 
unteer committees to take the matter in 
hand, and arrange a harmonious pian, but 
the authorities refused to accept, and al- 
ready it is evident that the result will be 
not only inartistic but positively hideous. 


Procession Entirely Military. 

The publication.of the program has called 
out today a great chorus of protests. It is 
pointed out that the royal procession, in- 
stead of representing the glories of the Vic- 
torian era, is almost exclusively military. 

Science, art, and statesmanship are all 
unrepresented. The colonial visitors are 
the only civilians, all the rest will be red 
coats. The popular effect of this is well por- 
trayed in such language as the following in 
today’s Westminster Gazette: 

The impression which will be left by the 
procession will certainly be that the em- 
pire is the work of redcoats, in so far as it 
is not the work of royalties. There is one 
exception only, whichis a special compli- 
ment paid to the colonial Premiers. Other- 
wise the black-coated throng who have 
borne the burden and heat of the day in 
science, art, and literature, and even politics, 
finds no place. The statesman who has 
been the larger part of the two generations 
to be commemorated more than any other 
man living, Gladstone, is not to be seen on 
the great day.”’ 

Bitterness Against Gladstone. 

The partisan bitterness against Gladstone, 
by the way, has been revived to its fullest 
extent by his persistent denunciation of the 
Sultan and the policy of the powers. His 
letter this week suggesting that a repre- 
sentative of Turkey in the ,ubilee proces. 
sion would not be well received has been 
construed by the Tory press into an incite- 
ment to public insult. Thus such an absurd 
but sober newspaper like the Globe says 
tonight: 

„ We do not wish to be disrespectful, but, 
really, it would conduce to the gayety of 
nations if some one would until the jubilee 
is over put Gladstone in a bag, or better 
still, ifthe Turkish embassy would demand a 
prosecution for incitement to commit a 
preach of the peace, and get him bound over 
for good behavior for a month.“ 

It is difficult to imagine a more striking 
exemplification of the moral degeneration 
of the English race than such language by 
the most dignified supporter of the present 
government in London evening journalism. 

Reasons for Military Display. 

There are important reasons of state why 
the jubilee is to be above all things a great 
military and naval demonstration, to the 
exclusion of the arts and sciences. Some of 
these reasons are obvious.

Canadian Precedent.

the failure of the dynamo, claimed to be 
the most powerful ever put in operation, to 
heat the electric furnace. 

This experiment was first accomplished 
by Professor Moisson of Paris, to whom 
Professor Crookes acknowledged his in- 
debtedness. 

The first necessity for the experiment is a 
piece of pure iron, which is packed in a 
carbon crucible with pure charcoal made 
from sugar. Half a pound of this iron is 
put into the crucible in the body of the elec- 
tric furnace, where an extremely powerful 
arc of electric light, absorbing about 100 
horse-power, forms close above it between 
the carbon poles. The iron rapidly melts 
and saturates itself with carbon. It is kept 
for about seven minutes at a heat of about 
4,000 degrees centigrade, is then taken from 
the furnace and plunged into cold water 
until cooled below red heat. 

The diamond is formed by the carbon first 
being submitted to this almost unprecedent- 
ed artificial heat, then being subjected to 
the enormous pressure caused by its sudden 
contraction in cold water. The extraction 
of the diamond from the metallic ingot is a 
slow ‘process, and the stones formed hith- 
erto have been only microscopic. 

Professor Crookes exhibited some of these 
stones, which he had manufactured by this 
process in his own laboratory and they 
withstodd all the chemical tests which no 
known stone except a diamond will stand. 

They have the crystalline form and ap- 
pearance, the color, hardness, and the re- 
fractory action on light exactly the sameas 
the natural gem. But they cost about a 
hundred times as much as the diamond won 
from the mines, owing to the time and ex- 
pense absorbed by the experiment. 

Professor Crookes made two attempts to 
liquefy the carbon, but both railed, owing to 
the giving out of the dynamo, the bands of 
which stretched under the high pressure.

Gladstone’s Warning Note. 

Mr. Gladstone has struck a stern note of 
reminder of England’s bad faith towaris the 
cause of freedom in the near East. His pro- 
test against England's compliance with the 
Sultan’s “ imperious request to be invited 
to attend the jubilee comes too late, for 
Munir Pasha, accompanied by Siry Bey and 
the military attaché to the British Embassy 
at Constantinople, is already on the way 
to London bearing the Sultan's autograph 
letter reminding the Queen of England's 
ancient friendship with Turkey. 

But this only increases the anger of the 
ministerial press, which finds in Mr. Clad- 
stone’s words a direct incentive to mob dis- 
order when the Sultan’s envoys show them- 
selves in London streets. The fact that the 
letter was written six weeks ago, before the 
Sultan’s request was received, of course 
acquits Mr. Gladstone of any such intention; 
but, nevertheless, the sight of red fezes 
among the Queen's honored guests may weil 
provoke painful incidents on Queen's day. 

Jealousy of the Colonies.

SCOTLAND YARD SUSPECTS THE IRISH. 


Extremist Leaders Are Shadowed Con- 
stantly and All American Ar- 
rivals Are Watched.

World.J—The political detective force at 
Scotland Yard is manifesting feverish activ- 
ity in keeping under constant surveillance 
the leaders of the Irish extremists, both in 
Dublin and in London. Judging by the 
measures taken by the detectives in both 
capitals there is reason to suspect that they 
are in possession of specific information of 
some intended outrage, either during the 
jubilee procession or about that time. As 
Scotland Yard always hitherto has had com- 
plete knowledge in advance of the plans of 
the Irish-American dynamite section, it is 
quite probable that they are not acting in 
the present instance without warrant. But 
they have failed to discover any trace of 
the perpetrator of the recent explosion on 
the underground railway in London, which 
cutrage many Irishmen here believe to have 
been carried out by some such agent of the 
secret service of the British Home Office as 
the spy Jones. 

The motive attributed to Scotland Yard 
for’ raising the present scare is to relieve 
itself from the discredit and suspicion of 
manufacturing these conspiracies which the 
dramatic collapse of the Ivory prosecution 
has created, together with the spiriting 
away of Jones after his proved attempts 
to get up a plot in Dublin while Ivory was 
in prison awaiting trial. 

Not only are all arrivals from the United 
States, both saloon and steerage passengers, 
carefully scrutinized in the light of Informa- 
tion cabled from the British police agents in 
New York and Boston, but the same close in- 
vestigation is conducted at all ports of land- 
ing on the continent to which Atlantic liners 
go. The head of the criminal investigation 
department here claims to have an exact 
record of the appearance and movements of 
every suspected person who has left the 
United States for Europe in the last six 
months. 

There is no use in denying the apprehension 
of some outrage being attempted is wide- 
spread, and it is certain that if any takes 
place in connection with the jubilee there 
will be a crusade against all Irish National- 
ists living in England.

The Royal Victorian Order was created 
by Queen Victoria this year to enable her to 
honor persons whose special claims to 
recognition would hardly render them ell- 
gible under the strict rules applying to the 
older orders. The Queen's personal decision 
is absolute in connection with the granting 
of this decoration, and there is no doubt 
that the Duchess of Marlborough has been 
recommended to her on the ground that the 
conferring of this distinction on her would 
be a gracious compliment to the American 
women whose beauty and dollars have done 
so much for London society and the British 
aristocracy. The names of the recipients of 
jubilee honors will be announced either on 
jubilee day or the day before. 

Festivities-on a splendid scale are being 
arranged at Blenheim Palace in commem- 
oration of the jubilee, and the probabilities 
all point to the recommendation of Lord 
Salisbury for the decoration of the Duchess 
being acceded to by the Queen. 

London is jubilee mad. The papers are 
full of it and there is no other subject of con- 
versation. The principal streets are masked 
under ugly screens of new lumber along the 
line of march. Already people are taking 
out plate-glass windows and boarding up 
in anticipation of awful crowds. Everybody 
is decorating, but although private gener- 
osity in this line produces a great impression 
on the British mind, the plans really are less 
costly than {n New York on occasions.

London, June 12.—[Copyright, 1897.}—The 
coming jubilee engrosses public attention 
to the exclusion of everything else. Even 
the serious revolt of the tribesmen on the 
Punjab frontier passing as an ordinary de- 
tail of the burdens of the empire. Mr. Wil- 
frid Laurier’s arrival today brings into 
prominence the imperial idea, which is the 
domination note of the Queen’s gala week. 
No other colonial Premier can hope to rival 
him in popularity and prestige. His tariff 
reciprocity proposals are designed to place 
the mother country in a better position to 
trade with the Dominion, and that is the 
English ideal of imperial federation. No 
other Premier can receive so hearty a wel- 
come, but every one has been greeted warm- 
ly, and the greatest enthusiasm is shown 
whenever any colonial Premier makes an 
after dinner gpeech or addresses a public 
assemblage. 

“Empire” Is a Rallying Word. 

Preoccupied as men are with the approach- 
ing pageants, ceremonials, and festivities, 
there is a deep conviction that the visit of 
the Premiers will exercise a great influerice 
in developing at home and abroad the senti- 
ment of imperial unity. 

Five Premiers were entertained yesterday 
at luncheon by the United Empire Trade 
league, and today all the colonial statesnicn 
now in England, including Mr. Laurier, are 
the heroes of commercial Liverpool. A tour 
has been arranged by the Empire league 
which will fill the greater part of next week 
with provincial festivities, Edinburg, Glas- 
gow, and Manchester being visited in turn. 
Over 500 colonial troops were reviewed yes- 
terday by the Duke of Connaught at Chelsea 
Barracks. It was an exceptionally brilliant 
military function. Empire and Trade 
are the watchwords ot the hour. 


Splendid Military Pageant. 

The official program has revealed military 
arrangements on a large scale. There will 
be 47,000 troops either on parade or em- 
ployed in lining the route. This is a larger 
English army than has been mobolized 
since Wellington's campaign ending in 
Waterloo. ; 

Before the procession moves the streets 
will be occupied from Knights Bridge and 
Sloan squere to the Hotel Cecil in the forma- 
tion of the various divisions. While the 
colonial contingent will be the most in- 
teresting and picturesque feature of the 
parade, the display of regulars will be a 
brilliant one, including seven batteries of 
the Royal Horse Artillery and twelve cav- 
alry regiments, in addition to thirty-four 
battalions of infantry lining the streets, 
with detachments of militia, volunteers, 
marines, and blue jackets. There has been 
no London show equal to this during the 
Queen's reign. The naval review at Spit- 
head will also be the most marvelous ex- 
hibition of sea power ever witnessed. It will 
be the most powerful fleet ever manned and 
equipped by any nation. 

Sight-Seeing Is Expensive. 

The expense of seeing these great sights 
will not be light and the fatigue involved 
will be considerable, but every spectator 
ought to have his money’s worth, for the 
jubilee shows are to be unique in brilliancy 
and magnitude. The police regulations 
have already warned sightseers that they 
will have to breakfast at 6 or 7 o'clock in 
order to reach their places. Carriage traffic 
will be suspended by 8:30 o'clock and the 
streets will be impassable after 9:30 o'clock. 
The area around St. Paul's will be bar- 
ricaded with gates and the crowd kept out 
from an early hour. Spectators who havo 
purchased costly seats and windows will 
be compelled to wait many hours before the 
parade and many hours after before they 
can get away safely. As for tho night 
illuminations, only those strong and brave 
enough to drift with the swollen torrent

LONDON WEATHER 13 LIKE WINTER. 


Climate and Exorbitant Prices Are 
Having a Decidedly Chilly Effect 
on Americans, 


London,. June 12.—The weather has been 
winter-like during the greater part of the 
week. Heavy rains fell, and London pre- 
sented an especially bedraggled appear- 
ance with the soaked, half-finished jubilee 
decorations everywhere. On Friday, how- 
ever, there was a pleasant change to hot, 


bright weather. 


The changes of temperature have been 
very trying to the American visitors, who 
are already filling the hotels. The season 
as a whole has been a remarkably poor one. 
The house agents especially echo the com- 
plaint of poor business, saying there never 
was less demand for furnished houses. The 
fact is that the exorbitant prices charged 
for everything are keeping many thousands 
away. Lodging-house keepers in many in- 
stances have been guilty of the sharpest 
practices, and calmly announce double 
prices for the fortnight including the jubilee 
to visitors whd months ago engaged rooms 
at a certain figure. 

As a fine example of the price of carriages 
one of the biggest livery firms asks £4 ($20) 
for carriages to Piccadilly and return, a dis- 
tance of less than two miles, and they add 
that they will not guarantee to reach any 
particular spot. 


CHULALONGKORN GOING TO RUSSIA. 


His Yacht Is Now on Ite Way to Cron- 
stadt in the Journey Around 
the World. 


London, June 12.— Mail advices from Gib- 
raltar give further details of the movements 
of the Siamese yacht Maha Chakskri, bear- 
ing Chulalongkorn, King of Siam. They say: 

The yacht is now on its way to Cron- 
stadt, Russia, to await his Majesty's pleas- 
ure to continue the tour of the world which 
he is now making.

Will England and Russia Combine? 


We drifted around during the week to a 
tenative sort of notion that England is going 
to combine with Russia and France in 
coercing the Sultan, and certain surface in- 
dications for the moment were running that 
way, but a fortnight hence they may be all 
in some other direction. 

German influences are organizing, and the 
bitter press attacks in Vienna and elsewhere 
upon the English policy produce a change of 
view. Wherever the Berlin reptile press 
methods have sway you find Sir Philip Cur- 
rie denounced as an offensive swaggerer 
and bully, who insults the Turkish Ministers 
and renders himself generally impossible at 
Constantinople. 

This means simply that Germany is fright- 
ened at the possibility of England securing 
enough outside help to be able to take the 
Sultan by the throat. Especially does Ber- 
lin fear that Russa may enter such a com- 
bination, and all Germany's diplomatic re- 
sources are being strenuously employed to 
keep London and St. Petersburg apart. 

Sultan Laughs at Europe. 

As for the rest, there is no change; Ambas- 
sadors continue to pretend that everything 
depends on the result of their slow labors 
to get the concert of Europe to agree upona 


certain line of policy, and the Sultan con- 


tinues calmly conscious that it doesn’t mat- 
ter a butternut what the concert agrees upon 
so long as he is in Thessaly and robody is 
willing to undertake the tough task of driv- 
ing him out. 

It is apparent that the Turks are delib-

Faure in a Dilemma. 

Last week’s apparently official statement 
about the date of Faure’s journey to Russia 
turned out to be a ballon d’essai. Since he 
became President no other problem has 


‘given him so much apxiety and so many dis- 
turbed nights. The prolonged uncertainty 


not only puts him in a silly position, but 
lends an air of insecurity to the whole fab- 
ric of the Franco-Russian alliance. These 
dispatches have frequently glanced at the 
numerous and various reasons given for his 
curious indecision. There is a substratum 
of truth in the explanation that it is feared 
that the German Emperor would seize the 
opportunity to interpose his personality in 
some way which would place the French ina 
dilemma. But this would not act as a de- 
terrent if a way to the journey were other- 
wise clear. It would be ridiculous for a 
great nation to alter its policy on such 
grounds. The real obstacle, I understand, 
is one entirely of constitutional, or at least 
of internal, politics. 

Strictly speaking, there are three Presi- 
dents in France of cotrdinate rank and dig- 
nity. Faure is not, by the letter of the con- 


stitution, an atom higher in dignity than 


the Presidents of the Senate and the Cham- 
ber. Strict. constructionists insist that 
either the invitation to Russia must embrace 
all three, or both Houses of Parliament 
must, by act, delegate to President Faure 
the authority to represent France in his 
own person during his visit. This may 
seem a rather trivial point to make, and up 
to Casimir Perier's incumbency no one 
would have been jistened to seriously if he 
made it. but since’ the bitter-experience with 
him, when Presidential powers and assump- 
tions were concerned, every French poli- 
ticlan has become a strict constructionist.

King of Siam’s Easy Progress.

The officials who were expected to catch 
the finish were scattered within a fifty-foot 
radius of the tape, and as the finish was 
close they were not able to determine the 
winner. Those at the tape assert that 
Schoen was first by a foot, and the checkers 
at an angle are just as positive that Hartung 
was the victor. 

Considering ‘that Smedley has done no 
training since the Chicago race his perform- 
ance was remarkable. Roeder was a strong 
favorite for time prize, and, although Smed- 
ley got fourth time prize, Roeder did not 
have an advantage of more than thirty-five 
feet over Smedley, afthough the summary 
indicates that he was beaten three seconds. 
He was fresh at the finish, and the impres- 
gion was that he still has something up his 
sleeve to ayers in the Pullman.

STOUCH EXPLAINS THE UPRISING. 
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Trouble Largely Caused by Conflict 
Between the State and Federal 
Authorities. 


Washington, D. C., June 12.—The Indian 
Office has received from Captain Stouch. 
the agent of the Tongue River Reservation, 
a detailed report of the recent trouble at 
the post, resulting from the arrest of the 
Indian, Stanley, for the murder of Settler 
Hoover. 

Captain Stouch’s report indicates that the 
trouble was largely caused by the conflict 
between the State and civil authorities and 
the federal officials. While not a shot was 
fired, there was fear at one time that trouble 
would be precipitated if the Sheriff and his 
posse were allowed to take the murderer. 
Captain Stouch declined to give him up in 
response to the demands of the Sheriff. and 
succeeded in avoiding a possible conflict. 
The young brave who was accused of the 
murder had declined to surrender, and sent 
word to the agency that he would fight at 
3 o'clock. After the Indian custom, he 
decked himself in war dress, and took sta- 
tion on a hill near the agency buildings, send- 
ing in his challenge. 

Captain Stouch called the head men to- 
gether and told them that he would not 
allow the duel, but that they must compel 
the brave to surrender.’ A large number of 
Indians had gathered, and in the opinion 
of the agent it was possible that a fight 
might incite them to take a hand. 

Several days afterward Stanley submitted 
to arrest, and was locked up in the reser- 
vation jail. It was then that the Sheriff 
demanded his custody, and threatened to 
have Captain Stouch arrested for inter- 
ference. The Indian was finally turned over 
to the Sheriff, and was taken to Miles City. 

Captain Stouch conciudes his report with 
the recommendation that two troops of cav- 
alry be stationed at the agency, as the set- 
tlers are in a disturbed state, and the pres- 
ence of the soldiers would tend to restore 
confidence.

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ONE OBJECT OF THE APPROACHING 
SWIMMING CHAMPIONSHIPS. 


Promoters of the National Meet Which 
Will Be Held on the Lincoln Park 
Lagoon July 3 Think the Events 
Will Incite Interest in Self-Preser~- 
vation in Water and Will Be of 
Great Benefit—Brilliant Contests in 
Prospect. 


AMES H. STERRET*® of Philadelphia, 
Secretary of the National § ming 
association of the United States, has 
been selected as referee of the national 
swimming championship of the Ama- 

teur Athletic union, which will be contested 
in the Lincoln Park lagoon July 3. The Out- 
door committee of the Chicago Athletic asso- 
ciation, under whose auspices the tourna- 
ment will be held, made the selection yester- 
day, and a thousand entry blanks have been 
sent out. Great interest is being shown by 
those interested in aquatic sports and the 
C. A. A. people predict that the events will 
be exceedingly well filled, and with a favor- 
able course some new records are apt to be 
credited to the Lincoln Park lagoon. 

The C. A. A. will erect a grand stand with 
a capacity of 2,000 for the accommodation 
of club members and the bridge spanning 
the lagoon will be reserved for Governor 
Tanner and staff, Mayor Harrison, and oth- 
er notables. There will be no other reserva- 
tions, so that thousands will be able to secure 
an excellent view of the contests. The 
course is admirable, and it is believed that 
the tournament will be the means of creat- 
ing a local swimming craze. The main ob- 
ject of the promoters in having the events 
decided publicly is to teach the people that 
swimming is necessary to common safety 
as well as athletic exercise. 


List of Championship Events. 

The championship events are at 100 yards, 
220 yards, 440 yards, one-half mile, and one 
mile. The other events will be: 100-yard 
tub race, scratch; 100-yard handicap; 100- 
yard clothes race, scratch; 220 yards, for 
German Turners; 100 yards for members of 
schools, scratch; relay race. 

One of the most interesting contests is 
looked for in the relay race. The C. A. A., 
Knickerbocker, and New York Athletic clubs 
will enter teams of four men each, the indi- 
viduals being required to swim 220 yards 
each. The clothes race will be used, as an 
object lesson for the masses. Each entry 
will be required to be dressing in ordinary 
street garb, including everything from shoes 
to a substantial piece of headgear, and the 
whole outfit must not weigh less than seven 
pounds. It is hoped that this event will 
impress the spectators with the necessity of 
acquirnig the duck-like motion and show 
how the loss of life through boats capsizing 
could be reduced to a minimum if the aver- 
age layman would only acquire a swimming 
education. 

German Turners Expert in the Water. 

There are many tine swimmers among the 
members of the German turning societies, 
and the Milwaukee men are already pre- 
dicting that they will drown their opponents 
from Chicago and St. Louis. The Milwau- 
keeans have an enviable reputaton as water 
kickers, but the local men are confident that 
they will be able to put up a contest that 
will keep the Cream City boys busy. 

Some of.the fastest men in the country will 
be among the entries, and the tournament 
may assume international proportions. 
Champion Kniese of Germany has promired 
Paul Newman, winner of the championship 
at 500 metres at the Olympian games at 
Athens, that he will enter, and other Eu- 
ropean and perhaps Australian celebrities 
may follow his lead. 

George J. Whittaker of Milwaukee, the 
present indoor champion at 100 and. 440 
yards and the outdoor champion at the for- 
mer distance, will be a competitor. R. E. 
Beech, who holds the C. A. A. tank record 
of 1:07% for 100 yards, and B. A. Hart, win- 
ner of the mile championship at the Wayne 
Natatorium last August, will help Newman 
to retain the prestige of the local organiza- 
tion.

San Francisco, Cal., June 12.—Private ad- 
vices from one of the crew of the brig Percy 
Edward, which sailed from this port some 
two months ago for the Solomon Islands 
with a party of 100 men who expeciod to find 
an Adamless Eden to colonize, have been 
received to the effect that the expedition 
has cSilapsed at Fiji. At a general row 
over the distribution of the community prop- 
erty many of the colonists left the vessel 
and sought employment on shore, and the 
remainder resolved to take the brig to New 
Zealand, where she is to be sold at auction, 
and the proceeds are to be divided.

GOY. PINGREE CONDEMNS GOV. TANNER 


Says Allen Street Railway Bill Is One 
of Most Disgraceful Acts in Amer- 
lean Government History. 


Lansing, Mich., June 12.—[Special. ]— 
There has been some criticism, and justly, 
too, said Governor Pingree today. on the 
recent Michigan Legislature. But even the 
worst men in our State Senate are mere 
children besides the Illinois fellows who 
passed the Allen street railway bill. The 
bill practically surrenders the city to Yerkes 
and his crowd for fifty years to come. Think 
of Governor Tanner signing such a bill. It 
is one of the most disgraceful acts in the 
history of our American government. If 
you think I am severe on Governor Tanner 
and the Legislature, read what as conserva- 
tive a paper as THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE says 
in its editorial columns of June 10. Tun 
TRIBUNE, too, is backed up by the other 
leading papers of that city, and by very 
nearly all the peofffe of the City of Chicago, 
except those directly interested in the ne- 
farious legislation. 

Now, whom shall we blame for such 
disgraceful legislation? I tell you it is as 
Alderman Harlan says, we ought to place 
the responsibility for the boodling of Legis- 
latures right where it belongs, on what we 
call the leading citizens, ‘ professional citi- 
zens." as he calls them. It is certainly a 
lamentable condition of things when notori- 
ous boodlers are taken into what is called 
the best society and are lionized by what 
is known as the respectable element—the 
element whose brains and money ought to 
be used to accomplish better ends than in- 
ducing corrupt Legislatures to sell the rights 
of the people. 

It this were a matter for abstract discus- 
sion it would be of little consequence, but 
in the City of Chicago thousands of people 
are suffering for the ordinary necessities of 
life, while those who are supposed to protect 
their interests are selling them out as heart- 
lessly as though human liberty and life were 
a mere commodity. 

Today we need something more than 
talk. We need plain, vigorous action. I 
know that men are called Anarchists for 
pointing out these conditions, but let me 
say this to you, the best patriots are not the 
men who are blind to abuses, such as those 
practiced by the Illinois Governor and Leg- 


islature.”’ . 


CLAIMS OLIVER WAS IN 1 PLOT 


Maj. Shockley Says a Conspiracy Was 
Hatched to Rob Him of a 
Large Sum. 


Leavenworth, Kas., June 12.— [Special. 
Detectives discovered today that Joseph W. 
Oliver, the veteran under arrest for trying 
to assassinate Governor Smith of the Sol- 
diers’ Home, purchased two sticks of dyna- 
mite in Atchison on Wednesday. 

In an interview this evening Oliver said 
if the authorities did not be careful the 
bomb-thrower would escape. He is on the 
point of making a confession. Major J. 
Shockley, Treasurer of the Soldiers’ Home, 
said this evening that Oliver had put up a 
plot to rob him of $77,000 pension money, 
and his plans were given away quietly by 
one of the men he tried to get into the job. 

The plan was to shoot Major Shockley and 
his four veteran guards as they were pass- 
ing through a park between the city and the 
home. Major Shockley had city police help 
guard the cash and took a different route. 
On Tuesday of this week Oliver, who left 
the home, met Ditwin Parker, the cashier, 
and said he would shoot him down unless 
his pension money was paid on an order 
that was to be sent out the following day. A 
strong guard has been placed over Oliver to 
keep him from committing suicide or from 
being taken from the jail. 


SOLDIERS ARE 10 TEST BICYCLES 


Twenty-four Men Will Ride from Fort 
Missoula, Mont., to Jefferson 
Barracks; Mo. 
4 

Fort Missoula, Mont., June 12.— Today 
twenty- four, men will begin a bicycle ride of 
nearly 2,500 miles to Jefferson Barracks, Mo., 
which will be reached in about six weeks. 

Whether bicycles will be used in the army 
depends on the result of the experiment. 
Full infantry equipments, including cooking 
utensils and shelter tents will be carried 
on the wheels. Each member of the party 
will wear the regulation field service uni- 
form with the exception of bicycle shoes. 
Ten of the men will carry their Krag-Jor- 
gensen rifles slung to their machines under 
the left leg and parallel to the top tubing of 
the frame. The rest of the party will wear 
pistols, all being supplied with fifty rounds 
of ammunition to the man, with twenty-five 
additional rounds each in their knapsacks.

THREE BRAYE LITTLE SETTLERS. 


Mere Tots Land at Duluth, Having 
Traveled from Norway Without 
a Cent of Money. 


Duluth, Minn., June 12.—[Special.]—On 
May 12 last Manda Nilson, aged 14; Tolief 
Nilson, aged 11; Johanna Nilson, aged 9; and 
a baby sister of only 4 years of age left 
Stavanger, Norway, for Warren, Minn., ar- 
riving in Duluth yesterday. They left home 
without a cent of money. They were warm- 
ly clad, however, and had a big supply of 
food done up in paper parcels and in small 
boxes which they carried. They were given 
what was thought would be a sufficient 
supply of food to last them until they 
reached their destination. Provision was 
taken, however, to see that the children did 
not starve. Toltef, the eldest boy, had a 
card in each of his pockets on which dif- 
ferent requests were written. The requests 
were written in French, German, Nor- 
wegian, and English. 

One card read: We are hungry. Please 
give us something to eat.’ 

Another read: We are out of water. 
Please show us where we can fill our flasks,’ 
and a third one gave their names, ages, 
stated where they came from, and what 
their destination was. 

When they arrived in Duluth they were 
completely stranded, and, after getting off 
the train, the older children began to wan- 
der aimlessly around the streets. They were 
finally questioned by one of their own coun- 
trymen and they told him of their difficulty. 
They had lost their tickets from Duluth to 
Warren. Their food had given out several 
days before they reached here, but their 
cards had answered every purpose. When 
asked what they were going to do when they 
reached Warren the eldest child, Manda, 
said that they had an uncle there who had 
a farm. They were going to him. Then they 
were going to get a farm and Tolief and 
Johanna were going to run it, and she was 
going to milk the cows and make butter.

New York, June 12.—Chicago has this 
week cut a larger figure in the New 
York stock market than for a long time 
past. One reason for this has doubtless 
been that there has been more of a stock 
market to cutCa figure in. We have had at 
times activity quite old-fashioned. The 
market has materially broadened. Prices 
have ruled strong throughout the week. In 
some quarters there have been spurts of a 
very substantial sort. Many quotations are 
materially advanced. All in all Wall street 
has been trying to convince itself that good 
times have really returned. If good times 
may be measured by Wall street cheerfulness 
they cannot be very much in question. 

The Chicago pool, whose operations on the 
Stock Exchange here developed suddenly 
into consequence about a month ago, but 
which later quit its activity, has this week 
deen in full swing. ‘To it more than to any 
other speculative factor the strength of the 
market has been due. 

Chicago Pool Upholds Prices. 

Professional Wall street generally came 
to business at the beginning of this week 
expecting sharp reverses for quotations. 
We had had buoyancy extending for a week 
or so, and on all sides there seemed to be 
agreement that prices were high enough 
and that a setback was naturally to be 
counted upon. Operators of consequence 
ranged themselves upon the short side of 
the market in support of this theory. The 
market wabbled ‘a Mttle, but only for a 
short time. At the critical moment the Chi- 
cago pool asserted itself. Its representa- 
tives. appeared all over the market. The 
whole list was bought, and in quarters 
where the buying could be most effective 
orders were on an exceptionally large scale. 
Most of the stock exchange talent contin- 
ued, however, to buck against the rally 
which this Chicago buying induced, and 
throughout the week we have had room- 
traders, who are most conspicuous, fighting 
every advance. But the advances have 
come right along, and it is beyond any ques- 
tion that Wall street sentiment has been 
worked up into something akin to old time 
enthusiasm. Now not much is heard but 
cheertul tales of good things about to hap- 
pen in, every corporation quarter. 

2 Commission Houses Buying. 

Commission houses meanwhile have been 
buyers of stocks. This is the first time I 
have had the chance to chronicle such a fact 
in these dispatches for a long while. On 
the surface it would seem to indicate that 
the outside public was really beginning to 
show a disposition to get back into Wall 
street.

DENY SOUTH SIDE MONOPOLY STORY. 


City Railway Officials Say No Move Is 
Contemplated to Shut Out the 
General Electric. 


City Railway officials are amused at a story 
published that the company claims it has a 
monopoly on the South Side as a result ofa 
contract entered into between the city and 
the Chicago City Railway years ago. The 
story was that the legal department of the 
City Railway had discovered an old contract 
under which all other street railroads were 
forever barred from the streets in the South 
Division of the city. 

Julius 8. Grinnell, general counsel of the 
City railway company, got his first idee of 
the existence of the contract from the pub- 
lication of the story. He is inclined, there- 
fore, to doubt the genuineness of ihe story. 
He says the story is too silly to require any 
denial. 

In order to answer inquiries, however, he 
says there is absolutely no truth in the 
statement, and that no such move is con- 
templated to shut the General Electpic out 
of the South Side. 


Reversed—Opinion by Showalter. 


The anticipations of eight stockholders of 
the defunct Chicago and South Atlantic rail- 
road were rudely shattered yesterday when 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
handed down an opinion which prevents 
them from dividing a judgment of $312,000 
against the Monon for money expended in 
constructing the first named road. Judge 
Showalter handed down the opinion of the 
Court of Appeals reversing the judgment of 
the lower court. This leaves the holders of 
the stock in a worse condition than when 
they first asserted their claim, for the legal 
fees paid in the long fight amount to several 
thousand dollars. 

The suit is peculiar and, indeed, is sald to 
be without a precedent. In 1873 the Chicago 
and South Atlantic railroad was chartered 
to build a line to the Indiana border. Al- 
most at the same time a corporation was 
chartered in Indiana to build a road from 
Delphi to Indianapolis and before it had been 
in existence long the two corporations 
formed an agreement which was practically 
a consolidation. 

The Chicago and South Atlantic was to 
run the Delphi and Indianapolis railroad. 
but each was to preserve its individual in- 
tegrity and independence. By further terms 
of the agreement the Chicago and South 
Atlantic road was to build the roadway, 
but failure to prosecute the work or to 
prosecute it promptly was to nullify the con- 
tract and sanction control by the Delphi 
corporation. 


Road Is Partly Built. 


Thirty-nine miles of the roadway was 
built in Lake, Carroll, Jasper, and White 
Counties, Indiana, and then the Chicago 
and South Atlantic ceased operations. After 
some correspondence the Delphi road de- 
clared the contract void, and, issuing bonds, 
secured funds to complete the roadway. 
Subsequently the road was foreclosed under 
the mortgage and purchased by the Monon 
line, and it is now used as a portion of the 
main roadbed of the Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago. 

In May, 1880, John B. Pettit filed a cred- 
itor’s bill in the Federal Court of the Indi- 
ana district, and Charles E. Pope was ap- 
pointed receiver. On that bill Judge Baker 
gave a decree for $168,922, with 6 per cent 
interest, now amounting to $312,000. 


Judge Showalter’s Finding. 


In reviewing the case Judge Showalter 
says it appeared from the record that the 
Chicago and South Atlantic railroad, hav- 
ing been authorized to issue $3,500,000 of 
capital stock, had sold but eight shares 
at the par value of $100 each.

FOURNEW TELEGRAPHIES 


QUARTET OF SCHEMES TO BEAT THE 
MORSE CODE ARE DEVELOPED. 


D’Unger, Marconi. Crehore, and Tesla 
Have All Recently Brought For- 
ward New Ideas for Disseminating 
Intelligence—They Use Roentgen 
Rays, Ether Vibrations, Alternat- 
ing Currents, and Disturbances of 
the Earth’s Electric Charge. 


F all the many fields into which the 
inventive genius of the world has re- 
cently been directed, there is none 
which is yielding such enormous sur- 
prises as the domain of electricity. 
New schemes for the use and application of 
this subtle force are being experimented 
upon every day, and discoveries of great 
merit are of almost weekly occurrence, 
while the possibilities opened up by the de- 
velopments constantly appearing fairly 
make the imagination reel. 
Latest and most interesting of the last 
month’s batch of surprises for the public is 


the new method of telegraphing announced 


conviction. This method is the fourth 
scheme recently made public, py which 
various inventors hope to supersede the old 
Morse code. 

Four within six months is the record of 
new methods of telegraphy. It is a curious 
thing that the old Morse code, so useful and 
such a universal favorite for so many years, 
should develop such a number of rivals ina 
short time. Yet they have appeared, in 
varying degrees of practicability, and re- 
ceived with different degrees of favor. 

The first of these schemes to be made pub- 
lic was that of a Chicago man, Dr. Robert 
d' Unger. It relies on the use of the Roent- 
gen rays to transmit pictures or written 
messages in fac simile. Next in order came 
the wonderful discovery of an Italian youth 
named Guglielmo Marconi, which has never 
been thoroughly explained, and is now be- 
ing tested by the English government. It 
seeks to transmit messages through the air, 
earth, or any opposing substance, by means 
of ether waves. The third is the invention 
of Professor Albert C. Crehore and Lieu- 
tenant George O. Squier, one of Dartmouth 
College and the other of the United States 
Artillery School at Fortress Monroe. These 
two inventors, by the use of alternating 
electric currents, seek to multiply the num- 
ber of words that can be sent and received 
over a single line of wire to something like 
8,000 a minute. Lastly comes Tesla’s scheme 
for telegraphing through the earth and to 
the stars. Three out of the four are Amer- 
ican inventions. 


Dr. D’Unger’s device for transmitting in- 


‘ 
the two Crooks tubes, and produces in 
turn rays which are modified by the original 
picture. Al that is then required is a pho- 
tographic plate exposed to the action of 
the second tube and the picture, according 
to the claims of the inventor, is reproduced 

Dr. D’Unger brought his device out sev- 
eral months ago with the idea of interesting 
capital for its further development. He 
claimed it had been fairly successful in, 
trials, and only needed development to be of 
commercial use. Since that time nothing 
bas been heard of it, and the telegraphic 
world is anxiously awaiting a demionstra- 
tion of the merits of the idea. 

No doubtful future is expressed by its 
friends as awaiting the invention of Sig. 
Marconi. On the contrary, it has a field of 
astonishing possibilities alleged for it, of 
which the general transmission of intelli- 
gence is nearly the least startling. It in- 
cludes such wonderful things as the signaling 
of vessels in a fog, keeping all branches 
of an army in communication with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and the blowing up of the 
powder magazines of vessels or forts at a 
distance. 

Sig. Marconi accomplishes the already 
wonderful things he has reported to have 
done by means of the invisible ether waves 
that are given off whenever an electric 
spark is formed. These waves he has ex- 
perimented upon until he has found a va- 
riety which do not behave like the ordi- 
nary undulations, but instead go through 
any known substance. These he thinks are 
the X rays of electric vibrations, or the

When 
such enter they are invariably followed at 
a little distance by a solicitous under 
gardener, who at the first intimation of 
an intention he well understands jumps 
within arm’s reach and saves perhaps a 
rare and fragrant blossom from the despoil- 
er’s hand. Sometimes he does not save it, 
but at all times there is a much crestfallen 
young fellow who, in the presence of the one 
person on earth whom he would wish were 
elsewhere, is first threatened with arrest 
and then lectured on the sin of stealing 
anything and flowers in particular. Ac- 
cordi to those who have charge of the 
flowers these young men are particularly 
troublesome, because they are moved by 
the double desire to present some pretty 
flowers to their girls and to show off before 
them at the same time. Barely a Sunday 
passes that some shamefaced young fellow 
is not led beyond the portals of the fuchia- 
room at Lincoln Park, and told to take his 
girl and clear out, or, as an alternative, 
take a forced ride in the patrol wagon.

FIRST SAPPHIRE FOUND IN IDAHO. 


the 


It Is Said to Be the Largest in 
World, Weighing 208 
Carats. 


An Idaho miner brought a stone to the 
Miners’ bureau which was pronounced a 
Sapphire of the purest water and the largest 
ever seen. The gem was néarly a cube, be- 
„ing about one and one-half inches thick, one 
and one-half inches wide, and two inches 
long. It was much water worn, showing 
plainly the pebbly conformation gradually 
assumed by gems found in the beds of 
mountain torrents, the edges being very 
much rounded. This is the first sapphire 
of any size discovered in Idaho. They are 
frequently found in Montana, and some 
fine stones have come from there. The own- 
er of this stone is operating placer mines 
in Idaho, and the stone was found in the 
tailings and preserved on account of its 
bright blue color. News of the find reached 
New York and an agent of Tiffany, after 
examining the stone, offered $3,500 for it. The 
owner decided that if it was worth that in 
the rough it. was probably worth much 
more, and is now on his way to London, 
where he expects to realize its full value. 

The stone is almost perfect, the only 
blemish being a fracture on one side ex- 
tending less that one-eighth of an inch into 
the stone. Mr. Taylor, who has a long ex- 
perience in handling gems, says that in his 
opinion it is the largest known sapphire in 
the world, the weight being 208 carats. Sap- 
phires are valuable according to their pur- 
ity, perfectly clear gems bringing high 


prices, the price, like that of diamonds, be- 


ing increased per carat in proportion fo the 
weight of the stone.—Denver Republican.

Trays.“ By the use of apparatus which 
will transmit and receive these curious 
etheric disturbances, he has been able to 
telegraph to distances of a mile, several 
times through the walls and buildings of 
a portion of London. The English postal 
service is now investigating and experi- 
menting upon the Marconi method, and in- 
teresting developments are being given out 
from time to time. Whether the future re- 
sults of the discovery will prove as great 
as are confidently predicted or not it re- 
mains for the future to show. 


What the Synchronograph Ia. 


The Crehore and Squier method of tele- 
graphing by means of their “ synchrono- 
graph is more nearly reduced to practical 
working form than any of the others. It 
has been developed to a point where mes- 
sages have actually been given and received 
at a speed of several thousand words a 
minute. The invention is a clever adapta- 
tion of principles already familiar to the 
electrical profession, and is likely to prove 
of great practical value in a few years. It 
is based on the use of alternating currents. 
In the instruments now in common use in 
telegraphy a continuous current is em- 
ployed. This current is broken to make the 
required dots and dashes, by which the mes- 
sages are sent, resulting in “ sparking ” 
and delay. In an alternating circuit, how- 
ever, there is a point at each alternation 
when the current is not running at all. This 
exact instant is seized in the new machine 
for making and breaking the circuit, and 
hence the “sparking” and consequent 
waste of time are avoided. 

The transmitting instrument of the new 
system is a pair of electrical contacts be- 
tween which runs a perforated tape. This 
tape, which really sends the message, is 
made by an instrument like a typewriter, by 
pressing the keys of which perforations are 
formed. The passage of the tape between 
the electrical contacts makes and breaks the 
circuit. 

At the receiving end is a rapidly revolving 
photographic plate, which is exposed to

A 
chemical receiver is being worked out, how- 
ever, which is expected to do away with 
the delay in developing the plate. 

It was to be expected that when Tesla, 
the greatest electrical inventor of the age, 
brought out his discovery in telegraphy it 
would far eclipse all previous efforts. For 
many years, since the invention of his os- 
cillator, as his peculiar vibrating steam en- 
gine is called, he has been able to produce 
electrical phenomena which have been a 
revelation to the sctentific world. Some of

usefulness and eomfort? Is it necessary 

for human beings to carry around with 

them through life the ordinary equip- 
ment of bones, muscles, and other parts of 
the anatomy? ‘ 

These are queer questions, but they are 
pertinent to the case of George Burns, who 
occupies a cot in ward No. 5 at the Cook 
County Hospital. Burns is the most badly 
broken up man surgeons were ever called to 
operate upon. He is only a fragment of a 
man, a mere skeleton wreck of his former 
self. Whole sections of his anatomy are 
missing. He is torn, fractured, and dis- 
torted in nearly every conceivable part of 
his body. He is one of the miracles of mod- 
ern surgery—the greatest undoubtedly on 
record. Experts express astonishment that 
he should survive his injuries, but he does, 
and what is more he is going to get well 
from another operation. Get well! That's 
a queer term to use in connection with such 
a case, but it’s what the surgeons say. In 
a few weeks Mr. Burns is going to walk out 
of the hospital and give the world a living 
indisputable example that existence and 
even work is possible to a man in his dilap- 
idated condition. He will not be a freak in 
appearance, either, for, so far as outward 
signs are concerned, Burns is a whole- 
bodied and able man. It is only when his 
injuries are certified to by reputable sur- 
geons that their nature becomes known. 


Injuries from Which Burns Suffers. 


When Burns leaves the hospital he will 
carry with him a certificate showing he has 
been the victim of the most rem ble as- 
sortment of hurts that ever befell a mortal 
being. Surgeons report him broken up as 
follows:

Grave Questions for the Surgeons. 

Burns is suffering from sixtéen distinct in- 
juries. The number seems small in com- 
parison with those sustained by Walter O. 
Welbrock, over whom New York surgeons 
are making a great how-de-do, and who is 
laid up with thirty-nine hurts as the result 
of a collision between a railway train and 
a coach. Most of Welbrock’s injuries, how- 
ever, are simple contusions and sprains. 
He has thirteen fractures, some of them 
being serious, but none of them approach in 
surgical importance those with which Burns 
is afflicted. If Welbrock recovers, as he 
probably will, he will be a badly patched-up 
man, but no part of his framework will be 
missing. Burns, on the other hand, must 
finish out his life with only a fraction of the 
anatomical outfit with which he was orig- 
inally equipped, and must labor hard for his 
daily bread besides. 

Burns’ case is one which is attracting the 


thing more than the mere putting together 
of fractured bones—it has given rise to the 
bold questions stated in the opening of this 
article. If these are answered in the affirma- 
tive anatomists will be confronted with the 
still more interesting problem of ascertain- 
ing just how much of the human frame is 
necessary to man’s safe and profitable jour- 
ney through life. There has been no such 
wide publicity as marked the New York 
case. Chicago surgical experts have gono 
about the treatment of Burns quietly. In- 
deed, it was not until he came into their

Before breakfast 
one morning the boy, who was about 15 
years old, had a fight with a neighbor's boy.

Had I known as much then as I do now I 
would have prevented it. In less thana half 
hour after breakfast the boy died with ex- 
actly the same symptoms. that were present 
when my friend's wife died. This set me to

contended that it was heart failure, whatever 
that is, and others are still holding out that 
it was apoplexy. Inquiry by me developed 
the fact that my friend was very angry when 
he sut down at table, and that he ate five 
eggs. With these developments, I searched 
no further for the cause of his death. He 
was angry. he ate eggs, and he died. If 
these are not links in the chain of cause and 
effect the human intellect is incapable of 
logical thinking.”’

No one doubts,that Garfield's ap 
pointinent of this enemy of Conkling was 
a breach of the agreement or understanding 
with which the Grant Republicans had been 
led to support the Republican canvass of 
1880. It now appears that after the deed 
was done Garfield was induced to retract, 
and a rearrangement satisfactory to Conk 
ling and his friends was on the point of be- 


NOVEL SHIP DESIGNED: TO ROLL ON THE WATER, 
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Invention by Which a Toronto Inventor Expects to Reduce Ocean Records.

The inventor of the new boat is 
Knapp, a lawyer of Napanee, Ont. For 
years he has been at work on the idea which 
it represents, but not until recently could he 
get any one to take up his plan to builda 
larger craft on the lines of the small model 
which he had constructed. By those he at- 


tempted to influence the plan was looked | 


upon as wild and chimerical in the extreme. 
Practical shipbuilders and capitalists saw 
in it no promise of success. Even yet the 
Shipbuilders of Toronto declare that the 
vessel will be unseaworthy, and prophesy 
for the plan a gigantic failure. But Mr. 
Knapp has succeeded in imparting some of 
his faith in the scheme to George Goodwin, 
a contractor of Ottawa, who has advanced 
$10,000 and made arrangements for the con- 
struction of the vessel. 
Great Cylinder of Iron. 

In the shipyard of the Polson Iron Works 
company of Toronto a huge iron cylinder is 
being put together. It looks like a great tu- 
bular boiter with a small cylinder inside it. 
It does not bear the slightest resemblance to 
any vessel ever constructed, but it is Mr. 
Knapp’s rolling boat. ¥ 

The materfal used in its construction is 
quarter-inch Steel, stoutly ribbed. The craft 
will be 110 feet long and twenty feet in diam- 
eter. There are three cylinders; the outside 
one and the second one being braced to- 
gether. The second and third are very close 
together, and between them is a set of ball 
bearings intended to act on the same prin- 
ciple as those in a bicycle. In the outside 
cylinder, running around the center, area 
number of diamond-shaped ventilators, in- 
closed in a water tight compartment. These 
are intended to act asa vent for smoke from 
the engines. They are constructed in such 
a manner that very little water will enter 
the bulkhead, and it is claimed that the 
speed will not be materially reduced by this 
arrangement. 

Fixed to the outer shell is a series of pad- 
dles. By the engines in the inner cylinder 
the outer shell will be made to revolve rapid- 
ly, the paddles giving it a hold upon the 
water as it rolls over the waves. 

Engines Within the Inner Cylinder. 

The inner cylinder, which the passengers 
are to occupy, and where the machinery 
will be placed, is to be fitted with a steam 
engine of 150 horse power. This will be the 
motive power by which the outer, cylinder 
is to be made by friction to revolve rapidly. 
The inner cylinder will be fitted.in the outer 
shell so as to allow it to slide around it as the 
outer one revolves, on a sort of arrangement 
of tracks and ball bearings, and this com- 
partment will be kept hanging in position 
by ballast. It. will provide in this way 
against the disagreeable motion of an ordi- 
nary vessel in a choppy sea that produces 
seasickness and makes an ocean voyage in 
other ways far from agreeable. In the 
space around the inner cylinder room will 
be provided for the storage of cargo and bag- 
gage. 

At-each end of the vessel the outer shell is 
contracted into a conical form, giving the 
boat.a cigar-shaped appearance. The ends 
of the inner cylinder will be open, but as they 
will be fully eight feet above the water no 
trouble from waves is expected. The 
draft of the boat will be slight, as it is 


intended to roll upon the waves, not plow | 


through them. ‘ 


The steering gear will consist of plates | 


controlled by chains at each end of the ves- 
sel. The steering will be a simple matter, 
as the rudder projecting from each end will 
be capable Of retarding the motion of that 
end and changing the direction of the vessel 
quickly. 

Like a Huge Paddle Wheel. 

Perhaps the easiest way to gain an idea 
of the appearance and working method of 
the strange craft is by comparing it to the 
paddie wheel of an ordinary sidewheel 
steamer. Imagine the paddle wheel to be 
110 feet in width and 20 feet in diameter. 
The stationary paddles on the outside cylin- 
der of this vessel will correspond to the pad- 
dies on a paddle wheel. In the center of this 
huge paddle wheel imagine a cylinder twelve 
feet in diameter; braced strongly to the 
outside cylinder. In the vessel now under 
construction in place of the shaft there is a 
third eylinder, which, as before stated, is 
joined to the outside or revolving portion of 
the vessel by ball bearings. 

The vessel now in process of construc- 
tion is; of course, wholly ‘experimental. 
Whether it will fulfill the prophecies of its 
inventor or those of the Toronto shipbuilders 
remains yet to be seen. But Mr. Knapp is 
quite certain of its ultimate success, 

If the craft answers expectations a large 
vessel will be built on the same lines. as this, 
while large eno for lake trane, is too 
small for use in the sen.

Long Held the Idea. 


These ideas of Tesla's are not particularly 
new, they have been believed in by him for | 
several years. It is the recent perfection of 
his apparatus and successful experiments 
which have brought them into prominence | 
again. In an article in the Electrical Review 
in 1895, Tesla predicted these effects would | 
some time be produced. He said: 

I have had this scheme under considera- 
tion for five or six years and I am becoming | 
more convinced every day that it is based on 
scientific principles and is practicable. We 
know that electric disturbances on the sun 
are productive of similar disturbances on 
the earth in the form of thunder showers. 
Now, why is it not equally conceivable that 
a disturbance on the earth’s surface should 
produce some tangible effect on the planets? | 
The transmission of the disturbances on the | 
sun shows beyond all doubt that waves of | 
the electricity are propagated through all | 
space.“ 

Whether or not these brilliant dreams of 
Tesla will ever become an accomplished 
fact, time alone will show. His high stand- 


ing as an inventor and thoroughly scientific | 


man, however, makes the assertions inter- 
esting to the last degree, no matter how im- 
probable they may be. In the meantime 
further developments are daily expected, 
and the future along scientific lines is bright 
with promise.

“Conkling saw that it was to be a strug- 
gle to preserve his own supremacy as leader 
of the Republican party in his State, and 
that he ‘ must fight the great battle of his 
life.” He summoned to his aid all the agen- 
cles within his control. The most potent of 
these were his colleague, Senator Platt; his 
bosom friend, Vice President Arthur: his 
faithful associate, Postmaster General 
James; Governor Cornell, ahd Richard 
Crowley, who had been a candidate for the 
United States Senate at the time of Platt's 
election. He also appealed to what was 
known as the ‘ Senatorial courtesy —an un- 
written rule of the Senate, favored by Dem- 
ocrats as well as Republicans—that no nom- 
ination offensive to a particular Senator for 
office in his own State should receive con- 
firmation. This unwritten rule was for a 
long time used successfully as a bar to Rob- 
ertson's confirmation, and was viewed with 
approbation by at least two members of Gar- 
field's Cabinet~—Postmaster General James 
and Attorney General MacVeagh. 

“This and much more was urged by the 
peace-loving Senators as reasons why Gar- 
field should reeonsider the unwise step he 
had taken, and, though the President re- 
ceived the conciliators rather coldly—though 
he let it be known that Senators who should 
range themselves against him in this matter 
need look to him for no favor and would re- 
quire letters of introduction to him there- 
after—he was nevertheless deeply impressed 
by the powerful opposition arrayed against 
him. He wavered and in all probability 
would have yielded if left to himself and 
uninfluenced by the stronger will of Blaine. 
He was disposed to withdraw Robertson's 
nomination and offer him some other posi- 
tion quite as honorable and lucrative as the 
Collectorship, though not so potent as a po- 
litical lever. But, unfortunately for him- 
self, for Conkling, and for the country, this 
was not to be, An unseasonable telegram 
from Governor Cornell spoiled all the nego- 
tiations for an honorable adjustment just 
at the moment when they seemed about to 
be crowned with success. 


Peace Near at Hand. 

Postmaster General James, who strongly 
sympathized with Conkling, in spite of his 
own unpleasant experience with the ‘ senior 
Senator’ shortly before, was acting as spe- 
cial peacemaker, and was industriously 
working to promote harmony. He had pro- 
gressed so far as to exact a promise from 
the President to withdraw Nobertson's 
name. It had been no easy task, for the 
President's pride had been touched, and he 
was exceedingly adverse to receding from 
his position in the face of a sort of respectful 
intimidation from the Senate and arrogance 
on the part of Conkling, Still, he wanted 
peace, and he was sick of the perpetual row 
and importunities among officeseekers, and 
was especially desirous of solving the New 
York problem in some way that would sat- 
isfy the Stalwarts without “compromising 
his own dignity as President. President 
Garfield had even requested Mr. James to 
ask Conkling to go to the White House with 
Arthur, Platt, and MacVeagh, so as to have 
a formal agreement as soon as possible. 
More, even, he authorised James to assure 
Conkling that he stood ready to do all in 
his power to end the irritating dispute; and 
Conkling, on his, side, most willingly agreed 
— bey his respects tothe President that very 
night. 

Postmaster General James and Senator 
Platt left the Arlington Hotel together, call- 
ing for Attorney General MacVeagh on the 
way to Conkling’s house., that all might pro- 
ceed to the Executive Mansion as per ap- 
pointment. They found Conkling waiting 
for them in one of his best humors, which 
were rather rare in those trying days. ‘The 
Senator saluted them cordially and asked 
playfully:

THE LAKE FRONT PARK BILL VIII. 

After letting Chicagoans know by his ap- 
proval of the Allen bill the kind of measures 
he considers “‘ unobjectionable,” Governor 
Tanner has kindly consented to enlighten 
them regarding the measures he locks on as 
“ objectionable.” It is unfortunate that his 
views concerning both classes of bills should 
differ so widely from those of Chicagoans. 
He has signed where they would have ve- 
toed and condemned where they have ap- 


proved. 


On Thursday the Governor returned to 
the Secretary of State, with his objections 
set forth at great length, the bill granting 
to the South Park the State’s title to certain 
submerged lands lying between Randolph 
street und Jackson Park. If the Governor 
had sigued this bill, and the voters of the 
park district had ratified it, the only prac- 
tical effect would have been to enable the 
South Park board to make an arrangement 
with the contractors on the drainage chan- 
nel to dump the clay they have to get rid of 
in that portion of the outer harbor which is 
to be filled up for park purposes. ‘The sav- 
ing in expense to the taxpayers of the park 
district would be about $500,000. 

If the bill had become a law a Field 
Columbian Museum Building would have 
been erected on the made land in the Lake 
Then the valuable znd inter- 
esting collection now stored in Jackson 
Park would have been accessible to every- 
body. The people want that change made, 
and irrespective of the museum want the 
filling mentioned above to be done. 

It is true that if the park board had the 
money it could, under this bill, construct a 
causeway out in the water to connect 
Jackson and Lake Front Parks. But the 
board has not the money. The five million 
bond bill failed to pass. So the board could 
have done nothing even if the naked power 
had been granted it. 

The Governor is much concerned over 
this grant of “ the power to condemn with- 
out limit the rights of all riparian owners, 
including harbors, docks, and wharves of 
every kind.” The board could not have 
condemned anything, for it would have had 
no money to pay with. Had the next ora 
subsequent Legislature have deemed the 
grant too extensive the grant could have 
been limited. 7

MEASURED BY SIXTY YEARS. 

Does the world really move? If so, which 
way and kow fast? Just now the sixty 
years’ reiga of Queen Victoria is being 
tuken as a testing measure of the world’s 
history. Every English journal, great or 
small, already, in anticipation of the dia- 
mond jubilee, is busy looking backward ” 
and trying to estimate the difference be- 
tween then and now. 

All in all the approaching jubilee through- 
out the United Kingdom, but especially in 
London, gives promise of being the most 
significant nud impressive demonstration of 
its kind ever attempted. The jubilation will 
be as sincere as it will be universal among 
the English people. The pomp and splen- 
dor in every form of display will strive to 
comport with the dignity of an empire that 
rules over 500,000,000 of people who have 
a Good Woman for their ruler, and shea 
Queen who bas held her throne for sixty 
years. The history of such a period in the 
life of such a kingdom, the most enlight- 
ened and progressive of all kingdoms hither- 
to, is worth all the study that can be given 
to it. And the study will be a peculiarly 
profitable one because of the prominence 
into which it will bring the most vital ele- 
ments and conditions of progress along 
every line of improvement—governmental, 
social, industrial, commercial, religious, and 
educational. 

While the diamond jubilee will be, in cer- 
tain respects, the celebration of a single 
person, the sovereign representative of Brit- 
ish royalty, and the national anthem, “ God 
Save the Queen,” will thrill the heart and 
voice of a great many millions of people, the 
real historic jubilee will, after all, be in the 
highest meaning of the term a popular one 
—the celebration of what has been in fact 
the steady advance of a “triumphant de- 
mocracy.” The undertone of it all will be 
the sentiment expressed in that democratic 
anthem of the masses which Ebenezer 


Elliott, the Sheffield Corn Law Rhymer, 
gave voice to: God Save the People.” 

Of course no other sixty years of modern 
times, or of any other times, can compare 
in significance with these last wonderful 
years of emancipatiqns, evolutions, and 
practical revolutions. The student of polit- 
ical institutions, with their working forces 
and their tendencies, finds it hard to realize 
the full measure of the changes since 1837. 
Nominally, indeed, it is the Tory party 

which is now in power; but just imagine, 
if you can, the party now in power under- 
taking to reénact the laws as they stood 
on the statute books sixty years ago, or 
trying to put the people of England back 
under the political disabilities of that time. 
It would be easier to tip the world off its 
axis. To raise anew the burning questions 
that were long since burnt out already 
sounds grotesque almost as an Irish joke.

THE COMMENCEMENT SEASON. 

Just now is the height of the college com- 
mencement season. If only the phrase were 
one borrowed from the classics one might 
say that from now on to the close of the 
month the colleges are “init.” It is their 
day. The newspapers of the country are 
at their service. The march of progress is 
happy if it may these days keep step with 
the commencement parade. Nowhere, on 
the whole, does the genius of American life 
and of American institutions show to better 
or more signal advantage than in the an- 
nual recoronation of the colleges at these 
college ovations, with their baccalaureate 
sermons, alumni addresses, graduating 
orations, and all the other attendant splen- 
dor of youthful ideals, aspirations, and en- 
thusiasm. In. certain very vital respects 
here is to be seen a culmination of 
almost the best spirit and character of 
the country. The historian of America 
who neglects to make account of the 
significance of the college commencé- 
ments taking place at this season all over 
the country has missed his true point of 
view. The 476 universities and colleges in 
the United States are too representative a 
fact, too important and determinative 2 
force in the national life to be left out 9 
the reckoning. 

During the last fifty years-—that is, since 
Tue Tmin itself began its career for the 
popular education and the national enlight- 
enment—the immense majority of the col- 
leges of the country have been established 
and built up. Hardly a dozen colleges in 
the West are older than Ture TRIBUNE. 
Beloit College, for instance, is just fifty 
years from its founding. Illinois College. 
at Jacksonville, is a few years older. The 
famous ordinance of the Northwest Terri- 
tory of 1787-—one of the most significant 
and fruitful charters of liberty and enlight- 
enment ever ordained—recognized along 
with freedom the cotirdinate necessity for 
education aud religion.

But never were the colleges of the country 
in closer touch with the most real problems 
of the time than they are today- never so 
much as now. The outlook of college 
thought is wider than ever. The American 
college is preéminently the school of na- 
tional politics—that is to say, the school 
where the questions which relate to the 
essential conditions of the national and 
public welfare are being ‘studied in, the 
spirit of the finest scientific earnestness 
and openness of mind, and with a con- 
scientionsness characteristic of the era of 
the new social philanthropy. ‘The social 
aspect, the social consciousness, the social 
conscience, the social and economic read- 
justment in the light of the completest social 
righteousness, and along with all this the 
deepening sense of individual civic re- 
sponsibility as to everything pertaining to 
the common welfare—these are matters 
which the universities and the colleges 
evidently stand for—if these commence- 
ment utterances may be trusted—more sig- 
nally than ever before.

EXIT LAKE FRONT COLUMBUS. 

There is a report, which it is to be hoped 
is correct, that the statue of Christopher 
Columbus on the lake front is to be taken 
down and conveyed to the official junk shop 
of the South Park Commissioners. The 
announcement will be received with general 
satisfaction. Few, indeed, will find fault 
except the hobos and loafers who have been 
accustomed to making its pedestal steps 
a roosting place, There will be no laments 
over Christopher's departure. Congress 
and State streets will be relieved from his 
vacant stare, and Illinois Central passen- 
gers will rejoice when they have had the 
last glimpses of those rigid, voluminous 
coat tails. 

It is possible that Mr. Peck muy feel ag- 
grieved at the reported action of the South 
Park Commisioners, but if he looks at the 
matter rightly his grief will be measurably 
mitigated. No doubt he was honest and 
sincere in placing Christopher where he is, 
and it was a laudable ambition for him to 
regard it in some sense as 2 monument to 
him, reflecting his public spirit. Perhaps, 
down in his secret heart, Mr. Peck is aware 
that this rampant and unpleasantly as- 
sertive piece of bronze is a failure, but 
having committed himself to it he decided 
to stand by it, which is only human nature. 
Perhaps he is greatly relieved now that 
Christopher is to be moved to the junk shop. 
But whether this be so or not, Mr. Peck 
did not need any monument in the park, 
His monument is the Auditorium, and it is 
big enough and grand enough to satisfy the 
most monumental ambition. It will stand 
to the end of time, proof against decay, 
earthquakes, or cyclones. It will be all the 
finer when Christopher no longer.stands 
there, staring at the guests of the hotel and 
inviting Weary Willies to swarm around 
his feet. 

Mr. Peck will also find consolation in the 
fact that his fellow-citizens have enjoyed 
‘Christopher and his voluminous tailoring 
and inane expression until they are sa- 
tiated and are now willing to part with 
him. even if it be forever. With that large 
measure of public spirit and civic accom- 
modation which has always characterized 
Mr. Peck he will once more sacrifice him- 
self to the wishes of the people of Chicago 
and expedite the departure of his friend.

Why not, then, 
make it remote from the Lake Front—down 
near Roby, or thereabouts? Or why not 
utilize Christopher for filling? 


NEW YORK GATHERING RAIDED BY 
POLICE. 

The New York police must be singularly 
obtuse and blind to the obvious interests 
of science and wishes of the people. More- 
over, their deportment at times is so 
abrupt and peremptory that citizens un- 
prepared for such manifestations are sure 
to be unpleasantly shocked. ‘There was 
un illustration of this point on Wednesday 
night, when Peter Maher and Tom Sharkey 
were attempting to give ten thousand New- 
Yorkers a series of object lessons in ana- 
tomical development. The exhibition had 
proceeded amid unbounded enthusiasm to 
u point where a climax might reasonably 
be expected. Mr. Maher had taken a lead- 
ing part in the work and had shown early 
some blood specimens, which stirred up the 
spectators to a frenzy of excitement. <Ac- 
cording to the reports, they had become 
entirely in harmony with the proceedings 
by conducting themselves “like an army 
of bloodhounds.” They had followed the 
exhibition closely and were clamoring for 
a spectacular conclusion, being about equal- 
ly divided in partisanship. 

The two scientists on the stage seemed 
to be laboring zealously to satisfy the 
wishes of the surrounding host. ‘They 
started in finally to show just what are 
the possibilities of the brute in man, and, 
disregarding all rules and the usual ameni- 
ties of occasions of this character, were 
indulging in what is technically known as 
“ding-dong blows.” This was the critical 
point in the whole show, and the ten thou- 
sand representatives of the civilization of 
the closing days of the nineteenth century, 
as it has become manifest in New York, 
settled down thoroughly to enjoy the pros- 
pective slaughter. But here the obdurate 
police department interfered. Blue coats 
swarmed into the ring, scattering the prin- 
cipals and other shining lights of the en- 
tertainment and forcing the tame de- 
cision ”’ that the affair was a draw.“ 

It was a most unfortunate interference. 
In just a few minutes, to judge by the re- 
ports, one of the two men or both would 
have been killed or knocked senseless, and 
the army of spectators would have gone 
away happy or at least satisfied. Their 
disappointment was grievoug and was 
voiced in angry shouts, and certainly a 
great concourse of people gathered to- 
gether for that kind of entertainment has 
reason to grumble when it is baffled by the 
police just when the flow of blood is about 
to be the greatest. 

PUTS HIS TRUST IN SPIRITS. 

A new element has been injected into 
bank embezzlements which threatens to 
revolutionize the methods now employed of 
setting up extenuating circumstances tor 
the benefit of the accused. A similar inno- 
vation was made some time ago in the case 
of other forms of robbery, when legal in- 
genuity, coupled with the complacency of 
scientists, evolved the comforting affliction 
of kleptomania. But the success of klepto- 
mania can hardly be aecepted as any cri- 
terion of what will be the result of the new 
phenomena in, bank cases, 

J. J. Reithmann, who was President of 
the German National Bank of Denver, and 
is charged with defrauding the depositors, 
appears to be the author of this latest 
mania. Only an inkling of its scope, has 
yet been divulged, and that came to light 
when the former President announced in 
court that he would conduct his own de- 
fense. It subsequently developed that this 
unique course was not born of any extraor- 
dinary confidence in his own legal attain- 
ments, but was based on the fact that he 
has become an enthusiastic Spiritualist 
and has intrusted his interests entirely to 
the guardian spirits which he believes are 
watching over him.” Apparently the spirits 
are not to be allowed to enter very exten- 
sively into the case, for the Judge insisted 
on appointing a more material attorney. 
But it is not to be supposed that the de- 
fendant will be abandoned by these spirits 
simply because they have been refused the 
privileges of lawyers. If his trust in them 
is so implicit now it is reasonable to expect 
that they will be credited .with having 
taken a hand in the original disposition of 
the bank’s funds and that a new interpre- 
tation will be put on the expression that the 
money was “ spirited away.” Reithmann 
may go so far as to claim that he was 
wholly blameless in all the transactions and 
that if anybody is guilty of embezzlement 
it is one of these spirits which were looking 
after all his worldly affairs. 

It may be possible in the future that some 
other man may be able to shove off on the 
shoulders of shadewy guardians of his acts 
the burden of gtilt for embezzlement, but 
it seems probable that Mr. Reithmann will 
share the fate of most pioneers of progress 
and fail to profit by his ingenuity. The 
guardian spirits who are “ watching over 
him,” if they intend to keep up the 
service, had better prepare to transfer their 
scene of operations to the jail. 


TESLA’S ALLEGED DISCOVERIES. 

Nikola Tesla recently announced some 
discoveries in the domain of electricity 
whieh, if he verifies them, will entitle his 
name to a place among the world’s immor- 
tals. He declares he has so!ved the prob- 
lem of telegraphing without the use of 
wires, and that he has “ perfected the 
vacuum tube light so night can be turned 
into day over vast spaces of territory at 
comparatively cheap cost.” Regarding the 
former project he says he has been making 
experiments for a long time and has just 
reached results which warrant him in 
claiming the complete success of his under- 
taking. He has been working on the prin- 
ciple that electricity is non-compresaible, 
and that a disturbance of the electric-static 
condition of the earth in any one place 
would produce a similar disturbance every- 
where on the earth's surface. He has 
found, therefore, he says, that by regulating 
these electric disturbances to the code sig- 


nal system he can, when he perfects his 


instruments, start a message at any one 
chosen place and have it received simul- 
taneously at any number of other p 
where the proper receiving apparatus. 


He gives no details 
regarding his alleged discovery, and con- 


cerning its commercial utility says:

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| important news flashing from one to another, need 


only be suggested. 

Thomas A, Edison scouts the suggestion 
that Tesla's discovery is of any value. He 
| admits the possibility of sending an elec- 
tric wave from the United States as far as 
England, but says it would require a 5-mil- 
lio horse-power to do it, which would hard- 
ly be a desirable undertaking. Other sci- 
entists discussing the Tesla plan doubt the 
existence of any such discovery and aver 
that if it has been made and is all that 
Tesla claims for it, yet it would be of no 
commercial value. One expert explains: 
„There is one barrier which stands in the 
way of any such method being perpetuated, 
and that is: Any one with an instrument 
could take any message at any part of the 
earth. This alone would destroy any com- 
mercial advantage.” 

Tesla himself does not claim his discovery 
would do away with wires. On the con- 
trary, he expects that commercial business 
would be transacted in the present manner, 
but that this wireless system would be used 
when the message to be sent called for the 
most widespread dissemination. Mr. Tesla 
has not taken the public very largely in his 
confidence as to the extent of his discov- 
ery, and he seems to have based his ex- 
pectation of a far-reaching result from a 
given small success. Until he backs up his 
claim with more tangible evidence it must 
perforce take its place among the large 
company of unfulfilled dreams. 

Regarding the new light, however, there 
does not seem to be the same cause for 
skepticism. The wonderful possibilities of 
the vacuum tube have already been dem- 
onstrated, to the amazement of mankind, 
through its use in developing the X-ray. 
It would be no less wonderful if ‘Tesla has 
found that by the same agency he can pro- 
duce illumination vastly more powerful 
than any now obtained from electricity. 

Tesla may not be a practical inventor, 
as many of his rivals assert, but his suc- 
cesses thus far in his experiments with 
electricity have been so great that when he 
makes a definite assertion or prediction it 
is worthy of serious and respectful consid- 
eration. 


ANOTHER page of this issue contains an ac- 
count of the arrangements made for cele- 
brating at the Auditorium, in this city, on 
Tuesday evening, June 22, the sixtieth an- 
niversary of the accession of Queen Vic- 
toria to the British throne. Mayor Harrison 
has consented to introduce the orator of the 
occasion, the Hon. Luther Laflin Mills, who 
will discourse on The Victorian Era,” 
sketching the wonderful progress of civiliza- 
tion during the last sixty years, and the 
Apollo club will present an excellent musical 
program, including vocal solos. The whole 
cost of the entertainment will be met by 
donation of services and by previous volun- 
teer subscriptions for that purpose, so that 
the entire pecuniary receipts will go to 
swell the fund of several thousand dollars 
subscribed at the instance of the Victoria 
Diamond Jubilee association of Chicago for 
the endowment of hospital beds in this city. 

It is hoped this fund will be materially in- 
creased during the coming week by dona- 
tions from many who have not thus far 
signified a wish to join in the demonstra- 
tion. There is no good reason why the move- 
ment should not receive support from others 
than those of British birth or descent, see- 
ing that the money is to be used for allevia- 
tion of human suffering in this city and vi- 
cinity, not to be sent across the Atlantic, 
and that the history of the Victorian era in- 
cludes that of Chicago. Its charter of in- 
corporation is dated March 4, 1837, and the 
first election for Mayor and Aldermen was 
held only seven weeks before Queen Victoria 
ascended the throne. Since then the city 
has grown in area from about ten square 
miles to 187, in population from 4,179 to per- 
haps more than 1,800,000, and in wealth and 
influence in far greater proportion. So we 
may be said to have led in the march of 
civilization and commercial development 
in the Victorian era, and the parallel even 
may be carried out more closely than above 
indicated. The British Queen has reigned a 
longer time than any of her predecessors, 
though the longest previous term, that of 
George III., included nine years of insanity, 
and the close of the sixty years marks the 
triumphant success of a great scheme that 
was under agitation longer than any other 
really important public work in the United 
States. We practically have achieved the 
construction of a canal connecting the great 
lakes with the Father of Waters, thus real- 
izing on a grander scale than they ever con- 
ceived the anticipations of those who gave 
the first impetus to the building up of a city 
at the head of Lake Michigan. 


Death of E. J. McPhelim. 

The death of Edward J. McPhelim at Elgin- 
will touch the heart of every person who 
was privileged to know the man. He pos- 
sessed a singularly gentle and lovable dis- 
position, which, supplementing rare mental 
attainments, endeared him to those with 
whom hecameincontact. His life work was 
pressed into about sixteen years, dating 
from the time of his arrival in Chicago in 
1880. He was attracted at once to the news- 
paper field, and soon reached the high plane 
which he was peculiarly fitted to adorn. 
His tastes ran chiefly to literature, and for 
many years he devoted all his efforts to 
book work and dramatic criticism, and in 
both of these allied spheres he made an en- 
viable reputation. He possessed the poctic 
instinct to a high degree, and it found con- 
stant expression in his prose writings. His 
exceptional ability won for him a host of 
admirers who only knew him by his work, 
but his personal qualities were so repléte 
with genuine human sympathy and interest 
—qualities no less acceptable than rare—that 
his number of friends almost equaled an 
army in extent. To all, whether they had 
but an acquaintance with his writings or 
had been admitted to the even greater privi- 
lege of personal knowledge of a character so 
charming, his passing away is a personal 
loss. To Chicago, to the greater world of 
letters, it is a deprivation not so severely 
felt, it may be, but a deprivation none the 
less.

TORRENS LAND LAW WILL BE TAKEN 


INTO COURT THIS WEEK, 


Mandamus Proceedings to Be Insti- 
tuted Against Ceunty Registrar 
Simon—Dealers Hopefal of Better 
Times Next Fall—North Shore Prop- 
erty Promises Rapid Development 
When General Business Improves— 
End of a Poor Leasing Season. 


Louis A. Seeberger, chairman of the Tor- 
rens committee of the Real Estate board, 
and County Recorder Simon are arranging 
for the test case which will be instituted to 


determine the constitutionality of the Tor- 


rens act. As soon as the Recorder is official- 
ly notified that the law was adopted by the 
voters of the county at the judicial election 
he will qualify as Registrar under its provis- 
fons and open as much of an office as will be 
necessary to bring the test case. It is ex- 
pected the proceedings will be in the nature 
of a mandamus against the Recorder. Mr. 
Simon and the members of the Torrens com- 
mittee are desirous of making the test as 
thorough as possible, even at the risk of 
securing an adverse decision in the Supreme 
Court. 

Neither the Recorder nor the Real Estate 
board has wished to put the system into 
operation until its constitutionality has been 
fully determined. As was stated in THE 


‘TRIBUNE a week ago it has been thought ad- 


visable to avoid the large expense of open- 
ing offices for the registry of property under 
the Torrens law until there is no doubt of its 
legality. 

Although the Real Estate board has advo- 
cated the system for fifteen years and has 
expended thousands of dollars in perfecting 
the present law, the members realize it is 
a radical change in the method of recording 
land titles and are anxious to secure a thor- 
ough test of the law. A committee of three 
lawyers has been selected to take charge of 
the court proceedings. Theodore Sheldon, 
who was active in the test case instituted 
two years ago, is one of the counsel retained 
in the present case. His associates are 
George W. Smith and H. 8. Mecartney. Ar- 


rangements for the test case will be com- 


pleted early this week and the necessary 
papers filed. 
Dealers Are Hopeful. 

Despite the general complaint of decrease 
in receipts and lethargy in business common 
among agencies, there is an evident under- 
current of belief that the upward tendency 
in the market is not far distant and that the 
good effects will be noticeable next fall. 
During the last three weeks a number of the 
agencies report an exceptional business as 
compared with the early weeks of the year. 
Property in the down-town districts has 
been getting into stronger and stronger 
hands. As a result there is not the same dis- 
position or need for many transfers of this 
class of holdings to indicate an improved 
condition in the general market. While 
there will always be more or less changes 
in the ownership of business property there 


seems no doubt in the minds of conserva- 


tive dealers that the maximum of sales for 
a given period has already been passed. 
Property is, as a rule, in better condition 
now, in respect to ownership, than it has 
been for three years. Mortgages have been 
replaced with funds at lower rates of inter- 
est, and in other respects changes have been 
made which materially increase the value of 
the holdings. While rentals are low and va- 
cancies abundant owners are confident as to 


the future and know their property will in- 


crease in value and productiveness. 

In view of this fact dealers are more en- 
couraged at the increase in the number of 
small real estate transfers than they are 


. discouraged at the few transactions in busi- 


ness blocks. 
North Shore Property. 


When the revival in the real estate market, 
expected by dealers sooner or later, reaches 
Chicago it is predicted the first effects will 
be noticeable in north shore property. 
While there is no disposition to boom any 
section of the city to the detriment of any 
other it is generally agreed the land north 
of the city is more in the line of develop- 
ment than any other locality. Numerous 


lines of rapid transit have combined to de- 


velop the South Side until the front foot 
values at an equal distance from the City 
Hall as compared with the north shore 
property are high. The want of rapid 
transit there has delayed development until 
the prevailing prices are comparatively low. 
With the completion of the Northwestern 


elevated railway and of electric lines con- 


necting the towns beyond the terminus of 
the road the adjacent land will be made 
much more easily accessible. 

The promoters of the Bluff City electric 
road are pushing the enterprise, and have 
secured frontage permits and made ar- 
rangements for extension south from Wau- 
kegan. A franchise will probably be grant- 
ed by the Town Council of Lake Forest this 
week, when active building operations will 
be commenced. This line will connect 
Waukegan, Laké Bluff, Lake Forest, Fort 
Sheridan, Highland Park, Ravinia, Glencoe, 
Winnetka, and Evanston. It is proposed to 
make arrangements with the union loop to 
transfer passengers down-town, or it is pos- 
sible the cars may be run directly to the 
center of the city over the tracks of the 


p. 

The large purchases of north shore prop- 
erty last year for speculative purposes have 
been supplemented by many private invest- 
ments in acres which the purchasers will 
hold for future development.

; Dull Leasing Season. 

Leasing agencies have practically closed 
their spring business. Most of the changes 
in location have been made by retail dealers 
and the wholesale leasing season will not 
affect the offices until next fall. The large 
number of wholesale houses in the district 
along Market and the intersecting streets 
which have gone out of business during the 
last four years has resulted in lower rentals 
and considerable vacant space. 

Until general business improves the num- 
ber of leases in this part of the city will not 
be large. None of the firms in business at 
present is extending its space and few 
firms outside of the city are figuring on 
opening offices here until there is a revival in 


e. 
The leasing business in Chicago has grown 
so unsatisfactory that many of the firms 
which formerly devoted themselves exclu- 
sively to this line have branched out into the 
rent collecting business and are cutting into 
the business of the real estate agencies in 
this respect. The firms doing this are look- 
ing forward to better times, but predict it 
will be months before there is any noticeable 
revival in the demand for space in the whole- 
sale district.

LOCAL STOCKS ARE DULL. 


CABLES LOSE THE ADVANCE DUE TO 
THE ALLEN BILL. 


West Chicago Falis Below Par While 
North Chicago and City Railway 
Develop Weakness—Lake Street Is 
Still Weak Despite the Interest No- 
tice—Suaburban Construction Com- 
pany in Receiver’s Hands—Johu W. 
Buehler Is Reappointed Cashster. 


The market for local stocks yesterday 
was weak and dull. Aside from New York 
Biscuit, nearly every stock traded in showed 
a decline in quotations from those of previ- 
ous days. West Chicago was, as usual, the 
most active of the local securities, and in 
this the trade amounted to only 961 shares. 
For the first time since the Allen bill was 
passed West Chicago sold below par. The 
opening was at 100 regular, which was the 
highest quotation of the day for either reg- 
ular or account stock, and at the close the 
stock sold regular at 99%. The decline was 
also shown in North Chicago and in City 
railway. North Chicago opened at 226 and 
advanced one point, while City railway sold 
at 235. On the day the Governor signed 
the Allen bill West Chicago sold at 108%, 
North Chicago at 232, and City railway at 
248, those being the highest quotations on 
these stocks in some weeks, and in the case 
of City railway the highest in almost a year. 

Notwithstanding the action of the Lake 
Street Elevated railroad in offering to an- 
ticipate interest payments, the stock and 
the trustee certificates of that corporation 
continue selling on a low level. The stock 
sold yesterday at 11 at the opening, with 
11% the high quotation of the day, while 
the trustee certificates opened at 05,4 and 
close at 9. The trustee certificates of the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad were nearly 
all sold to stockholders of the Columbia 
Construction company a year ago at ap- 
proximately $19 a share. The holders of 
these certificates, therefore, if they are 
the original purchasers, have now a loss, 
based on current quotations, of more than 
50 per cent of their original investment. 


Time Loan Is Made at 21 Per Cent. 


There was reported yesterday a time loan 
made by one of the banks in Chicago 
amounting to $250,000 at 2% per cent. This 
loan, if it is correctly reported, indicates 
the lowest interest rate made on any con- 
siderable sum on a time loan in many 
months. In fact, it is below the average 
call rate made to the heaviest borrowers. 
There is some 3 per cent money in Chicago 
and there have been a few loans made in 
special cases on the most approved collateral 
at a shade under that figure. This is the 
first time during the year, at least, when so 
low a rate as 2% per cent has been made on 
a time loan. Bankers generally are ex- 
pressing the opinion that the next six weeks 
will see an increase in current rates of in- 
terest, growing out of an increased demand 
for funds. 

Another match manufacturing company 
has been Incorporated under the laws of New 
Jersey, A charter was granted yesterday 
by the Secretary of State of New Jersey 
to the Cosmopolitan Match company of 
Trenton, which has a capital stock of 51. 
250,000. The company claims to have the 
control of an invention for the quick and 
cheap manufacture of matches, and it is the 
intention of the company to manufacture 
and sell match making machinery. In- 
corporators of the company have not been 
made public. It is claimed for the new cor- 
poration that its machine, the patents for 
which it owns, can make matches as cheaply 
and as quickly as the machines of the Dia- 
mond Match company. 

Samuel Insull, President of the Chicago 
Edison company, has returned from Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., where he attended the annual 
meeting of the National Electric Light as- 
sociation. Mr. Insull was elected President 
of the association for the current year. 


Receiver for Suburban Construction. 

The affairs of the Suburban rallroad and 
of the Suburban Construction company, 
which took the contract for the building 
of the line, are likely to be improved by the 
appointment of John A. Roche as receiver 
for the Suburban Construction company. 
There has been a hard fight between the in- 
terest represented by C. S. Leeds and that 
of the others who own stock in the Suburban 
Construction company or in the railroad 
company, growing out of the contract made 
with Naugle, Holcomb & Co. for the build- 
ing of the road. The fight was of a charac- 
ter which seemed likely to have a disas- 
trous result for both sides, and the appoint- 
ment of a receiver will enable the company 
to continue the work of construction, pend- 
ing a settlement of the differences. ‘The 
work on the Suburban railroad has pro- 
gressed rapidly during the spring months, 
notwithstanding the strife that has been 
going on between the stockholders. The 
line on West Harrison street from West 
Forty-eighth street to Harlem avenue, and 
south on Harlem avenue to the power-house 
at Twenty-second street and Harlem ave- 
nue, is completed, and several cars are in 
operation on it. So far as the injunction pre- 
venting the road from building on certain 
streets of Riverside has not been overcome. 
People interested in the road, however, are 
of the opinion the order will be vacated as 
soon as the road progresses to a point where 
it is ready to construct this portion of its

Death of R. A. Brownlie Leaves a Gap 
Among Illustrators of En- 
gslish Papers.

The unexpected death at a comparatively 
early age of R. A. Brownlie, which occurred 
at Edinburg a few days ago, has left vacant 
another place among the illustrators of 
English comic papers. His drawings over 
the signature RAB had earned for him 
a place among the best known English art- 
ists of that class, and their distinct individ- 
uality is proof enough that they will be 
missed. 

Mr. Brownlie was a Scotchman by birth, 
and his first training in the use of the ren 
took the form of mechanical and architect- 
ural drawing. Of this, however, he soon 
tired, and deserted it to study under a well- 
known artist of the Glasgow school. As to 
most aspiring young inhabitants of Great 
Britain, London seemed to him to offer most 
chances for advancement, and he left Scot- 
land for that city. Keeping to his art work, 
he became an exhibiter at the New English 
Art club and at Dowdeswell’s. He was still 
struggling when the great development of 
illustrated journals began, and turning his 
attention to work in black and white he 
found his forte. He made a specialty of 
humorous drawings without background— 
drawings which told their story by facial 
expression and gesture—and soon made a 
name for himself in that line. A few months 
ago he became art editor of the London 
comic paper, Judy, and he had revolution- 
ized and much improved the art work of 
that publication when his death occurred.

PREVENTS THE ODORS OF COOKING. 


imple Appliance Fitted te Kettles 
Which Will Become a Great Con- 
venience to Careful Housewife. 


Everything is possible. Even the odor 
arising from boiling cabbage and cauliflower 
may be confined to the kettle. People who 
have been depriving themselves of the lux- 
ury of eating those vegetables because of 
the bugbear of tainting the atmosphereof the 
entire house with their disagreeable smell 
while cooking may cast all scruples aside and 
indulge freely. 

This revolution has been brought about by 
the introduction of a new kettle. This kettle 
is generally made of light castiron, although 
granite ware may be utilized with results al- 
most as good. As the lid is seldom lifted the 
kettle is provided with a false bottom on 
which rest the vegetables. The use of this is 
optional, but it is always well to leave it in, 
as it is sure to prevent the contents of the 
kettle from sticking and scorching. The lid 
is rounded and fits tightly, thus rendering it 
impossible for the steam to escape. On the 
inner side ot the vessel is a tube an inch or an 
inch and a half in diameter, This tube is 
left open at both ends. Into the upper end 
passes the odorous steam which would other- 


| 


wise find an outlet through the lid, while at 
the lower end it is emptied into the range, 
where it is caught up by the draft and car- 
ried into the chimney along with the smoke 
and soot, 

The useful contrivance is so simple that 

when one considers the annoyance saved in 
doing away: with the odor that is one of the 
characteristics of cooked cabbage one won- 
ders why it is not in more general use. To 
be sure, it comes a little higher than the 
ordinary kettle, but the convenience cught 
to more than compensate for the difference 
in cost. 
This vessel was primarily designed for 
use on a range, and for a while it seemed 
that the people who have discarded the old- 
fashioned stoves and cook on oil and gas 
stoves would be deprived of the benefits re- 
sulting from the device, but the exigencies 
of the case demanding that they be catered 
to also, their needs have been met by adding 
an extension of any required length to the 
tube in the kettle, thus carrying the steam 
out of the window or any place else where it 
will be least offensive. 

What the people outside will think of the 
odor that will permeate the atmosphere 
has not been taken into consideration. Any- 
way, that isn’t the question. How to cook 
cabbage and still preserve an untainted 
atmosphere in the house has been the nrob- 
lem. That has been solved by the advent of 
the new kettle. ;

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ican stage has for some time been 

approaching the true consummation 

by a long series of dramas where lit- 
erature and art have been sacrificed to ac- 
tion and realism. From the time when Mr. 
Gillette introduced the clatter of his cavalry 
and Mr. James Herne indulged our appetite 
for the realistic with an exact reproduction 
of a farmhouse supper party we have been 
moving rapidly towards the final goal, and 
now we have reached it, and we ought to be 
more than satisfied. 

We have this week at the Grand Opera- 
House a play which is absolutely realistic 
to the fraction of a second; it is full of ac- 
tion from beginning to end; there is no time 
wasted by any spoken dialogue; the whole 
performance is included within the space 
of two hours, and the intention of the drama 
is apparent to the meanest understanding. 
Nothing, in fact, could be more perfect. We 
have in the famous Carson City drama the 
legitimate conclusion of the tank play—a 
species which includer the work of Gillette 
and Belasco, as well as the more flagrant 
examples which are exhibited in the cheaper 
theaters. 

Any one who has seen Secret Service,“ 
the play which has captured New York, Bos- 
ton, and London in succession, will notice 
a certain peculiarity about his recollections 
of it. He can remember a number of ex- 
citing incidents, such as the suicide of the 
spy’s brother. He can remember also sev- 
eral bits of rather unnecessary pantomime, 
such as the unloading of the soldiers’ rifles 
by- the old colored seryant when they are 
about to shoot the hero. But it may be 
safely predicted that he will not remember 
a single spoken line or scrap of conversa- 
tion simply because dialogue, as we have 
come to understand the word, is almost 
entirely absent. 

Now, pantomime is an excellent thing; 
in fact, we ought to regret exceedingly that 
we have not the opportunity of seeing a 
few of those exquisite little creations which 
come from tHe Folies Bergéres, in Paris. 
“L’Enfant Prodigue was meagerly at- 
tended two years ago, and it is doubtful 
whether “’Chand d' Habits,“ which has re- 
cently been so well ‘received in London, 
would fare much better here. But then 
these French pantomimes are thoroughly 
artistic, and they are accompanied by beau- 
tiful music. The American pantomime play 
is grotesque and has practically no mu- 
sical accompaniment at all. In any case 
partomime cannot altogether take the place 
of the drama, and it is just as well to recog- 
rag * what the American drama is aim- 

ng at. ’ 

We are all proud, no doubt, of Mr. Clem- 
ent Scott’s enthusiasm over the success of 

Mr. Gillette’s play, but it will not do to be 
_blinded thereby to the trug state of affairs. 
If we want nothing but quick action we can 
get it now at the Grand Opera-House bet- 
ter than in any written play, and as for 
realism, Mr. Gillette’s telegraph office and 
Mr. Seabrooke’s ticker are outdone a thou- 
sandfold by the power of the veriscope. 

In fact, photographic realism is no longer 
a metaphorical term; it may be used hence- 
‘forth in an absolutely literal sense. In- 
stead of Shore Acres we shall have 
veriscope pictures of life in New England 
which will be far more true to life, and in- 
stead ot The Speculator we shall be en- 
abled to look upon the wheat pit itself, and 
when the phonograph has been sufficiently 
perfected to supply the necessary noises 
nothing will be wanting to the true realistic 
drama. Actors and actresses are the only 
people who will have cause to complain. 
They will be out of employment when the 
veriscope drama is brought to perfection.

It is action also which is chiefly urged in 
favor of the new farce at Hooley’s, which 
has come here for a summer run of ten 
Weeks.

Ths 
man who refuses to laugh is always subject 
to the charge of a lack of humor and no 
charge is harder to bear with patience. Still, 
at the risk of incurring this reproach, I must 
admit that I found it hard to laugh at 
Never Again.“ 

Ferdinand Gottschalk is wonderfully amus- 
ing and he certainly does a great deal to 
relieve the monotony of the evening’s per- 
formance, and Mr. E. M. Holland shows a 
talent that is worthy of better things, but 
when that is said there is little more that can 
be urged in favor of this much advertised 
farce 


Of course the practica¥ Philistine steps in 
at this juncture and uses the time-honored 
arguments. He tells us that a farce is not 
meant to be a comedy, that no probability is 
necessary in the plot, no plausibility in the 
characters, and no wit in the dialogue. But 
this is just where we may fairly join issue 
with him. We do not ask for reality in the 
inciderits, but we do crave a little originality; 
we do not ask for weil thought-out char-

saved from utter vulgarity; we are willing to 
put up with much absurdity, but why should 
‘wit be absolutely tabooed? P 
Take Mr. Fritz Willims, for instance. Is 
it not time that he should give up the old 
farce habit of hitting old men violently upon 
the back whenever he has nothing better to 
do? We expect that sort of thing in Lon- 
don Assurance,“ in fact it was considered 
good comedy manners in the days of Bou- 
cicault, but an actor in the farce of today 
ought to have at least one or two other 
resources at his command. 
But the main thing against Never 

Again is the inherent vulgarity of the 
whole theme. Here again we are met with 
the excuse that it is only a farce and nothing 
in a farce should be taken sériously. Still 
there must be some othér phase of life 
capable of ridicule besides the stale repeti- 
tion of marital infidelity. Not that any 
one’s morals are likely to be corrupted by a 
visit to Hooley’s. Far from it—the story 
always stops short of anything of a risque 
nature—yet the double entendre is always 
there and it is such an old worn-out affair 
that we are overcome by its staleness far 

more than by its impropriety. ; 
And here it may be well to strike a patri-

otic note. It is hard to say whether Chicago 
is behind the times or in advance of them in 
this one respect, but it is certain that the 
risque element in plays is looked upon with 
much less complacency here than in London 
or New York. London is probably the city 
of all others where the actor in farce is al- 
lowed to play upon subjects which are gen- 
erally considered improper for the polite ear. 
And it is a most noticeable fact that those 
sentences with a double meaning, which in- 
variably produce a laugh at the Gaiety in 
London, fall absolutely flat at the Columbia 
in Chicago. Whether or not this is a sign 
of our advance in civilization it is hard to 
say, but it is undoubtedly a fact and one 
which militates a good deal against the suc- 
cess of the farce of the Never Again 
type. At the same time it is possible to sit 
through the performance twice on account 
of the cleverness of the acting, and that is 
saying a good deal. 
—— 

The revival of Congreve's The Way of 
the World “ is certain to create something of 
a sensation at the St. James’ Theater in 
London. Congreve’s plays are so much bet- 
ter than anything which succeeded them in 
the way of comedy until the days of Sheridan 
that it is something at least of a historical 
pleasure to witness their reproduction. At 
the same time those who look forward toa 
triumph for the great dramatist of the 
Restoration will probably be much disap- 
pointed. The Way of the World” was 
produced in 1700 and was the last of Con- 
greve’s plays. It was a complete failure, 
and possibly the disappointment may have 
been instrumental in preventing the author 
from making another attempt to win public 
favor. However that may be, he lived for 
many years after its production and never 
wrote another play. 

Macaulay in his celebrated essay upon the 
comic dramatists.of the Restoration is ata 
loss to explain the failure; for it is impos- 


against the immorality of the stage had so 
influenced public opinion in a short space of 
time that an author should be hissed off the 
stage for his lack of decency. On the other 
hand it is not altogether probable that the 
British public, which was never thoroughly 
immoral at the core, refused a listening to a 
good play because it was too insipid for the 
general vitiated taste. The fact is that The 
Way of the World never could be a great 
success because it isa bad play. 

Macaulay remarks upon the brilliancy of 
the dialogue in his usual somewhat exagger- 
ated manner and there can be no doubt as to 
Congreve's wit. But dialogue alone will not 
make a good play. We have had instances 
in recent years of plays which have been 
written mainly to give an exhibition of 
brilliant conversation, but even Lady 
Windermere’s Fan had a recognizable plot 
and at least one deeply thought out charac- 
ter. The Way of the World,“ however, 
has not the slightest pretensions to a plot. 
A certain amount of interest is aroused by 
a ruse whereby Lady Wishfort is made to 
receive the addresses of a serving-man 
under the impression that he is a Baronet, 
but beyond that incident, which leads to 
nothing, the curtain might be rung down at 
any moment without at all incommoding the 
action of the play. 

It is true that Mirabel, a fop of the period, 
is in love with Mrs. Millamant, a fine lady 
of coquettish manners, and that he is finally 
successful in his suit. But as we know him 
to be a thorough scamp with no pretensions 
to the instincts of a gentleman in any sense 
of the word it is difficult to take the slightest 
interest in the development of his love af- 
fair. 

Maccaulay, of course, finds fault chiefly 
with Congreve for his immorality, fora wave 
of Puritanism had broken over England 
just at the time when the brilliant essayist 
wrote his criticism. Nowadays there are 
many who think that Congreve was by no 
means impossible, in fact they would revive 
Wycherley, who was immeasurably more 
indecent and vulgar. A careful reading of 
the best plays of Congreve will probably 
bring us to side with Macaulay, however 
much we may be inclined to regard him as 
a literary Philistine. It is not merely a 
question of blue penciling—although even 
there a good deal of difficulty would arise, 
In spite of all opinions to the contrary Iam 
inclined to think that The Way of the 
World cannot be blue penciled enough to 
suit modern taste without robbing the dia- 
logue of much of its pungency. 

But even when the dialogue is rendered fit 
for modern hearing, the hopeless immorality 
of the characters remains as obvious as ever. 
The whole play depends entirely upon what 
interest can be created out of the everlasting 
theme of conjugal infidelity. The charac- 
ters talk about, think about, and act witha 
view to nothing else throughout the whole 
play. Even the marriage of Millamant and 
Mirabel as some one has wittily remarked 
is merely the prelude to a divorce. 

The whole play is, in fact, in villainously 
bad taste and that is a far more irredeem- 
able fault than the worst kind of im- 
morality. 

What can be more repulsive to a sensitive 
understanding than the conversation be- 
tween Mirabel and Mrs, Fainall, where the 
former assures the latter that he is only 
marrying Millamant in order to get her 
money, that he may the better ehjoy Mrs, 
Fainall’s society—Mrs. Fainall being the 
wife, needless to say, of one of Mirabel's 
so-called friends. Now granted that there 
may be something amusing in a man of 
Mirabel's character pretending love to his 
friend’s wife and deceiving her all the time, 
it is impossible to have any patience with 
the want of good feeling which could allow 
him to sneer at his love for Millamant to 
another woman. Even supposing that he is 
marrying Millamant for her money, the 
merest rudiments of decency should prevent 
his talking aboutit. This, however, is only 
one case out of many. The whole play is 
revolting. 

It hus been urged that at least The Way 
of the World” is valuable for its historical 
interest, because it gives us so good an im- 
pression of fashionable life during the period 
that followed the Restoration. Even this 
plea hardly holds good, however; for with 
all the Hcense of the age we cannot believe 
that t one phase of immorality was the 
only thing which occupied the speech and 
thoughts of men and women when Congreve 
wrote.

As for Congreve's wit, it is of so obviously 
a prepared kind that his dialogue cannot 
appear at all natural on the stage. For 
that reason The Way of the World” will 
always read much better than it acts. It 
is true that Congreve was superior in this 
respect to many of his contemporaries, but 
that cannot entirely excuse the artificiality 
of his conversation. Occasionally he be- 
comes almést spontaneous, as when Lady 
Wishfort breaks into a regular stream of 
fashionable bilingsgate which almost car- 
ries the listener off his feet. But in the 
main one constantly feels that each remark 
is put into the mouth of a character simply 
to call forth a witty retort—and this kind of 
prepared brilliancy is not so difficult, after 
all. 


Mr. George Merédith has summed up the 
situation by a brilliant comparison of Con- 
greve with Moliére which it may be worth 
while to quote. He says: 

Contrast the wit of Cohgreve with Mo- 
liére’s. That o fthe first is a Toledo blade, 
sharp and wonderfully supple for steel; cast 
for dueling, restless in the scabbard, being 
so pretty when out of-it. To shine, it must 
have an adversary. Moliére’s wit is like 
a running brook, with innumerable fresh 
lights on it at every turn of the wood 
through which its business it to find a way. 
It does not run in search of obstructions, to 
be noisy over them; but when the dead 
leaves and viler substances are heaped along 
the course its natural song is heightened. 
Without effort, and with no dazzling flashes 
of achievement, it is full of healing, the wit 
of good breeding, the wit of wisdom.“

There was once a pleture dealer in Chicago 
who had previously been a member of the 
Board of Trade. He had a mixed collection 
of pictures signed with the names of great 
artists, some authentic and others fictitious, 
but most of them interesting works. One of 
the former associates of the dealer was a 
man who was a lover of art and knew some- 
thing of the value of paintings, but thought 
himself sufficiently astute to pick up a 
collection of good things at a bargain. He 
had been shown a number of authentic “Bar- 
bizons by the dealer, but would not buy, 
because he did not see an opportunity to use 
his speculative faculties. A short time after 
another member of the Board of Trade vis- 
ited the dealer and purchased a number of 
pictures which pleased him. They were 
signed with great names and there were 
written guarantees of the authenticity of 
most of them. They were sold at a low price 
and the dealer frankly told his customer 
that he was able to do so for the reason that 
the signatures were worthless and the guar- 
antees, signed by unprincipled men, were 
pure fakes.“ They were pictures which 
had been purchased because their subjects

names of Shirlaw, Beckwith, Truesdale, 
Church, Earle McEwen, Murphy, Sterner, 
Donahue, and Green, to say nothing of 
scores of lesser artists and illustrators who 
have not found sufficient demand for their 
work to encourage them to remain here. 

The fault evidently does not lie with the 
artists. Their work is appreciated and pur- 
chased elsewhere. Several artists who now 
reside here sell their work regularly from 
New York exhibitions. 

Frederick Freer has sold most of his pro- 
ductions in this way since his return to the 
city several years ago.

Liquidized marble is the name given to a 
substance invented by George Julian Zolnay, 
a sculptor who spent several months in 
Chicago about the period of the World's 
Fair. It is designed to be used in the re- 
production of statuary from a clay model 
after the manner of a casting in bronze or 
plaster, but presenting the appearance of 
marble at about one-eighth of the cost of a 
work carved in marble. 

The pyrolyth, or liquefied marble, when 
east, is treated with chemicals which causes 
it to return to its original state, and in 
solidifying it takes the peculiar translucid 
quality which by its refraction of rays of 
light gives the appearance of life and palpi- 
tation to marble statuary. 

One gyeat advantage of this material is 
found in the exactness with which it repro- 
duces the minutest details and most inti- 
mate expression given to the clay or other 
plastic medium by the sculptor’s touch. 
There are no seams, as in an 
bronze or plaster casting, but the result re- 
sembles those obtained by the cire perdue 
process, with the added beauty of the white- 
ness and texture of marble.

One plan in forming this 
gociety was to properly prepare for the cele- 
pration of the Beethoven centennial, which 
took place on Dec. 12, 1870. 
In 1878 came the call from Chicago to take 
charge of the Beethoven society here, and 
‘the first concert was given dn Jan. 12, 1874. 
Anis society was for ten years, together 
~ with the Apollo club, the most important fac- 
tor in the musical life of Chicago. During 
the time of its existence until 1884 all the 
more important choral works were given, to- 
gether with considerable chamber music, 
under the direction of the society. 
When the chorus was given up Mr. Wolf- 


- gohn turned his attention more seriously to» 


chamber music and in 1885 commenced the 
series of trio concerts which were for along 
time so popular. Until the forming of the 
Bendix quartet the Wolfsohn trio was the 
only organization devoted to chamber music 
in Chicago. The trio consisted of Mr. Wolf- 
sohn, Mr. Fred Hess, and Mr. William Lewis, 
and the last seasons Mr. Ludwig Marum in 
place of Mr. Lewis. This was in existence 
mii] 1893, the last two years being devoted 
principally to Brahms. 

Since then Mr. Wolfsohn has made no 
public appearances until last winter, when 
afew members of the old Beethoven society

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America and other parts of the world. It 
is now fifteen years since Mme. Nordica 
first appeared in our National Academy 
of Music, as a fragile young girl with a 
beautiful face, singing Marguerite in 
‘Faust’ and Ophélie in ‘Hamlet.’ As she 
made but little impression on the Parisian 
public of that day, she was soon lost to our 
sight.

Our first tm- 
pression on receiving this news was one of 
astonishment, but we concluded that the 
youthful artist of twelve years ago had 
ripened and had acquired fresh charms and 
wider experience since her début in Paris. 

We looked forward, therefore, to her 
first appearance in the theater, designed by 
Wagner himself, with very considerable 
curiosity, and the result was certainly fa- 
vorable to Mme. Nordica. But, to speak 
without exaggeration, to us it was not Elsa, 
the naive and credulous girl, womanly 
though in her curiosity, but simply Mme. 
Nordica; still, a Mme. Nordica who had 
achieved much, made great progress, gained 
self-confidence, and learned to manipulate 
with skill a voice which, however excellent, 
is to us lacking in real depth of emotion. 
She was much applauded at Bayreuth—but 
then the visitors to Bayreuth believe in the 
superlative merit of allthey findthere. The 
real connoisseurs, however, preserved a dis- 
creet silence. In spite of the excellent and 
intelligent discipline imposed by Mme. Wag- 
ner on her artists, Mme. Nordica did not at 
first acquire the soul of the Wagnerian 
music-drama. 

„Well, Mme. Nordica has returned. For 
some days before her rentrée the papers 
dilated at considerable length upon the 
greatness of this Wagnerian artist. They 
dwelt upon her Bayreuth triumph; they de- 
clared that we should be electrified. Let 
us say, frankly, that Mme. Nordica has re- 
ceived a kindly and courteous, though not 
an enthusiastic, reception. If her voice 
does not completely fill the opera-house and 
is not perfect in quality, the acting is intelli- 
gent and adroit. Her gestures are expres- 
sive and sometimes eloquent; but still the 
general interpretation of the part falls short 
of our ideal.“

ENGLISH WAY OF BOTTLING FRUITS. 


Method Is Novel in This Country—Jars 
Filled with Smoke and Con- 
tents Unseasoned,. 


An English way of bottling fruit when it is 
freshly picked and keeping it without any 
seasoning and which is novel to this coun- 
try is as follows: 

Gather it in the middle of the day in dry 
weather and have the bottles ready, per- 
fectly clean and dry, with wide necks. Just 
as you are going to fill the bottles with 
fruit, hold them upside down and with a 
couple of lighted matches inside to exhaust 
the air. The fruit should be put in as 
quickly as possible, while it is still full of 
the smoke, and shaken down well, filling 
as full as possible. Then put the corks in 
the bottles and fasten a piece of damp blad- 
der over the corks. When a number of bot- 
tles are thus filled, place them in a large 
pan filled with cold water and packed with 
excelsior or hay, so as to keep them apart, 
place the pan on the stove and let it come 
to a boil as slowly as possible, and simmer 
gently until the fruit is thoroughly scalded. 
Then lift the pan off the stove and set away 
to cool. 

When the water in the pan is perfectly 
cold lift the bottles out of the water, wipe 
them dry, and put away in the fruit cellar. 
Small fruit takes about thirty or forty min- 
utes to scald thoroughly. The fruit will 

shrink and shrivel up so the bottles should 
be filled as full as possible in the first place. 

Absolutely nothing is put into the jar or 
bottle in the way of seasoning when put up 
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in this manner. 
French beans may be bottled in the same 
manner, except that a layer of salt must 
be placed in the bottom of the jar and also 
sprinkled generously among the beans, 
layer for layer, clear to the top. They will 
not keep unless well salted down. They 
must also be eaten as soon as unbottled.

LIVE MOUSE IN A GAME COCK’S CRAW. 


Greedy Appetite of a Bird Which 
Swallowed Its Prey

“TIT always knew that game roosters were 
thoroughly up-to-date in everything, and 
always ready to fight anything, whether it 
be a circular saw or a bald-headed eagle,“ 
said Chief Clerk Roome of Assistant Man- 
ager Fay's office in the Southern Pacific 
Building yesterday, but it was a revelation 
to me to see a game cock act the part ofa 
rat terrier. I saw a_black-breasted red a 
day or two since wade into a covey of mice 
that Dr. Mercier had corralled for the bird’s 
amusement, and inside of six minutes the 
rooster had killed sixteen of the rodents and 
had eaten eight of the covey. The doctor 
says that bird has a particular fondness for 
mice, and never seems to get enough. 

** Some time ago, after the diet of the mice, 
the rooster grew sick. He lost his appetite 
and seemed about to give up the ghost, and 
the doctor was greatly worried because of 
this fact. After treating the fowl for a 
couple of days he chlorformed him and dis- 
sected his craw. To his astonishment he 
found three mice in this portion of the bird’s 
anatomy, one of them stillalive. The mouse 
had gotten its tail into the small entrail 
leading to the bird's gizzard, and conse- 
quently had put a stop to the digestion of 
the rooster. The mouse must have realized 
this and that it was his sole chance of life, 
for when the doctor attempted to with- 
draw the tail the mouse set up an awful 
squeaking and feebly objected to the process. 
To make-the matter more interesting, the 
gizzard. had gripped the end of the mouse’s 
tail and would not let go. 

„Between ‘the two, the rooster came very 
near dying, but upon the mouse and tail be- 
ing removed and the craw sewed up again 
the bird speedily recovered, but now it runs 
from a miousé as if ‘fit were a bull terrier.

SOME CURIOUS MISQUOTATIONS GIVEN 


Instances in Which Prominent Au- 
thors Have Fallen Into Error When 
Making Use of Writings of Others. 


The title of Mr. Lancaster’s clever farce- 
comedy— A Wise Child ’’—which was pro- 
duced in New York last week, suggests 
some reflections on the curiosities of mis- 
quotation. In common with pretty nearly 
everybody else, Mr. Lancaster assumes that 
Shakspeare once wrote It is g wise child 
that knows its own father.“ In fact, Shaks- 
peare never wrote anything of the kind. He 
did write, in The Merchant of Venice,“ 
act H., scene 2: It is a wise father that 
knows his own child.“ But that is an en- 
tirely different thought and a much wittier 
one. Yet everybody accepts the other as 
Shakspeare’s utterance. 

In the same way even so scholarly and ac- 
curate a writer as Richard Grant White 
once quoted the elder Weller as advising 
Sammy to bevare of vidders.“ What the 
wise old coachman really said was: Be 
werry careful o' widders all your life, Sam- 


But Mr. White was excusable, for even 
Dickens ion one occasion forgot what old 
Tony Weller’s name was, and worse still 
made old Tony himself forget. In a passage 


-where Sam asks dutifully after his step- 


mother old Weller is represented as put- 
ting his reply into the form of an official re- 
port, and saying at the end: Signed, 8. 
Weller, Senior.”” Surely Mr. Weller knew 
that neither the name Anthony nor its ab- 
breviation Tony is spelled with an 8.“ 

Thackeray made a like mistake in Van- 
ity Fair,“ confounding the two Sedleys. 

Charles Reade in the early editions of 
Very Hard Cash printed a footnote in 
which he spoke of ‘‘ Cervantes’ charac- 
ter Dr. Sangrado,“ though Dr. Sangrado 
was not created ty Le Sage until full a 
hundred years after Don Quixote was 
writien. 

Everybody quotes the Declaration of In- 
dependence on “ inalienable rights,“ though 
Thomas Jefferson in writing that document 
used the better English “ unalienable 
rights.“ When the poet wrote, Peace hath 
her vietories no less renowned than war,“ he 
made a metrical line which the average 
quoter of it distorts into prose by making 
It Peace hath her victories. no less re- 
nowned than those of war.“ | 

So the poet who wrote Westward the 
course of empire takes its way wrote 
sense. But those who quote him make 
balderdash of it by saying Westward the 
star of empire,“ etc. It is in this perverted 
form that the quotation appears in the 
epigraph to Bancroft’s History of the United 
States. 

Mr. Lancaster is entirely justified in using 
the Shakspearean misquotation in its ac- 
cepted form. DBut the fact that this is its 
accepted’ form is an interesting one that 
ought to suggest to some of our pundits an 
essay on the laws of misquotation.

He has not got 
the time before him. 

Especlally is this so if the man has not 
been trained to the business. A man of 
50 years, who undertakes a new line of work, 
has small chance of success in it. It may be 
carried even further, for I do not think that 
a man over 35 who begins a new line is likely 
to succeed. He has formed ways of his own, 
and is slow to adapt himself to new methods 
and systems. 

If a man of 50 has been trained in the dry 
goods business he would not, asarule, want 
a position of a minor sort such as become va- 
cant in this store. 

As to the period of a man’s usefulness to 
his employers it is hard tosetalimit. Itde- 
pends upon the man. Often a man at is 
at his best physically and mentally. Heis 
too old, I think, to attempt taking up new 
work, but at the work to which he has been 
trained he may be as good as a younger man. 

We do not try in any way to grade the 
work to suit the ages of the men performing 
it, or to shift men about so as to find work 
more suitable for their years. We have not 
found it necessary. If, with increasing age, 
a man’s work becomes too much for him we 
try to relieve him of a part of it. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, however, our force consists al- 
most entirely of young men. The average 
of age, I should think, would fall between 
25 and 30. 

‘‘There are many applicants for positions 
now, as there always are in Chicago, for the 
city draws seekers for work from all the 
territory within 500 miles of it. A number 
of the applicants are old men, and they are 
undoubtedly having a hard time of it. Young 
men work faster and are more desirable on 
that account, but the reason men 50 yéars of 
age find difficulty in securing employment 
is found not so much in that as in the fact 
that the situations open are not suitable for 


them.”’ 


CUDAHY PACKING COMPANY. 

„ The tendency in our establishments,” 
said the secretary of the Cudahy Packing 
company, is to give preference to young 
men. We train them into our own ways of 
doing business and encourage the enlistmerit 
of desirable material by civil service promo- 
tions rather than by filling the good posi- 
tions with outsiders. This, of course, to a 
degree bars out old men. We now have 
2,600 employés on our various pay rolls, and 
so.far as possible their ranks are recruited 
from young men who entered our service as 
boys and have grown up with us. By fol- 
lowing this plan a more intelligent and satis- 
factory class of workers is secured. The 
ygqung man who has been trained in our spe- 
cial methods, either in office duties or other 
lines in slaughter or packing houses, is 
better equipped for our requirements in ad- 
vanced positions than older men trained 
under a radically different system would be. 
The young man will do things our way, 
while the old man wants to follow the 
method in which, he has been schooled. 
Even with this we sometimes employ old 
men, but not often, because few of them ap- 
ply for work of any kind. They seem to 
realize they are outclassed in the struggle. 
What becomes of them isa mystery. 


THOMAS H. WICKES 
Of the Pullman Palace Car Company. 


„ Inspection of our force will show that 
we — no bar on old men.“ said Thomas 
H. Wickes of the Pullman company. We 
have a rule that men over 50 years of age 
shall not be taken on as new conductors, but 
many of the employés now serving in that 
capacity are 60 and 70 years of age. Both 
office and operating forces are run as nearly 
as possible on a civil service basis. Men 
who have grown up in the employ of the 
company get the first show for promotion. 
We are not going to reach outside of our 
own ranks to find men to fill the good places 
if we can avoid it. There are exceptions, it 
is true, as in the case of men of extraordi- 
nary merit who attract attention by their in- 
dividual force, but the rule is to make all 
selections from our own force, which is kept 
recruited by additions to the staff of boys 
and young men in .

— “qualifications for effective duty. 
In the manufacturing departments the only. 
essential is ability to perform the particular 
line of work undertaken. While the general 
tendency is to take in young, energetic men, 
merit is a controlling factor, and the mere 
matter of age cuts no figure if the applicant 
is better fitted for the task than those who 
come in competition with him. Asa general 
thing young men are more successful in ob- 
taining employment than their elders, be- 
in touch with the de- 


service we can get, and age is no bar or 
favor.“ 


GEORGE H. WHEELER, 
President Chicago City Railway Company. 


“We set no age limit,“ said George I. 
Wheeler, President of the Chicago City rail- 
way company, except for men on trains. 
For conductors, gripmen, and motormen the 
limit is fixed at 40 years. This, however, 
refers only to engaging new employés. Men 
taking up work on the trains should be be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 40 years, but when 
an employé in our service passes the 40-year 
mark it does not necessitate his retirement 
from that branch of work. If a man is un- 
able to carry on his duties satisfactorily we 
let him go, but I have yet to find an instance 
where age was given as the reason for un- 
satisfactory work. 

There are plenty of men in our employ 
who Fave got well past the age of 50 years. 
Two, at least, that I know of are over 70. 
There is no way of comparing with any 
certainty their work with that of others, 
but if they were not able to keep up to re- 
quirements the fact would certainly be 
known. 

For work in other lines than train serv- 
ice a man may be of any age. So long as 
he seems capable of doing what is asked of 
him age can make no difference. However, 
we try to fill Vacancies as much as possible 
from those already holding positions in our 
service, and as this commonly leaves only 
minor positions open, the matter to a certain 
extent regulates itself. 

What we would do if a man in our serv- 
ice became too old to work I can’t say. To 
the best of my knowledge the case has never 
occurred. When they begin to feel their age 
men usually resign. But we do not consider 
fifty years any limit to a man’s usefulness, 
and if we needed a man for anything other 
than train service and a good man applied, 
the fact that he had passed that age would 
make no difference. 

The people who experience difficulty at 
the present time in securing positions must 
remember that just now there are few posi- 
tions open and men of all ages find it hard to 
get work.“ 


FRANK H. COOPER 
Of Siegel, Cooper & Co. 


In general,” said Frank II. Cooper of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co., we would not take 
into our employ a man over 50 years of age. 
People grow old in business only too rapidly, 
and when a worker begins so late in life 
under a new firm he has at best but a short 
time before him in which he can be valua- 
ble to his employers. 

“Any house in business for many years 
has on its payrolls a number of men whose 
age has impaired their working powers. 
They are no longer capable of doing the 
work as they did it when younger. Itisa 
question for employers what to do with 
them. 

Take, for instance, the head of a depart- 
ment who for a number of years has been 
doing good work, but has lost muth of his 
working power with advancing years. The 
employer can't afford to let the department 
go to ruin. Neither is he willing to dis- 
charge the man who has grown old in his 
service, As a compromise the worker must 
be given a less important position. The 
problem is one which the employer desires 
to meet as seldom as possible, and he natur- 
ally avoids it by employing men who in all 
probability have years of service before 
them before such a question can arise. 

A man of 50 years should be beyond the 
necessity for work. It is a great trouble 
with the people of this country that they 
spend money as they make it. 

Last week a man more than 50 years 
af age came to ask me for a position as floor- 
walker. For twelve years, he told me, he 
had been employed as a buyer at a salary 
of $5,000 a year—four years with one firm, 
eight with another. 

The mistake I made,’ he said, was in 
not staying with the firm I had been with 
for eight years. 1 might still have been 
there.’ 

“*The mistake you made,’ I answered, 
‘was in not saving $2,500 a year.’ 

“It is this fault in the American people 
which makes the employment of an old man 
a risk to the employer. The employer is 
merely laying up future difficulties for him- 
self. At the Bon Marché, in Paris, none 
of the workers are over 50 yearsold. When 
they reach that age they are pensioned on 
half pay. I do not know-whether the 
scheme might not bé employed to advan- 
tage here. I believe that in responsible po- 
sitions at least the added profits growing 
out of employment of a younger man would 
more than reimburse the employer for the 
amount of the pension. 

Making a rough estimate, I should say 


that the ages of our employés would not 
average higher than 30 years. Asa general 
thing the best of them are those we have 
brought up from cash boys to their pres- 
ent places. The system of promotion gives 
us our most valuable workers. 

As a rule the years between the ages 
of 30 and 50 years are a man’s best for 
work. During them he earns more for his 
employer and himself than at any other 
period of his life. A man over 50 it would 
not be to my interest to employ unless in 
such work as requires no great business 
‘push’ and activity—as night watchman, 
for instance.“ 


ALBERT W. SULLIVAN 
Of the Illinois Central Railroad Company. 


Among railroad men in the West,“ said 
A. W. Sullivan, General Superintendent of 
the Illinois Central road, there are fewer 
old men than in the East. The roads are 
younger and their employés have not had 
the same chance to grow old in service. 

We set no definite age limit upon the 
men we hire, but there are certain facts 
which, of course, are taken into considera- 
tion. Between 50 and 60 a man has no 
capacity for taking up new work and ac- 
quires no facility in it. Between 60 and 70 
the same conditions are emphasized. 

In work to which a man has been trained 
—if his faculties are unimpaired—he is be- 
tween the ages of 50 and 60 at his best. He 
has a broad experience and a mature judg- 
ment which should more than make up for 
lessened activity and physical strength. Be- 
tween the ages of 60 and 70 his capacity be- 
comes greatly lessened by the impairment 
of his facultiés. This applies merely in 
general. 

‘Few of our employés are beyond the 
working age. We have men who have been 
on the road forty years; they are old men, 
but they do their work well. Up to 60 we 
count them ‘good’ men. When they be- 
come too old for the work they have been 
doing we change their work, giving them 
occupation of a lighter nature, and at this 
they are as good as though younger. My 
experience has led me to believe that a man 
is physically at his prime between the ages 
of 30 and 40 and mentally at his prime be- 
tween the ages of 40 and 50. During those 
years the best work may be expected from 
him, 

„At the same time we look especially for 
young men. A railroad man should begin 
young. We should hesitate to employ a 
man of whom we knew nothing if he were 
well along in years. If he lacked train- 
ing and experience he would be too old to 
acquire them. 

Except for yard, train, and engine duty, 

young men are best fitted for the work. In 
those positions men of experience are needed 
and they are selected from among those of 
proved ability. For other work young men 
are desirable. To make a success a man 
should enter the service before he is 25 years 
old. 
‘‘There are many grades of work in the 
service, with varying degrees of responsibil- 
ity, which increase with the height of the 
position. Entering at a low position, with 
no great responsibility upon him, a young 
man works his way upward, assuming great- 
er responsibility at every step. At 50, if he 
retains his faculties, his training and ex- 
perience make him a valuable man. But 
between keeping a man of this sort in the 
service and taking into it a new man of the 
same age there is a wide difference.“ 


ARMOUR & CO. 
This firm employs old men. 


„ We make no discrimination against old 
men in this establishment,” Armour & Co. 
say, “or in any branch of our works. Our 
aim is always to get the best men we can 
irrespective of age. It is aptness and qual- 
ification for the particular place to be filled 
that is kept in view. Men are engaged on 
their merits. If there is a certain position 
vacant and we think an old man, by reason 
of his experience and fitness for that one 
line of work, can secure more satisfactory 
results than a younger applicant, the old 
man is going to get it. Proof of this may 
be seen by looking over the office and stock 
yards forces. Gray haired men of niature 


years are plentifulin all ot them. As a rule. 


or course, young men have the preference 
for subordinate positions, and wherever they 
show merit they are in line for promotion. 
In all large business establishments the 
tendency is toward the practice which ob- 
tains in what is called civil service. The 
best results can naturally be had, other 
things being equal, from men who have been 
trained from boyhood in the methods inci- 
dent to the calling in which they are em- 
ployed, and for this reason their qualifica- 
tions and jitness are first considered when 
vacancies are to be filled. This does not 


shut out older men by any means, for occa- 
sionally one of this class is found who is 
better equipped for the work than his young- 
er conipetitors, and in such cases years cut 
no figure. There is one thing, how r, that 
must Le kept in mind, and this is tWfe natur- 
al ubility of young men for extended and 
urduvus service. They have the advantage 
of youthful vigor and ambition, and this 
is a strong feature in their behalt. 


HENRY W. BRYANT 


Of Bryant & Stratton Business College. 


It is my opinion,“ said H. W. Bryant 
of the Bryant & Stratton Business College, 
„it is a mistake to attempt to generalize 
in a statement that old men find it difficult 
to obtain work. To my mind it depends on 
the man, not on the man's age. 

What gains a man a position is his abil- 
ity to render an equivalent for the salary 
paid him. The same thing will always keep 
him in a position. There are all kinds of em- 
ployers and they hold all sorts of views. I 
know of many who would rather employ a 
man well on in years than a younger one. 
The old man is not open to the temptaticns 
which assail the younger. He has sowed his 
wild oats, if he has had any to sow. Heis 
not likely to be led into dishonesty, and he 
has probably learned that his own interests 
are linked with those of his employer. 

J have no doubt it is true that the busi- 
ness policy of a number of large firms is such 
as to make the old man’s search for emplpy- 
ment among them difficult, but there Are 
other firms where the case is otherwise. If 
he is shut out in one place he is not in an- 
other. But he must have the ability to make 
himself valuable. 

There are not, of course, anywhere near 
so many positions open to old men as there 
are to young, but at the same time there 
are not nearly so many applicants. 

J know the heads of a large number of 
firms, and not a firm among them has as 
many competent workers as it needs. What 
they are obliged to do is to fill the most re- 
sponsible positions with tie most able men 
and the less responsible ones with such as 
they can get. An able man, young or old, 
can find employment—if not at one place, 
then at another. When one comes to look 
closely at the condition of affairs in this 
world they are found to be reasonably just. 
Where they seem unjust I think it is the 
man and not the affairs which contain the 
fault.“ 


DUDLEY WINSTON 
Of the Civil Service Commission. 


„% There are only two positions,“ said Dud- 
ley Winston of the Civil Service commis- 
sion, under the control of the commission 
upon which an age limit has been set. They 
are those of fireman and policeman. With 
the intention of securing for the fire and 
police service men at the height of their 
physical strength and suppleness the limits 
in these cases have been set at 33 and 35 
years. 

„In the clerical work no age limits are 
set. The ability of a man to pass the ex- 
aminations is regarded as proof of suffi- 
client mental power to do the work. The 
man may be 30 or he may be 50, it does not 
matter. For laborers no requirement as to 
age is made. 

„% The limit of a man’s active usefulness 
seems best fixed at 60 years. At that age 
the police system declares him fit for a 
pension. Experience has shown that when 
the 60-year mark has been reached the 
physical powers are becoming impaired, 
though. of course, much depends on the 
man, and in many cases all general rules 
fail. A man of 50 is regarded as still pos- 
sessed of the power to do good work.“ 


JAMES S. GIBBS 
Of the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank. 


„Our method of transacting business is 
essentially our own,“ said James 8. Gibbs of 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank. The 
routine is greatly different from that of any 
other bank in Chicago, if not in the coun- 
try. The best men from similar financial 
institutions would be of little use here untl 
they were broken into our way of doing 
things, and we could not and would not ask 
those of long experience in the banking busi- 
ness to begin life over again in some humble 
capacity in order to fit themselves for higher 
positions with us. No man of ability and 
character would care to do it. And yet such 


a course would be vitally necessary were we 


to give employment to od men. We are 


virtually compelled to educate and train | 


our own force. Boys and young men come 


in here in lowly places at first and by long, 


faithful service and close attention to details 
become valuable, efficient aids in time, and 


- 


old men as old men, but it is a sad truth that 
they suffer from a natural handicap. Men 
of 50 years or over who have served long 
in one line of work become set and in 
their ways of doing it. They are not so 
tractable or readily handled as” Younger 
men; it is almost impossible for some of them 
to learn new methods. Besides this few of 
them would have vigor enough left to be of 
much value after they had served a second 
apprenticeship and graduated into better 
positions. It is a matter of fitness for the 
work to be done that is always kept in view. 
That young men should answer the require- 
ments best is but natural. It is doubtless 
hard on the old men, but it is their misfor- 
tune, not a willful discrimination.“ 


QUEEN VICTORIA'S THREE CROWNS. 


Has Only Worn the State Crown of 
Great Britain Once in Her 
Life. 


The only crown that is likely to be used 
during the stately functions of the commem- 
oration is the tiara which is familiar to this 
generation in sketches of the Queen when 
holding a drawing room. This was manu- 
factured by the state jewelers in 1862 at the 
personal cost of her Majesty, and, in gen- 
eral terms, may be said to weigh eight troy 
ounces. It is a light shell of gold, entirely 
incrusted with diamonds, and comprises 
2,673 brilliants, besides 523 rose diamonds, 
making an aggregate of 3,196 stones. It is 
retained in the charge of the sovereign, of 
whom it is a persona! possession. and to all 
intents and purposes never requires any at- 
tention. It was specifically devised for use 
in conjunction with a veil, and, apart from 
the drawing rooms, has scarcely been used 
at all. 

This crown was preceded in point of time 
by a diadem or circlet of gold, choicely be- 
jeweled, which was made for the Queen in 
1858. The stones used on this occasion, 
which are wholly diamonds, were in the 
main crown jewels, and the diadem will 
therefore remain the property of the crown, 
although the cost of mounting them for the 
use of her Majesty was borne out of the 
privy purse. This diadem is technically 
known as a circlet, surmounted by the cross 
patée (whereof the Maltese cross is a dec- 
oration variant) and the fleur de lis. 

The general effect of this crown is excel- 
lently shown in the current coinage, in 
which it is half-concealed by a veil, which 
was not worn in the earlier years of the 
reign, when this form of circlet was in ordi- 
nary use; and, indeed, there would seem to 


be some doubt as to whether the particular | 


form of coronet depicted on the present 


coin issues has ever been adopted by the 


Queen in actual use at all. It was this dia- 
dem, and another of a like shape that pre- 
ceded it, which were used when her Majesty 
opened or prorogued Parliament, and also 
on such occasions as the marriage of the 
Princess Royal. 

On every occasion on which the Queen 
visited the House of Lords the State crown 
was taken out of the regalia room in the 
Tower of London and was borne before her 
on a cushion. Except for this purpose the 
crown has only left the tower on two oc- 
casions during the reign—once for repair 
(some part of the setting having become 
loosened) and once in order to modify the 
ermine. The crown has never been actually 
worn by the Queen at any function what- 
ever since the act of coronation sixty years 
ago, and there is nothing in the episodes of 
the forthcoming commemoration that will 
require its removal from the tower. The 
state crown was made for the Queen by 
Messrs. Rundell & Bridge (the predecessors 
of G ds, the present holders of the ap- 
pointment), and its construction is familiar 
history. It may, however, be interesting 
at this juncture to say that the estimated 
value at that time of its stones—comprising 
2,783 diamonds, 277 pearls, 16 sapphires, 11 
emeralds, and 4 rubies—was £112,760, apart 
from the priceless ruby which belonged to 
Edward the Black Prince and the large 
sapphire purchased by George IV. In the 
opinion of competent critics the stones still 
have an intrinsic worth of a like sum, even 
if no account be taken of the value that 
would attach to their illustrious associa-

PROGRAM OF THE AFFAIR 


Occasion to Be Made One of Lib- 
eral Charity Work. 


MEN WHO ARE IN CHARGE. 


Chicago’s Municipal History Dates from 
Victoria’s Accession, | 


TWO NOTABLE EVENTS IN 1837. 


HICAGO people will. commemorate 
the diamond jubilee of Queen Vic- 


toria on Tuesday, June 22, on a scale 


which the projectors say will be 

eclipsed by no other city outside of 
British domains. It will be a sort of double 
event—a marking of the contemporaneous 
history of this Western city with that of the 
British sovereign. Chicago was incorpor- 
ated March 4, 1887. June 20 of the same year 
Victoria was crowned as Queen of Great 
Britain. Chicago was then a mere hamlet 
on the prairie, with no sign of future great- 
ness. Victorta was the youthful daughter 
of the Duke of Kent, a tender bud of a girl 
forced by the demands of royalty to take the 
throne because she was, as the niece of 
William IV., the next in succession. During 
the sixty years covering this Victorian era 
Chicago and Great Britain have made the 
progress which now draws the attention to 
them as potent factors in the world’s affairs. 
The prairie hamlet has become a city of 
1,750, people, with commanding influence 
in commercial matters, and Victoria’s do- 
minion, which was left in bad shape at the 
death of her uncle, has assumed leading 
rank among the powerful nations. It is a 
historical coincidence all the more interest- 
ing from the fact that the British colony in 
Chicago now numbers over 40,000. These 
figures include only those who were born 
on British sojl and have immigrated to this 


city. Taking in the children born here to 


these people the colony will number close to 


Nature of Chicago Celebration. 


It was with full knowledge of these facts 
that the “ Victoria Diamond Jubilee Asso- 
clation of Chicago was organized, and the 
work of commemorating in appropriate man- 
ner the sixtieth anniversary of the Queen's 
reign taken up. While the initiative was 
undertaken by Britons, men and women of 
other nationality are joining heartily in 
the movement which has now assumed a 
cosmopolitan shape. If there was any in- 
tention at first of making the event dis- 
tinctively one of jubilation over the long 
reign of a Queen it has been abandoned. 
The affair has taken broader form, and will 
be an opportunity for doing honor to a good 
woman and celebrating the various phases 
of advance in humanity’s cause coincident 
with her long life, rather than the paying of 
fermal homage to a sovereign. Incidentally 
the cause of charity will be largely benefit- 
22 the raising of a fund for the endow- 

ant of free hospital beds will be a feature 
of the assuvciation’s work. All jubilee events 
of this nature are marked by some particu- 
lar act of clemency or charity by the ruler 


who is being honored. Just what form the 


charity of the Queen will take is as yet un- 
known, but here in Chicago the people will 
give liberally to the alleviation of the suf- 
ferings of the sick and injured, and provide 
permanent care for some of the unfortunates 
who are unable to otherwise secure compe- 
tent medical care and proper nursing. With 
the raising of the fund the work of the asso- 
ciation will cease. The money will be turned 
over to Chicago hospitals, the directors 
of which will be left free to use their own 
discretion in its disbursement. Not a dollar 
will be sent abroad; there will be no attempt 
to designate the class of patients to be cared 
for. It is to be an international offering 
with no bar on race, religion, or color.

Program for the Entert ent. 


The anniversary comes rightly on June 20, 
but as this date falls this year on Sunday the 
ceremohy of commemoration, at the request 
of the Queen herself, will take place the fol- 
lowing Tuesday. The program arranged 


for Chicago comprises an elaborate enter- 


tainment at the Auditorium, in which people 
of all nationalities are asked to participate 
without the formality of special invitation. 
The exercises will take place in the evening. 
Mayor Harrison will act as chairman and 
introduce Luther Laflin Mills, who will de- 
liver an oration on The Victorian Fra.“ 
Addresses will be made by representative 
women. Instrumental music will be fur- 
nished by the First Regiment band and the 
Apollo club under the leadership of Profes- 
sor Tomlins will give a number of vocal se- 
lections. Beyond this there is no set form 
of procedure, but it is expected telegrams of 
congratulation will be forwa to the 
Queen by the vote of the assemblage. One 
of these will probably be a formal expression 
of good will from the genera! public, while 
the other will go from the women of Chica- 
go as a message of cheer and sympathy toa

The formal tele- 
gram, if adopted, is to be forwarded through 
the American Ambassador at the Court of 
St. James in evidence of the fact that it 
comes from the American public and not 
merely from British-born people.

be accomplished, and lately those unac- 
quainted with the actual condition of affairs 
have been complaining long and loud at the 
delay. But at last the wishes of the people 
are about fd be fulfilled. Jackson street is 
being boulevarded. 

Work on the great improvement to the 
park systems of Chicago began early last 
week, and at the rate of speed shown in the 
preliminary operations the progress will be 
most rapid. Sixty days is set as the limit 
of time for the execution of the paving 
contract, and Superintendent Foster of the 
South Park system declares the middle of 
August will see the people provided with 
the “finest street on earth“ to ride their 
bicycles over. This is a statement of great- 
est moment to the wheel riding public of 
Chicago. 

Every one remembers the struggle which 
the people of this city waged against the 
street railroad companies to secure Jackson 
street. It stands out as the one case where 
the public wishes counted and the public 
efforts resulted in success. This is thought 
by many to have been because the wheelmen 
organized and ran the fight. 


How the Wheelmen Won. 


This struggle for the possession of Jack- 
son boulevard was the first organized ef- 
fort of the Associated Cycling Clubs and the 
riding public to secure legislation in the 
Common Council. It showed the energy of 
the wheelmen and the great power they 
really possess when they are united in a 
course of action. Letters, petitions, and 
remonstrances poured in on the Aldermen 
from all sides in such an avalanche of paper 
that they became rapidly convinced of the 
wisdom of passing the proposed ordinance. 
Delegations from every ward by the dozens 
visited and labored with their representa- 
tives among the city lawmakers. And, not 
the least of all, the whole city was turned 
yellow with the fluttering ribbons which 
bore the legend: ‘‘ Jackson Street Must Be 
Boulevarded.“ By many members of the 
Council this ordinance was called the “ yel- 


low ribbon ’”’ ordinance. 


With this tremendous display of activity 
and power the wheelmen carried things as 
they wanted them. The two street railroad 
bills for tracks in Jackson street were killed, 
and an ordinance providing for the boule- 
varding was carried by a large majority. 
Since then, through a long series of compli- 
cations, the street from the river to Mich- 
igan avenue has been turned over to the 
South Park Commissioners, while from the 
river west to the beginning of the old Jack- 
son boulevard it was given to the Board of 
West Chicago Park Commissioners. Since 
then the public has been awaiting the action 
of the park authorities. 


Preliminary Operations Are Done. 


All the persons and companies owning 
buildings aad property along Jackson street 
were asked some time ago by the South 
Park officials to get their frontages in order 
for the new street covering. Sidewalks were 
lowered and leveled to a uniform grade from 
the lake to the river, basements were pro- 
tected anew to last several years, and curb- 
ing stones altered. The catchbasins at the 
street corners—one of the most constant 
menaces to the riders of the city on account 


by the park authorities, and the one which 
may yet cause a delay, is the block of road- 
way bordering the old Postoffice Building. 
As this is government property, it is impos- 
sible to assess it in the ordinary manner, 
and the park board is wondering where the 
money will come from to get it paved. The 
workmen will be at Dearborn street in a few 
days, and it is a question what arrangements 
will have been made by that time. 

To straighten out this difficulty President 
Elisworth of the South Park Board of Com- 
missioners wrote to Secretary Gage last 
week, asking for some assurance that the 
funds for the improvements in front of the 
government property would be forthcoming. 
As yet he has received no reply to the letter, 
but expects one shortly. The difficulty 18 
not likely to prove at all serious, however, 
and the commissioners are doing their best 
to straighten out the matter so that the work 
may not be delayed at all. 


Work of Repaving Began. 


On Monday morning last the Bermudez 
Asphalt company began work on their con- 
tract to repave the street. Operations were 
commenced at Michigan avenue. Twenty 
teams and fifty men began tearing up the old 
granite block pavement there, and taking it 
uway, while another gang behind went to 
work leveling and preparing for the asphalt, 
to come later. By Thursday morning Wa- 
bash avenue was crossed, and State street 
will be reached early this week. The opera- 
tions mean a great inconvenience to traffic 
for a time, and plenty of exasperated team- 
sters are to be seen along the street inter- 
sections already. It will be several weeks 
before vehicles will be allowed on the im- 
proved part of the street. 

Sixty days is the extreme limit of the 
time allowed for the completion of the work. 
Superintendent Foster states that the park 
muthorities will hurry the contractors along 
as much as possible, and hope to get pos- 
session of the street some time earlier than 
specified in the agreement. Thus he thinks 
that Aug. 1 should see the end of the 
asphalting process. Allowing a week or 
two for further changes and possible de- 
lays, this makes it nearly a certainty that 
Jackson boulevard will be completed and 
in steady use by the middle of August. 

Already there is considerable talk of some 
fitting observance by the wheelmen when 
this priceless addition to the city parks is 
opened for traffic. Nothing has been decid- 
ed as yet, but it is highly probable that the 
Associated Cycling Clubs will take official 
action on the subject, and will possibly ask 
the rest of the wheelmen in the city to help 
in the demonstration. And now one enthusi- 
astic rider comes out with the proposition 
that as many yellow ribbons as were orig- 
inally used in the struggle for the street be 
distributed to the riders and worn as a token 
of rejoicing at the great benefit received. 
Only this time the legend on the bits of 
color shall read: 

Jackson street is boulevarded.”’

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An old photographie negative, showing 
one of the first Western lawn tennis tour- 
naments, has recently been discovered on 
the South Side, and is now greatly interest- 
ing the modern admirers of the game. It 
tells a bit of tennis history of ten years ago, 
and brings back to many of the now rétired 
experts the days of their greatest prowess. 
The picture is reproduced here, showing 
what a tennis tournament looked like in the 
days when the sport was struggling to get 
a hold on popular favor. 

The old negative is considerably under- 
exposed, for photographic plates were 
scarcely made fast enough in those days to 
take a tennis game in full swing. It rep- 
resents a portion of the old Kenwood Ten- 
nis club’s grounds, once situated near Forty- 
seventh street and Lake avenue, in back of 
where the Kenwood club house now stands.

ple—in the background of the view, and

HE emergency ration recently adopted 
by the United States Army for use in 
cases of “extreme necessity”’ has 
been subjected to its first formal test.

United States Cavalry returned to Fort Sill, 
I. T., where it is stationed, after a twelve 
days’ ride through the Kiowa and Comanche 
Reservation. Men and officers were strong 
and fit.

saddle blankets will be used, each officer 
and enlisted man will carry one blanket, one 
overcoat, one shelter-half.with three pins— 
shelter tent poles will not be carried, as the 
carbines (in scabbards) will be used as tent 
poles—also one rubber coat, blanket, poncho, 
or. slicker—preferably the latter. Two 
troopers in lieu of waterproof coats will be 
provided with the Austrian coat tent. two 
in lieu of the regulation shelter half—will 
carry the halves of the Bell shelter tent.

usual hardship or uncommon privation. But 
during the last ten days of their march 
and crossing more than 200 miles of country 
they had subsisted each day upon one-half 
the daily ration which Uncle Sam has 
lately provided for his soldiers in time of 
trouble. : 

In spite of the fact that a formal test of 
its merits has never before been made, the 
emergency ration is an established feature 
in the army. It represents in its composi- 


‘tion the combined wisdom of forty-five army 


officers experienced in things gastronomic 
and hygienic in connection with troops in 
the field.’ And the final test which was to 


establish its value has been awaited with in- 


terest by those who take an interest in army 
methods. 

The ration, as it was issued to E troop, 
weighed about thirty-five ounces. Five 
days rations were issued. to be divided so 
as to provide sustenance fortendays. Each 
full ration consisted of bacon, ten ounces; 
hard bread, sixteen ounces; pea meal, four 
ounces; coffee, two ounces; saccharin, four 
grains; salt, one-half ounce; pepper, two- 
fifths ounce; and tobacco, one-half ounce. 
The bacon was cut from the side and 


‘wrapped in paper dipped in paraffin. The 


hard bread was in a square grease-proof 
package, about seven inches square and two 
inches thick, and was in the shape of small 
crackers. The pea meal, coffee, and salt 
were in heavy cloth bags, the pepper in a 
small pasteboard pill box, and the four 
grains of saccharin in the.shape of two 
tablets carried in the pepper box. One-half 
of this ration constituted a day’s food for 
each man, and the test shows that it is am- 
ple, not only to sustatin life, but to keep the 
fighting strength of the men fully up to the 
normal. The total cost to the government 
of one full emergency ration is 1744 cents. 


Kation Opens New Possibilities. 


The success of the ration opens new pos- 
sibilities in the handling of troops in the 
“field. By its use the employment of soldiers 
independent of wagon trains is made prac- 
tical; a larger force of skirmishers may be 
put in the field; it furnishes the means for 
subsistence during rapid raids into dan- 
gerous localities without the risk always 
met by a detachment dependent upon 
wagons for supplies. In fact, in the opinion 
of army officers, it opens an entirely new 
field in the line of military maneuvers. 

E Troop, which made the test, was com- 
manded by Captain W. C. Brown. With 
him went Lieutenant Colonel Charles Smart, 
Deputy Surgeon General, whose station is 
at Washington. He had been ordered to 
Fort Sill to make a report upon the results 
of E Troop’s experiment. Both Captain 
Brown and Lieutenant Colonel Smart have 
made a study of army ratioris, and were 
members of the board which adopted the 
emergency ration. ° 

In the order which Captain Brown issued

Coffee (or tea), saccharin, pea meal, salt and 
pepper, in bottom of haversack, on top of 
which will be placed two sixteen-ounce 
packages of hard bread, bacon: (wrapped in 
grease proof parchment paper), one package 
hard bread, and meat can in near saddle 
bag. The two remaining packages of hard

in off saddle bag; cup on rear strap of near 
saddle bag; canteen on off cantle ring.

bers of the troop are cautioned that the new , 


cups and meat cans with which the troop is 
now equipped are of aluminium and must 
not be put on the fire without food of some 
kind in them to conduct off the heat, other- 
wise they will melt; also that they should 
not be scoured with sand. Cooking through- 
out the troop will be done individually, ex- 
cept where the foreign cooking utensils are 
used for experiment, from two to four men 
may club together and use one of these uten- 
sils for soup. 

Detachment on Ordinary Rations.

the time supper was over, however, there 
was a different feeling in camp. They found 
the ration better than it looked, and, what 
was more, it fully satisfied their hunger. It 
was not bulky in appearance, but there was 
no waste. The hard bread is of the same 
material as the old-time “ hard tack” of 
civil war days, but in a much more attractive 
form. The bacon is selected, preference be- 
ing given to lean meat, while the pea meal 
made into soup contains a surprisingly large 
amount of nutriment and is wonderfully 
comforting and filling in its inter-  -ffects. 


Routine of the Mar ! 

The ordinary routine on the Laren was 
to have reveille at 5 a. m., when tlie horses 
were turned out to graze and the men 
cooked their breakfast. Grass is luxuriant 
this vear on the reservation, and by the 
time breakfast was over and the saddles 
packed the horses had secured an ample 
feed. By 7a. m. the troop was on its march, 
which was made at the rater hreeanda 
half to four miles an hour, an vrought the 
troop into camp, after completing the stint 
of twenty miles, more or less, about 1 o’clock. 
Horses were then turned out to graze, camp 
fires were started, and shelter tents were 
put up for the night. Inspection was made 
three times during the trip. 

At 5 o'clock each evening the men were 
weighed and their strength tested by means 
of a dynamometer, after which “stable 
call“ brought the horses in for grooming 
and picketing out for the night. 

For the first eight days the weather was 
perfect, but the troopers then passed 
through a series of heavy thunder-storms, 
which thoroughly drenched the entire com- 
mand. The frail and leaky shelter tents 
now issued to the army were found to be 
almost useless. It was shown by the 
weight and strength tests that the weather 
had a far more depressing effect than the 
socalled short ration. In spite of every 
effort to lighten the equipment, it was found 
that the horses were carrying a pack of 
ninety-two pounds in addition to the weight 
of the men, who averaged 151 pounds each. 

The weight record at the end of the ten 
days shows that there was an average loss 
to the man of three pounds. This will bo 
seen to be small when it is considered that 
Lieutenant Osborne’s detachment, on full 
rations, lost at least one and one-third 
pounds to the man. The dynamometer rec- 
ords show a remarkable result. The test 
is made by pulling on a string, to which 
is attached a dial showing the number of 
pounds pulled, and it is a fact that the 
strength of the men increased as the days 
went by, for the records on the final day 
Show that the troop as a whole was able 
to lift a ton more than it was when it 
started. s 

Colonel Smart was well pleased with the 
result of the test. In his opinion, if it had 
been necessary, the troop could have turned 
around and made the same trip over again 
on the same rations. There were no signs 
of indigestion, scurvy, or any other trouble 
among the men which could be laid to their 
food. The water used was pumped through a 
filter so as to provide against troubles that 
might arise from impure water and be 
attributed to the emergency ration. Both 
Captain Brown and Colonel Smart believe 
the use of emergency ration can be much 
wider than was indicated in the orders es- 
tablishing it as a permanent institution in 
the army. 

The opinion of the private soldiers ig 
shown in the fact that they used the com- 
pany mess fund to purchase the surplus 
rations after the experiment was made. 
They bought them to use on hunting and 
other similar excursions. In conversation 
after the return many of the soldiers ex- 
pressed themselves as well satisfied with 
the ration as a food supply, and said they 
expérienced no unusual hunger or incon- 
venience during the entire trip. The testi- 
mony of the experts, the officers, and of the 
men is to the effect that the emergency 
ration as now established is a complete 
Success, and the appearance of the entire 
command on its return certainly substanti- 
ates their belief. 


J0B FOR SEYEN HUNDRED TURKEYS. 


They Are Turned Loose in an Orchard 
to Save It from Invading 
Grasshoppers. 


W. R. Birmingham of Oakland a few years 
ago purchased a large tract of land in the 
river bottom below Pollasky, and has since 
put out over 18,000 fruit trees. There was a 
small orchard on the place when he pur- 
chased it, and these older trees are in full 
bearing, while peach trees but three and four 
years old have borne large crops. The soil 
is deep silt, and very fertile. Mr. Birming- 
ham put in a large gasoline engine and pump, 
and pumps water from the San Joaquin 
River to irrigate with. The orchard pre- 
sents a very thrifty appearance, and all the 
trees that are old enough are loaded with 
fruit. 

Last Thursday an army of grasshoppers 
came down from the hills to the southeast 
and invaded one corner of the orchard. 
They were too young to fly much and could 
only hop and crawl, but they had a voracious 
appetite, and within a few hours had eaten 
every leaf from every tree over an area of 
five acres. 

There was in the garden tract nearly 
everything in the vegetable line, but the 
‘hoppers showed no preference whatever, 
eating everything clean as they went. 
Squash vines that were very thrifty, each 
ot which covered a space of perhaps six feet 
Square, were eaten off clean. Strawberries 
were eaten without cream, and every berry 
and vegetable in the garden went to fatten 
grasshoppers. And there were millions upon 
millions of hoppers and hoppers. They 
are not of the seventeen-year variety either, 
but just common, every-day foothill grass- 
hoppers with a mountain appetite. As 
their wings are not large enough to enable 
them to indulge the disposition so preva- 
lent in both man and animal to hurry on to 
other localities in search of greener or 
better pastures, they just hop and crawl 
upon the trees and vines, and eat, and eat, 
end eat. It does seem as if they can eat 
for twenty-four hours without a rest. 

Mr. Birmingham at once put an adver- 
tisement in the Republican that he wanted 
a thousand turkeys. A wagonload of tur- 
keys passed through Fresno vesterday 
morning én route for Pollasky, but he wants 
all he can get.

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Tramp Millionaire, Who Spends Money Like a Prince. 


James E. Berry, aged 45, of New York, and 
Miss Sadie Miller of Mount Vernon, In 

From the courthouse the stranger and his 
bride proceeded to the Park Hotel, where 
they engaged a suite of rooms. Mr. Berry 
then signified his intention of celebrating his 
marriage in a fitting manner, and requested 
the service of a master of ceremonies. One 
was found in the person of Mr. Judd Green. 
A cornet band was engaged to furnish music 
for the occasion, and a general period of 
festivity, participated in by some hundred 
men and boys whom Mr. Berry had never 
seen before, took place. 

During the evening the story of the love 
affair which had terminated in the marriage 
by Justice Marshall became known. His 
bride Mr. Berry had met a few days before 
while visiting Mount Vernon. On Wednesday 
they went for a drive, and Mr. Berry pro- 
posed marriage. He was accepted, and they 
concluded not to return to Mount Vernon, 
but to keep on to Salem and be married here. 


Left After Five Days. 

The next five days witnessed a continua- 
tion of the careless prodigality which had 
marked Mr. Berry’s first evening in Salem.

He leaves the citizens of Salem discon- 
solate and uncomforted. During his brief 
stay he shed about him the light of prosper- 
ity, and the people of Salem are slow to 
resume the even tenor of their way while 
the memory of the hundreds of dollars which 
he daily dealt out among them remains. 

James E. Berry's wealth was inherited 
from his father, who died twelve years ago. 
The father’s name was also James, and the 
greater part of his life was spent in the 
practice of medicine at Gloversville, N. T., 
and in the vicinity. By investments in real 
estate and other speculations the father 
amassed a fortune, which at his death went 
to his two sons, Alden and James E. The 
latter at the age of 14 years had left the 
family home, and it was not until last April 
that he returned to take possession of the 
fortune which awaited him. There was 
then turned over to him a large amount of 
valuable business property in New York, 
the rent from which yields an income great- 
er than he can spend, and other possessions 
aggregating some hundreds of thousands of 


dollars. 


His previous life had not fitted him to 
settle down to the quiet enjoyment of his 
riches. His career had been checkered. For 
thirty-one years he had been away from 
home, most of which time he had passed 
as a wanderer on the face of the earth.

Chicago’s Oldest British Born Man. 

One of the men who will be conspicuous 
at this Chicago jubilee celebration by rea- 
son of his venerable appearance and en- 
thusiastic participation is former Judge 
James B. Bradwell. Although for years an 
American citizen, Judge Bradwell does not 


‘forget that he was born in England and that 


his life in this city has been contemporane- 
ous with the reign of Victoria. He was 
brought here as a boy of 6 years by his 
parents in 1834 and is entitled to the distinc- 
tion of being the oldest British-born person 
now living in Chicago. When Victoria was 
crowned in 1837 Judge Bradwell was a 
schoolboy, awed by the magnificence of that 
event and the pretensions of this young 
city. He has been a constant resident here 
ever since, and while watching the remarka- 
ble growth of the town has ever kept in 
mind the high character of the woman of 
whose ascension to the British throne he 
read with wonderment and pride sixty years 
ago. 

She is a noble woman,” said the veteran 
yesterday. There are few like her. In 
every essential Iam an American of Amer- 
icans, but I must make submission to wom- 
anly goodness wherever I meet it, and Vic- 
toria is a Queen among the best of them. 
She needs no throne to keep her memory 
warm in the hearts and minds of those who 
have become acquainted with her true char- 
acter. May she live to rule wisely for years 
to come. Great Britain has been really 
great in many ways since this woman came 
to the throne.”’ 


Queen Suggests Liberal Charities. 

The idea of marking the jubilee with gen- 
erous donations to charitable institutions 
came from Queen Victoria. At her request 
all over the British Empire the celebration 
June 22 will be made the occasion of a grand 
outpouring of relief in many forms. Already 
an aggregate of $10,000,000 has been pledged 
for this purpose in the British Islands alone, 
all of which is to be expended there, and it is* 
said the enormous amount will be largely in- 
creased before the time arrives for the jubi- 
lee procession to move. In other countries 
similar efforts will be made to build monu- 
ments of permanent charity as examples of 
the popular appreciation of the esteem in 
which Victoria is held by all English-speak- 
ing people. Here in Chicago there will be no 
grand parade, no glittering pageantry, no 
clannish or narrow national rejoicing. The 
day will be one of congratulations and prac- 
tical deeds of charity in which men and 
women of all races will join. Formal expres- 
sion will be given to the popular feeling by 
the monster gathering at the Auditorjum, 
but beyond this there will be no display. 
That the money contribution is to be a big 
one, however, is shown in the sum already 
collected. Little organized effort has been 
extended in this line as yet, but the commit- 
tee has all the expenses of the entertain- 
ment guaranteed and a surplus of $4,000 in 
sight. This amount it is intended to swell 
to $25,000 by midnight of June 22. 


HE MUST HUSTLE FOR HIS PRACTICE. 


Seventy-five-Year-Old Medical Student 
Gets His Degree—Will Prac- 
tice His Profession, 


A student named Borysik has just passed 
the final examination at Warsaw University 
qualifying him to practice as a doctor of 
medicine in Russia. Borysik was born in 
1 and was educated at Suvalk Higher 
Grade School with a view to becoming a 
roedical man. After passing his matricula- 
tion lack of funds prevented him from at 
onde proceeding to the university, and he 
wus compelled to work as a tutor for twenty 
years in order to save enough money to 
enable him to continue his studies. At the 
end of that time he presented himself at 
Yarsaw Medical Academy and passed the 
entrance examination with distinction. Be- 
fore he could begin his studies the Polish 
rebellion of 1863 broke out, and Borysik 
who was now 41 years of age, threw him- 
self into the movement with all the enthu- 
siasia of a youthful revolutionist. The re- 
volt was suppressed and Borysik was ex- 
lled to Siberia, where for thirty-two years 
he underwent hard labor in the silver mines.

For at that time a woman of high life 
lived only to dress and be admired, and what 
would our busy, wholesome society woman 
do if she were asked to sacrifice all her nu- 
merous pleasant duties to the hollow vanity 
of lounging about through long hours of 
elaborate toilet-making and of finding no 
greater pleasure than that of talking scan- 
dal. 

Not contented with seeking admiration 
and dissipation at other times, the frivolous 
beauty of those times even received her 
friends in her dressing-room and bartered 
gossip while her toilet was progressing 
under the hands of hairdresser and maids. 

The toilet consumed three hours or more 
for an ordinary occasion, and the following 
description, given in an old fashion journal, 
conveys an excellent idea of what a Louis 
XV. toilet was:

She was presented at the first 
wing-room by Mrs. Hay, and is now 
having her own way with the French nobles 
here, who look upon American girls as 
golden g.:idesses, who are the key to an

colored curtains, reveals the mirror and 
toilet arrangements. 

The hair dresser next arrives, and is 
the most important functionary, for the 
stupendous structures of hair reached 
two feet above the roots of the hair,. and 
with their powder looked like mouniains 
of enow spotted with ribbons, jewels, 
flowers, and even vegetables. When the 
structure is arranged the lady lifts a 
mask from the toilet table and covers 
her face. while the hair dresser and 
maid, mounted on small step ladders, one 
on each side, shake the powder box over the 
hair. The ornaments are then fastened in, 
and a small knife is passed over the temples 
and forehead to remove ay of the r 
powder that may have fallen under the 
mask. 


The complexion is then made up, and 


when the last touch of rouge is on the | 


lady takes a small box containing black 
patches; of these she selects three, and 
places two over the left eye and one on 
the right cheek. These, of course, height- 
en the effect of the dazzling complexion. 
The hair dresser now adds an exquisite 
headdress composed of jeweled butterflies, 
ribbons, and a bunch of small feathers 
coquettishly placed above the right ear. 
Earrings are then added, and after two 
hours already spent the fair lady comes to 
her dress. 

“This consists of a skirt with an em- 
broidered furbelow and an overdress of rich 
brocade émbroidered with flowers, of which 
the tight corsage is adapted to a full open 
skirt. which displays a front breadth of 
hanging jewels, which falls from the waist 
to the feet and spreads out in two wings at 
each side, following the curve of the hooped 
Skirt.“ 

Tho white gloves come next, then the 
bracelets and necklace of diamonds, and 
then throwing over her shoulders a mantle 
of scarlet satin she takes her fan, and the 
third hour having passed the toilet is com- 
plete. During all this time the belle’s 
boudoir has been crowded with men paying 
their morning calls. Imagine such a thing! 
Suppose Mrs. Jack Gardner should have a 
half dozen of her violinists and tenors in 
her dressing-room while her maid dressed 
her! 

Popularize Light Fabrics. 

The Louis XV. modes are lovely, of course, 
in their modified state, and lace, and rib- 
bon, and beautiful embroideries are copied 
from those in old prints and paintings. Fig- 
ured gauze, and muslin, and tulle were worn 
in those days, too, and so these are imitated 
and improved upon. Speckled tulle is, how- 
ever, a thing of our own day, of this year, 
and is, by the way, all the rage here. You 
see it everywhere. It is called tulle d@gré- 
lon, or hailstone tulle, and is covered com- 
pletely with little white specks, exactly like 
white hailstones. They are of different 
sizes, and in no sort of order,.like the spot- 
ted tulle we have known so long. It has a 
frosty, lovely appearance, and it is tremen- 
dously becoming. It is used on hats and bon- 
nets, for veils, for cravat bows, and for the | 
huge neck ruches that French women love 
to pile about their ears. The colored tulles 
with the white hailstones are particularly 
lovely. Some hats are trimmed with noth- 
ing else—just great smothery masses of tulle 
de grélon. 

But then, anything fluffy, and airy, and 
gauzy is in vogue. Shoulder capes of the 
thinnest tulle, gathered full and showing 
the figure through, neck rosettes and cra- 
vats, fichus and whole bodices ali of puffs 
of tulle or mousseline de sole. There is real- 
ly no excuse for any one to look ugly now; 
one cannot help being attractive with such 
airy, softening modes. 

The gowns shown in the sketches are some 
of the many charming ones that I have seen 
during this week of gay doings. 

Pretty Foulard Gawns. 

In the first sketch are shown two foulard 
gowns, for foulard is just as popular as ever. 
and the Frenchwoman couldn't exist with- 


out atleast three in her wardrobe. 


The one on the standing figure is of two 
kinds of foulard, plain and figured, the plain 
being dull green and the figured black and 
green, a great sprawling design covering 
it, and the whole being trimmed with rows 
of narrow black velvet ribbon. 

The skirt has the upper part formed of the 
figured foulard, while the graduated Spanish 
flounce is of plain green foulard, set on very 
full, to flaunt about the feet gracefully. 
Two rows of velvet ribbon finish the top. 

The bodice is odd, being in blouse fashion 
with cut out pieces in plain foulard showing 
the figured silk beneath all the edges, being 
finished with rows of black velvet ribbon. 
Two bands of the plain green foulard are 
strapped across the yoke and edged with 
velvet ribbon. 

The small sleeves are of the figured fou- 
lard, and have a slight fullness at the shoul- 
der, the wrists being finished by plissed 
frills of black tulle. 

The hat topping off all this smartness was 
of fine black straw, trimmed. with a lot of 
white gauze and orange satin rosettes. 

The other foulard gown is of plain lav- 
ender, made up with jetted lace and white 
silk mull sleeves, edges of narrow black 
velvet ribbon being also introduced. 

The skirt is perfectly plain, and is gath- 
ered all around at the belt, hanging in full 
folds over a separate underskirt of leaf 
green silk. The jetted lace extends down 
the back of the bodice in a point, and is bor- 
dered with black velvet ribbon. The stock 
is extremely high and close, and has a 
standing frill of plissed white silk mull. 

The sleeves are made in puffs over a fitted 
lining of the mull, so that the arm shows 
through dimly and prettily. 

Two Street Gowns Described. 

Two stunning toilettes de ville are sketched 
in another illustration. one being of can- 
vas or tammy, and the other of cashmere, 
trimmed with contrasting bands of the same 
material, with large round piping cords on 
the edges. ; 

The tammy gown is navy blue, very coarse, 
and open work, and made up over green silk 
of that peculiar new shade called copper 
green, because it looks like the corroded 
stains on copper. 

The skirt hangs free from the under slip 
of green, and it is trimmed a little way be- 
low the hips, with two full frills of the cop- 
per green silk, with a band of coarse white 
lace above. 

The bodice fastens on the side and has two 
finishing frills of silk and a border of the 
coarse lace. The tightly drawn belt is of 
black satin, and the high. close stock is of 
the same, with a frill of yellow gauze spread- 
ing out at the top. Yellow gauze is in the 
sleeves also. 

The hat flares up from the face, after the 
new mode, and is of vivid cerise straw, 
trimmed with a chaplet of leaves, two black 
wings, and a green aigrette. 

The cashmere gown is of clear, fine gray, 
with bands of yellow cashmere edged with 
black satin piping cords. The blouse part 
of the body is formed of violet mousseline 
de soie, and the throat and wrist frills are 
of the same. 

The skirt is made up over yellow silk, and 
has two bands of the yellow cashmere about 
the bottom. 

The bodice is very odd, having something 
of the bolero style, yet distinctively unusual. 

The hat is of straw in the shape of a round 
toque, set far back on the head to show the 
hair on the forehead. It is trimmed simply 
with a wreath of foliage. 

Tastefal Summery Frocks. 

In the remaining sketch are two summery 
frocks, one of linen and the other of taf- 
feta. 

The linen is gray grass cloth made up over 
orange silk and trimmed with very narrow 
black velvet ribbon. The linen skirt, made 
to fall loosely from the orange silk skirt, 
has the bottom trimmed with rows of the 
velvet ribbon, and almost the entire bedy 
is also covered with it, set on in close rows. 

The hat is of white straw, trimmed with 
brilliant purple silk rosettes and a silk 
uigrette. 

The taffeta gown is elaborately trimmed 
with ruches of the same. It is of a clear 
rose pink, and has a high, closely folded 
ceinture of black taffeta. The stock is of 
the same, with’a ruche of pure white tulle 
about the top. 

The hat is smart in shape and is of glossy 
black straw, trimmed with rose silk, a 
cache peigne of large roses being crushed 
under the brim at the back.

‘DIPLOMAS COME TOO HIGH 


AGITATION STARTED TO CURTAIL 
COMMENCEMENT EXPENSES. 


Advocates of Reform Say School Chil- 
dren Are Compelled to Pay Too 
Dearly for Dresses and Decorations 
Incidental to Graduation—Figures 
on Chicago’s Annual Outlay—How 
Sentiment Works Hardships on the 
Poor. 


N agitation has begun in the Chicago 
schools to discourage the display in 
dress and flowers and other special 
features costing money which usually 
prevail at commencement times. The 

crusade is the direct result of one that has 
been raging in Eastern cities, with a prom- 
ise of some certain results. It remains to 
be seen whether it will meet with any favor 
in this city. The hard times doubtless con- 
tribute largely also to the efficacy of the 
arguments that are being used. The claim 
is made that a systematic and even official 
effort should be made to put a stop to the 
extravagance of commencement ceremo- 
nies. It is asserted that in the public 


world's goods naturally desire to be attired 
as handsomely as possible. It is known 
in advance that they are to have handsome 
dresses, that they will be plentifully sup- 
plied with flowers, and that the occasion 
will be a gala one in all.respects. The 
poorer children cannot afford these luxuries, 
and yet they are forced to procure them, at 
least to the extent that they will not be out 
of harmony with the general appearance of 
the class. The sense of pride, of course, 
forbids that they should appear different 
from the rest, or even far different from the 
best, and the peculiar circumstances of the 
case make it impossible for them to evade 
the issue by remaining at home. Then there 
are the many accessories to procure which 
they are expected to contribute, and which 
take up a lot more money. The schoolrooms 
are to be decorated with flowers or bunting, 
or both, and, of course, every pupil feels 
the necessity of doing her share in the 
work, although in few cases are they given 
any voice in deciding what that amount 
shall be. Then there are the class rings, or 
class buttons, or ribbons, or some other 
class insignia. The richer girls are always 
the ones who decide on these affairs, and 
they are not likely to choose anything that 
is cheap or inexpensive.“ 

Thé advocates of reforms looking to more 
economical commencements are meeting 
with a sturdy resistance: The counter-claim 
is made that the expenses to which objec- 
tion is made are mere trifles and that only 
a comparatively insignificant number of peo- 


ple find them any hardship. Says one of 


— 
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schools especially only a comparatively 
small portion of the children can afford to 
indulge in the fancy dresses, etc., that have 
become customary and almost compulsory 
on these occasions, and that therefore the 
larger number are subjected to a financial 
outlay which is a source of real distress. 
One of the more ardent advocates of the 
reform has attempted to tabulate the ex- 
penditure which it is claimed is practically 
wasted every year on these useless luxuries, 
which serve only to gratify the pride of the 
people for a few hours and then are dis- 
carded. In estimating the number of girls 
who attend the schools and who take part 
in some form of commencement or closing 
exercises each year, the round number of 
100,000 has been used, which is approxi- 
mately close to the real figures. Each of 
these girls then is supposed to purchase a 
special dress for the occasion, whtch on an 
average costs $5. Then an average of 50 
cents each is spent for flowers. The class 
insignia would average 50 cents each. The 
general expenses, such as contributions for 
decorations, etc., would average 50 cents 
more, making the grand total read some- 
thing like this:

practically thrown away for a sentiment 
every year. One reformer outlined the gen- 
eral situation in these words: 
‘*Commencement day in most of the 
schools has come to bea time that is dreaded 
by many families. The children of parents 
who are rich or comfortably situated in this 


these partisans: 


It would be a shame to destroy the lovely 
sentiment now attached to commencement 


| celebrations on any such specious reasoning. 


The special dresses to which so much ob- 
jection is made are not expensive as a rule 
and are only such dresses as every young 
girl has for summer wear. The poorest girl 
can have a white dress, no matter how 
cheap the material may be, and she will look 
quite as well and prepossessing as the girls 
whose dresses are made out of richer stuff. 
Nearly all schoolgirls have such dresses nat- 
urally and would have them whether there 
were to be any school commencements or 
not. There is every reason why uniformity 
of attire is desirable on these occasions, and 
that uniformity is obtained by general con- 
sent and a certain unwritten law by the use 
of the kind of dress which can be most easily 
secured and which each pupil is most likely 
to have in a wardrobe without being put to 
the expense of making a special purchase. 
As to the class insignia, this practice obtains 
only among the older girls, or, if among the 
younger girls, on a scale so limited that the 
expense is hardly a consideration. It seems 
to me that to suggest doing away with flow- 
ers, or even curtailing their use, would be 
a positive act of vandalism.“ 

It is doubtful whether this contention, 
which has just sprung up, will reach any 
decisive issue. The partisans of the pres- 
ent style of commencement seem to be so 
firmly intrenched by precedent that it would 
seem a hopeless task to attempt to dislodge 
them. On the other hand, the prevailing 
hard times furnish the advocates of re- 
form and economy with a strong weapon 
which may be wielded effectively before the 
commencement season sets in in full blast.

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Fighting Indians on the Nebraska | 
Plains in the Late Sixties. 


William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) Describes for Ihe Sunday Tribune Gen. E. A. 
Carr’s Lively Campaign, Which Lasted Two Years and Forced the Savages 
Beyond the North Platte River. 


N 1868, when General Phil H. Sheridan 
was commanding in person the army 
operations against hostile Indians, Gen- 
eral E. A. Carr, who had recently arrived 

from some station in the South, was sent 


with the Fifth United States Cavalry, 
known as the “ Dandy Fifth,“ to the 
Beaver Creek country, in western Ne- 


braska, where several thousand Indians 
were killing buffalo, curing the meat, and 


tanning their hides for their winter supply, 
As I was familiar with the country, Gen- 
eral Sheridan ordered me to report to Gen- 
eral Carr as guide and chief of scouts of 
the expedition. 


General Carr left Buffalo Tank, on the 
Kansas Pacific railroad, and started due 
north for what is known as Elephant Reck, 
on the Beaver. We located the Indians a 
few miles from Elephant Rock, and by 
swift day marches and two night marches 
got into the country without the Indians 
knowing it, and attacked them about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. There was a 
pretty sharp fight during the evening, and 
it revealed the fact that the Indians out- 
numbered the command by about two to 
one. But we routed them and captured a 
number of their tepees and took about 
1,000 pounds of dried buffalo meat and a 
large number of partly tanned hides. 

The wagon train came up during the 
fight, and about 8 o’clock the command 
weut into camp on the site of the Indian 
village, which had stood under a high 
bluff. Before we had fairly got settled in 
‘amp the Indians had possession of the 
bluff and were pouring a galling fire down 
upon the soldiers. 

The General, at the head of five com- 
panies, charged up the hill, took possession 
of the bluff, and held it during the night. 
Early the next morning we started out 
again after the Indians. General Carr 
knew there would be a running fight. As 
he had the Indians on the move, and as his 
force was not large enough to leave an 
escort for the wagon train, he decided to 
burn half the wagons and double up the 
extra mules on those that were left. We 
soon were up to the Indians, who at first 
made a stubborn stand, but we pushed them 
on before us until we were within sight of 
their women and children, who were fleeing 
in the distance. 

We were marching quite rapidly and our 
wagon train was fast dropping to the rear. 
It was probably three miles behind the 
fighting column when it was attacked from 
the rear and on both sides by a large body 
of Indians. Major Lester Walker, now liv- 
ing at North Platte, was in command of the 
rear guard. He had two companies of cav- 
alry and was accompanied by a Quarter- 
master—Lieutenant E. M. Hays, now Major 
in the Seventh United States Cavalry. Ma- 
jor Walker ordered his wagons to move in 
double file, and, dismounting his cavalry 
with number four leading horses, he formed 
a skirmish line on both sides and at the rear 
of his train. In this way he moved steadily 
onward, trying to keep as near the main 
command as possible. 

It was in the fall of the year and, as the 
grass was dry, the Indians set fire to it in 
hopes that the flames would stampede the 
horses and demoralize the troops. But it 


skirmishers out, kept the Indians at bay 
and moved doggedly onward, although the 
smoke at times was very trying. It was 
seen at last by General Carr, who sent back 
what few reinforcements he could spare to 
help the rear guard out of its difficulty. 

It was a running fight in this way for three 
days and three nights—the main body of 
the command chasing the Indians in front 
of them and the rear guard, deployed in 
skirmish line, beating them away from the 
wagon train, which crawled along trying 
to keep as near the main body as possible, 
This thing kept up until the command ran 
short of rations, when it had to return to 
the railroad for supplies. This left the 
Beaver Creek country for the time being in 


the possession of the Indians, who claimed | 
it as a victory. 


After a winter campaign against the 
Kiowas, Comanches, and South Chey- 
ennes, during which the soldiers did not 
see a house from November until the fol- 
lowing March, the command returned again 
to the Beaver Creek country .and fought 
the Indians for the next two years and did 
not quit uutil they had driven the last 
of them beyond the North Platte River. 
During this time the command had no less 
than fifty-two battles and skirmishes with 
the savages, and when it was ordered to 
Fort McPherson for a rest General Sheri- 
dan complimented the officers and men on 
their bravery and endurance and issued an 
order that the men should have just as good 
a time us they possibly could. 

As Fort McPherson was isolated the men 
interpreted this to mean that they were to 


* 


have a drunk and they carried out the order 
with great thoroughness. For the next 
three months Fort McPherson was the 
drunkenest fort it has ever been my pleas- 
ure to live in.

The camera industry is one of the excep- 
tions to the universal hard luck stories in 
connection with the advent of the bicycle, 
for it has not been encroached upon, but 
rather aided and abetted by the pastime 
of wheeling, which takes its devotees out 
into the open air and shows them pictures 
which everywhere can be had for the taking. 
Enthusiastic members of the Chicago cam- 
era legions declare there are now enough 
amateur photographers in this State to be- 
“come, like the wheelmen, a power in politics 
if they would only organize, and that they 
have a latent voting Strength which might 
compel the passing of laws granting the 
rights of eminent domain in the interests 
of art and provide protection in rural forays, 
giving them a chance to take a picture when- 
ever they saw a picture without risk of haw 
ing their cameras smashed. 

Spread of Amateur Photography. 

The photographic belief is fast spreading 
and gaining tenets among those even in the 
uppermost social circles of Chicago. Digni- 
fied citizens are becoming habitués of dark 
rooms, borrowers of burglar red lanterns, 
frequenters of shady places, and liers in wait 
with loaded weapons for unsuspecting vic- 
tims.

Support of the Art Institute. 


The excellent quality of amateur photo- 
graphic work in this city has just been offi- 
cially recognized by the Chicago Art Insti- 
tute. its directors haye extended the hos- 
pitable invitation to the Chicago Society of 
Amateur Photographers, which now meets 
in Handel Hall biweekly, to hold its meet- 
ings in this palace of art on the lake front. 
A room will be specially fitted for exhibits 
of superior amateur work, and in September 
medals will be awarded for the best photo- 
graphs taken by amateurs. 

Director W. R. French of the Art Institute 
is of the belief that photography holds a 
most important place in art, and that the 
camera craze is conducive to the study and 
appreciation of the higher ideals of sculp— 
ture and painting. In explanation of his, 
view he said: 

The work of many amateurs is, of course, 
crude and murderous of the best forms in 
nature. But the tendency of those who 


to make them more discriminative and ap- 
preciative of background and foreground 
effect, of harmony of arrangement, and of, 
the varied combinations of lines and tones 
which render beauty. Thus they become

art.

What Experts Say. 

Many of the points which are useful to be- 
Einners in photography are learned rather 
from contact with experienced amateurs 
than from the advertising books of camera 
companies. Sometimes a small suggestion 
from ofie who has tried the same thing 
will do wonders in obviating failures. For 
the information of those of its readers who 
are just“ beginning.“ some of the most ex- 
perienced amateurs in the city give through 
THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE a few suggestions re- 
garding how they did it: 

Mrs. N. Gray Bartlett—I have eften been 
asked to explain the secret of my success in 
taking certain kinds of pictures, and I am 
always at a loss to give information which 
I would wish, for successful photography 
after all is a knack which all have to learn 
for themselves. But I think development 
and printing have more to do with it than 
most people think. I use platinum and car- 
bon paper, which have rich and soft effects. 


‘Arrangement of subjects artistically is im- 


portant, and fortunate indeed is the amateur 
photographer who has subjects who will pa- 
tiently pose and let him take all the time 
necessary. 

J. D. Cress—The principal thing is to get 
A gocd camera, even if it costs a good deal 
for most of the cheap ones on the market are 
practically worthless, owing to their limita- 
tions.
